FAIR  HOUSING  COMMISSION  NAMES  UPSHUR 


Mayor  Praises  New  Executive  Director  as  "The  Man  to  Meet  the  Challenge" 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  that  Robert  W.  Upshur,  forty-three,  a  federal 
housing  official,  has  been  named  by  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  to  serve 
as  the  commission's  executive  director.  Upshur  will  begin  his  new  job  on  January 
4.  1983. 

Presently  director  of  Fair  Housing  and  Equal  Opportunity  for  the  Boston  Area 
Office  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD),  Up- 
shur was  chosen  by  a  search  committee  from  120  candidates  screened  nationwide. 

As  executive  director  for  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  he  will  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  mandates  of  the  fair  housing  ordinance,  which 
the  Mayor  introduced  and  the  City  Council  adopted  earlier  this  year  to  create  the 
commission  and  establish  far-reaching  housing  policy.  The  ordinance,  and  a  com- 
panion Home  Rule  Petition  which  is  pending  at  the  State  House,  constitute  the 
broadest  and  strongest  local  fair  housing  legislation  in  the  country.  The  powers 
and  duties  of  the  commission  include  enforcement  of  fair  housing  in  Boston,  in- 
vestigating complaints  with  power  to  subpoena  evidence,  educating  the  public 
on  housing  and  civil  rights  laws,  and  coordinating  fair  housing  efforts. 

"Bob  Upshur  is  the  man  to  meet  the  challenge,"  Mayor  White  said.  "His  pro- 
fessional background  and  demonstrated  ability  make  his  credentials  an  ideal  match 
for  the  vitally  important  position  he  is  filling.  With  Bob  Upshur  as  executive  direc- 
tor, and  with  five  outstanding  members  on  the  Fair  Housing  Commission,  I  feel 
confident  that  Boston  will  make  significant  and  expeditious  progress  toward  our 
goal  of  making  housing  equally  assessible  to  all  residents." 

Frank  N.  Jones,  chairperson  of  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission,  also 
hailed  the  selection  of  Upshur. 

"Robert  Upshur  is  widely  known  and  respected  for  his  integrity,  commitment 
and  technical  expertise  in  the  fair  housing  area,"  said  Jones,  who  is  also  presi- 
dent of  The  Boston  Committee.  "He  will  bring  to  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Com- 
mission an  unparalleled  base  of  experience  with  fair  housing  issues  in  the  Boston 
community." 

Jones  praised  the  work  of  the  search  committee,  which  was  made  up  of 
chairperson  Miguel  Satut,  Edward  Blackman,  Phillip  Clay,  Mary  Ellen  Smith,  Luis 
Beato,  and  Joseph  Slavet. 

In  addition  to  Jones  and  Satut,  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  includes 
Anna  M.  Cole,  Janet  M.  Robitaille,  and  Jerome  L.  Rappaport.  Mayor  White  swore 
the  commissioners  into  office  last  August  9,  with  the  exception  of  Rappaport,  who 
was  appointed  on  October  25. 

Upshur  has  directed  HUD's  five-state  Boston  Office  of  Fair  Housing  and  Equal 
Opportunity  since  1978.  From  1975-78,  he  served  as  compliance  officer  for  HUD's 
Fair  Housing  and  Equal  Opportunity  division  in  the  Boston  Area  Office. 

Born  in  Philadelphia,  he  was  graduated  from  Temple  University  and  Cheyney 
State  College  in  Pennsylvania  and  did  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania School  of  Planning  and  Design.  At  Cheyney  he  was  president  of  the 
NAACP  and  editor  of  the  Cheyney  Record. 

Upshur  is  married  and  the  father  of  three  children. 


MAYOR  WHITE  ANNOUNCES 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 
ON  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 

Legislation  to  improve  the  system 
already  has  been  filed. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  recently  an- 
nounced the  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions in  a  report  prepared  by  his  special 
committee  charged  with  reviewing  the 
policies  and  practices  of  the  Boston 
Retirement  Board. 

The  report  focused  on  current  ad- 
ministrative practices  of  the  Retirement 
Board,  particularly  in  the  area  of  disabili- 
ty pensions,  and  recommended 
changes  which  can  strengthen  the 
system  and  eliminate  potential  abuses. 

"The  committee  has  done  a  superb 
job  in  assessing  the  many  complex 
issues  facing  the  city's  retirement 
system,"  Mayor  White  said.  "In  fact, 
we've  already  submitted  legislation  as 
a  result  of  the  report.  We  can  look  for- 
ward to  a  system  which  is  more  respon- 
sive, equitable  and  beneficial  to  all  city 
employees." 

Vice  Mayor  Ed  Sullivan,  who 
represented  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Mayor  on  the  blue  ribbon  panel,  worked 
closely  with  the  committee  over  the  past 
six  months  to  identify  needed  im- 
provements in  the  city's  retirement  and 
disability  system. 

"The  committee's  report  clearly  iden- 
tifies some  necessary  steps  to  put  the 
retirement  system  on  a  more  positive 
course,"  Sullivan  said.  "That  some 
legislative  overhaul  of  how  the  Board 
and  the  system  works  is  needed  is  ob- 
vious. Hopefully,  the  legislation  we've 
submitted  will  be  passed  quickly." 

The  recommended  legislative 
overhaul  of  the  pension  system,  where

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legislation  has  already  been  initiated 
includes: 

•  Expanding  the  size  of  the  Retire- 
ment Board  from  three  to  five 
members  to  provide  a  majority  of 
members  independent  of  any  af- 
filiation with  the  system. 

•  Redefining  permanent  and  total 
disability  to  modify  the  present  in- 
terpretation that  an  individual  must 
be  able  to  perform  all  the  duties  of 
his  or  her  position. 

•  Removing  disability  provisions  from 
the  retirement  plan  and  establish- 
ing a  separate  program  for  the  re- 
view and  rehabilitation  of  disability 
cases. 

While  the  committee's  work  did  ad- 
dress areas  of  legislative  change,  a 
large  portion  of  the  report  focused  on 
recommendations  which  could  be  im- 
plemented over  the  near  term. 

Briefly,  in  the  administration  of  the 
retirement/pension  system,  the  commit- 
tee proposed  the  following: 

•  More  comprehensive  case 
development,  review,  and  presen- 
tation via  expansion  of  regular  staff 
to  include  an  investigator,  a  physi- 
cian and  case  review  officer. 

•  Establish  a  city  advocate  in  the 
legal  department  to  present  the 
city's  position  on  questionable 
cases  and  to  exercise  the  city's 
right  to  appeal  unfavorable 
decisions. 

•  Implement  a  post-retirement  review 
of  medical  and  income  information 
for  disability  pensioners. 

•  Expand  use  of  "light  duty" 
assignments  for  personnel  with 
partial  or  temporary  disabilities. 

In  addition  to  the  administrative  pro- 
cedures recommended  to  strengthen 
the  retirement  system,  the  committee 
focused  attention  on  medical  considera- 
tions associated  with  disability  and 
related  benefit  procedures. 

Most  important,  the  committee  seeks 
to  expand  the  scope  of  pre-employment 
physical  examinations  to  reduce  poten- 
tial for  future  disabilities,  and  to  incor- 
porate additional  testing  into  the 
medical  panel's  review  of  applications 
for  disability  pensions. 

Members  of  the  Committee, 
established  by  Mayor  White  in  May  of 
this  year,  included:  Judge  Samuel 
Adams,  former  Justice  of  the 
Massachusetts  Superior  Court  (he 


subsequently  withdrew  to  fill  a  vacancy 
on  the  Retirement  Board);  Jerry  L.  Allen, 
vice-president  and  treasurer,  Cabot  Cor- 
poration; Andrews  Macalaster,  retired 
president,  Merchants  Cooperative 
Bank;  Richard  C.  O'Brien,  senior  vice- 
president,  Eastern  Gas  and  Fuel 
Associates;  David  Segal,  M.D.,  director 
of  Orthopedic  Surgery,  Boston  City 
Hospital;  and  Vice  Mayor  Edward 
Sullivan. 


BOSTON  IS  READY  FOR  WINTER 
WITH  PLOWS,  TRUCKS  AND  TONS 
OF  SALT 

As  Winter's  chill  turns  to  frost,  the  City 
of  Boston  is  ready  for  what  some 
weather  watchers  say  could  be  the  cold- 
est January  and  February  to  hit  New 
England  in  decades. 

Overseeing  the  battle  waged  against 
the  yearly  onslaught  of  snow,  sleet  and 
freezing  rain  that  characterizes  a  typical 
Boston  winter  is  the  city's  Department 
of  Public  Works,  which  has  completed 
its  annual  switch-over  from  an  autumn 
to  a  winter  administration. 

"Essentially,  we  have  made  a  great 
deal  of  physical  transitions  in  the  depart- 
ment, both  with  equipment  and  with  per- 
sonnel," says  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner Joseph  F.  Casazza.  "Our  staff 
has  been  placed  on  winter  stand-by 
shifts  and  we  have  also  winterized  city 
trucks:  For  instance,  we  converted 
vehicles  used  for  street  cleaning  in 
warmer  weather  into  snow  plows  and 
salt  spreaders." 

This  year,  the  city's  snow  removal 
fleet  includes  82  salt  trucks  to  distrib- 
ute the  10,000  tons  of  salt  on  hand  for 
use  on  icy  roads  and  highways.  Three 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  heavy-duty 
trucks  will  also  be  available  to  tackle  any 
kind  of  snow  emergency  that  could 
occur. 

To  supplement  the  efforts  of  the  snow 
removal  crews,  the  city  has  established 
a  Snow  Emergency  Center,  along  with 
ten  satellite  centers,  to  keep  DPW 
abreast  of  incoming  weather  patterns 
and  the  effects  they'll  have  on  metro- 
politan Boston. 

Despite  a  relatively  balmy  November, 
Commissioner  Casazza  says  that  the 
city  has  been  prepared  for  whatever 
harsh  conditions  Mother  Nature  chose 
to  send  our  way  since  last  November 


18,  when  Boston's  snow  season  offi- 
cially began. 

"So  far  we've  been  lucky,"  says 
Casazza.  "But  when  it  comes  to  Boston 
winters,  the  best  defense  is  a  good  of- 
fense. I'm  confident  that  we  will  be  able 
to  handle  any  weather  emergency  that 
comes  our  way." 

When  asked  to  predict  what  kind  of 
winter  is  in  store  for  Bostonians  this 
year,  the  commissioner  said  that  that's 
a  question  he  never  answers. 

"I've  heard  all  the  dire  forecasts 
made  by  the  Farmers  Almanac  and 
frankly,  I  don't  give  much  credibility  to 
them,"  says  Casazza,  adding  that  shift- 
ing winds  and  currents  that  effect  New 
England  weather  make  it  necessary  to 
take  the  area's  fickle  winter  season 
"one  day  at  a  time." 

Although  he  feels  there  is  no  way  to 
accurately  predict  what  kind  of  winter  it 
will  be,  Casazza  says  that  there  are  a 
number  of  ways  to  better  prepare  for 
whatever  conditions  bless  or  curse  Bos- 
tonians this  year. 

"Our  main  concern  during  any  snow 
emergency  is  public  safety,"  he  empha- 
sized. "The  guidelines  laid  out  by  DPW 
should  help  to  ensure  the  safest  pos- 
sible conditions  in  each  and  every 
Boston  neighborhood  in  the  months  to 
come." 

Some  of  the  coping-with-winter  tips 
suggested  by  the  city  include: 

•  Making  sure  that  fire  hydrants  are 
shoveled  out  —  and  made  visible  —  im- 
mediately after  a  snow  storm. 

•  Keeping  a  shovel  and  a  box  of  sand 
in  the  trunk  of  your  car. 

•  Equipping  your  car  with  snow  tires 
or  keeping  snow  chains  in  your  trunk. 

•  Winterizing  your  car,  which  should 
include  checking  your  battery  and  put- 
ting anti-freeze  in  the  radiator. 

•  When  shoveling  out  cars  that  have 
been  buried  in  the  snow,  make  sure  to 
toss  the  snow  to  the  front  or  to  the  rear 
of  the  vehicle  —  not  into  the  street. 
Snow  shoveled  onto  roadways  obstructs 
traffic  as  well  as  hinders  snow  removal 
operations. 

If  there  are  any  problems  on  any  city 
streets  during  or  after  a  snow  emer- 
gency has  been  declared,  residents  can 
call  725-3050  for  assistance.  Any  calls 
that  are  not  a  function  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  will  be  referred  to  the 
appropriate  city  agency. 
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FIRE  PREVENTION  IN  THE  HOME 

Kitchen 

All  electrical  appliances  and  tools 
should  have  a  testing  agency  label. 
Have  appliances  repaired  if  they  aren't 
working  right. 

Don't  overload  the  outlets. 

Water  and  electricity  combined  cause 
shock.  Have  dry  hands;  don't  stand  in 
water.  If  an  appliance  gets  wet,  have  it 
serviced. 

Don't  store  things  over  the  stove. 
People  get  burned  reaching. 

Turn  pot  handles  so  children  can't  pull 
them  down. 

Wear  tight  sleeves  when  you  cook. 
Loose  sitting  garments  can  catch  fire. 

Living  or  Family  Room 

Use  large  ashtrays. 

Before  you  go  to  bed,  look  under 
cushions  for  burning  cigarettes. 

Use  a  metal  fireplace  screen.  Have 
the  chimney  checked  and  cleaned  regu- 
larly. 

Put  lighters  and  matchers  where 
small  children  won't  find  them.  Use 
special  outlet  covers  to  keep  children's 
fingers  out. 

Allow  air  space  around  the  TV  and 
stereo  to  prevent  overheating.  If  the  TV 
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doesn't  work  right,  it  can  be  a  fire 
danger.  Have  it  checked  out. 

Keep  portable  heaters  away  from 
people  and  combustibles. 

Bedroom 

Buy  a  smoke  detector  and  install  it 
outside  your  sleeping  area.  It  should 
have  a  testing  agency  label. 

Plan  two  escapes  from  each 
bedroom. 

Smoke  in  a  chair,  not  in  bed. 

Don't  overload  electrical  outlets. 

Outdoors 

Is  your  roof  fire  retardant?  If  it's  not 
made  of  tile  or  slate,  the  roofing  should 
be  labeled  Class  C. 

Don't  use  gasoline  on  a  grill  fire  ever. 
Once  the  fire  has  been  started,  never 
use  lighter  fluid  either.  Use  dry  kindling 
to  revive  the  fire. 

Move  lawnmower  away  from  gasoline 
fumes  before  starting.  Cool  motor 
before  refueling. 

Use  flashlights,  never  fire,  inside  a 
tent.  Buy  a  flame-retardant  tent. 

Install  a  lightning  protection  system. 

Basement,  Garage,  and  Storage 

Store  gasoline  and  other  flammables 
in  tight  metal  containers.  Don't  use  flam- 
mable liquids  near  heat,  a  pilot  light,  or 
while  smoking. 

Have  heating  equipment  checked 
yearly. 

Clean  up  your  workbench.  Keep  flam- 
mables away  from  sparks. 

If  a  fuse  blows,  find  the  cause. 
(Replace  a  fuse  with  one  the  correct 
size.) 

Sort  and  remove  rubbish.  Don't  store 
things  near  the  furnace  or  heater. 
Learn  not  to  burn! 


TOTAL  ECLIPSE  OF  MOON 
HAPPENED  ON  DECEMBER  30 

A  striking  total  eclipse  of  the  moon 
December  30  became  part  of  New  Eng- 
land's holiday  celebration  this  year. 

After  this  event,  New  England  sky- 
watchers  have  a  seven-year  wait,  until 
August  16,  1989,  before  seeing  such  an 
eclipse  again,  according  to  Walter  N. 
Webb,  assistant  director  of  the 
Planetarium  at  Boston's  Museum  of 
Science. 

Webb  says  that  as  the  moon  orbits  the 
Earth,  its  path  usually  takes  it  above  or 
below  our  planet's  long  cone-shaped 


shadow.  Under  favorable  circum- 
stances, the  moon  may  pass  directly 
through  the  Earth's  shadow  and 
become  eclipsed  as  happened  last 
July  6. 

Shortly  before  4:30  a.m.  on  Decem- 
ber 30,  early  risers  noticed  a  slight  dark- 
ening of  the  full  moon's  upper  left  edge 
as  the  satellite  approached  the  Earth's 
dark  central  shadow  (called  the  umbra). 
The  moon  began  entering  the  umbra  at 
4:50  and  was  wholly  obscured  in  total- 
ity at  5:58. 

The  eclipsed  moon  rarely  becomes 
completely  black.  Some  sunlight  is  bent 
by  Earth's  atmosphere  into  the  shadow- 
cone,  reddening  the  lunar  disc  during 
totality.  The  upper  portion  of  the  disc, 
lying  farther  from  the  shadow  center, 
may  glow  brighter  than  other  portions. 
Increased  winter  cloud  cover  and  vol- 
canic dust  from  the  El  Chichon  eruption 
earlier  last  year  could  very  well  darken 
the  rest  of  the  shadow. 

Lasting  61  minutes,  totality  occurred 
during  the  morning  twilight  and  the 
moon  faded  in  the  brightening  sky.  At 
Boston,  the  sun  rose  at  7:13  and  the 
moon  set  at  7:21 ,  both  events  occurred 
before  the  moon  left  the  umbral  shadow 
completely. 

The  December  30  phenomenon  was 
the  last  of  seven  worldwide  eclipses 
(either  sun  or  moon)  in  1982  —  the 
maximum  number  possible  in  a  single 
year. 


MBTA  VOTES  TO  CHANGE 
STATION  NAMES 

The  MBTA  Board  of  Directors  voted 
unanimously  to  change  the  names  of 
two  rapid  transit  stations  on  the  Red 
Line. 

Columbia  Station  will  become 
JFK/U.Mass.  and  Kendall  Station  will 
become  Cambridge  Center/MIT. 

MBTA  Board  Chairman  James  F. 
Carlin  said  that  the  new  names  more  ac- 
curately reflect  the  destinations  and  that 
changes  to  areas  around  the  stations 
warrant  the  changes. 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  said  that  the  MBTA  does  not  in- 
tend to  expend  funding  to  immediately 
implement  the  name  changes.  "The 
changes  will  take  place  gradually  as  the 
MBTA  modernizes  both  stations,  prints 
new  maps  and  literature,  and  replaces 
outdated  signs  and  directional 
markers." 
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BOSTON  CITY  HALL 

How  it  all  began  .  .  . 

In  1962  a  nationwide  competition  was 
conducted  by  the  Government  Center 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
design  of  a  new  City  Hall  to  be  the  focal 
point  of  the  entire  downtown  Boston 
Government  Center  Urban  Renewal 
Project.  The  overall  plan  for  the  Govern- 
ment Center  Project,  prepared  by  I.  M. 
Pei  &  Partners,  architects  and  city  plan- 
ners, is  an  undertaking  of  such  tremen- 
dous scope  that  its  like  has  been  at- 
tempted by  no  other  American  city.  It 
has  transformed  the  blighted  Scollay 
Square  area  into  a  modern  government 
center  containing  60  acres  of  striking 
contemporary  buildings  designed  by 
outstanding  architects. 

Boston's  national  competition  for  a 
City  Hall  design  was  the  first  by  a  major 
American  city  since  1909  and  it  drew 
255  entries.  The  design  selected  was 
that  submitted  by  the  New  York  archi- 
tectural firm  of  Kallmann,  McKinnell  and 
Knowles.  A  jury  of  four  nationally  known 
architects  and  three  Boston  laymen 
termed  the  design  impressive,  func- 
tional, economical  and  harmonious  with 
its  surroundings.  The  winning  team  then 
joined  with  two  Boston  firms,  Campbell, 
Aldrich  and  Nulty,  architects,  and 
LeMessurier  Associates,  consulting 
engineers,  to  form  The  Architects  and 
Engineers  for  the  Boston  City  Hall  and 
to  execute  the  design  and  supervise 
construction. 

Getting  acquainted  .  .  . 

Three  major  areas  in  the  new  building 
house  the  three  major  elements  of  the 
city  government.  Four  lower  floors  con- 
tain all  the  departments  —  such  as  tax, 
licensing  and  registration  —  with  which 
the  public  does  business  daily.  The  fifth 
floor  contains  the  offices  of  the  Mayor, 
who  is  elected  every  four  years;  the 
offices  of  the  nine  members  of  the  City 
Council,  who  are  elected  every  two 
years;  the  City  Council  chamber;  and 
exhibition  rooms.  Four  upper  floors  con- 
tain the  administrative  and  planning 
agencies.

Getting  around  .  .  . 

If  you  enter  the  building  from  the 
south,  from  City  Hall  Square,  you  are 
already  on  the  third  floor  and  may  de- 
scend from  the  South  Entry  Hall  to  lower 
floors  by  elevators,  stairs,  and  escala- 
tors, and  ascend  to  upper  floors  by 
elevators  or  stairs.  If  you  enter  from  the 
north,  from  Congress  Street,  you  are  in 
the  multi-leveled  Main  Concourse  and 
may  descend  to  the  first  floor  via  eleva- 
tors or  stairs,  ascend  to  the  Mezzanine 
by  elevators,  stairs  or  escalator,  and  to 
floors  beyond  the  third  floor  by  elevators 
or  stairs.  A  third  entrance,  from  Dock 
Square,  is  used  primarily  as  a  service 
or  loading  entrance.  The  bank  of  eleva- 
tors in  the  South  Entry  Hall  does  not 
contain  a  stop  for  the  fourth  floor 
because  on  that  side  of  the  building  the 
fourth  floor  is  the  landing  at  the  top  of 
the  main  stairway,  which  looks  down  on 
the  South  Entry  Hall,  and  which  also 
leads  to  the  walk-through  courtyard.  On 
the  north  side  of  the  building,  there  are 
a  few  fourth-floor  offices,  so  the  north 
bank  of  elevators  does  contain  a  fourth- 
floor  stop.  The  elevators  on  the  south 
side  of  the  building  designate  the  fifth 
floor  in  two  ways:  those  which  stop  at 
the  Mayor's  offices  designate  the  fifth 
floor  as  "Mayor,"  and  that  which  stops 
at  the  offices  of  the  City  Council  only 
designates  the  fifth  floor  as  "Council." 
The  north  side  of  the  building  does  not 
have  a  fifth  floor,  so  the  north  elevators 
contain  no  fifth-floor  stop. 

Ongoing  activities  .  .  . 

Special  programs  initiated  for  the 
building  by  the  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs 
and  the  Real  Property  Department  are 
unmatched  by  any  other  city  govern- 
ment in  the  U.S.  Included  are  exhibits 
in  the  fifth-floor  gallery  and  in  other  ex- 
hibit areas  within  the  building;  regularly 
scheduled  music  and  dance  perfor- 
mances both  inside  City  Hall  and,  in 


warm  weather,  outside  on  the  Plaza; 
special  receptions  and  other  city-spon- 
sored events;  and  a  tour  guide  program 
which  has  seen  over  150,000  visitors 
through  the  building  since  1969. 

Praise  .  .  . 

Boston  City  Hall  has  received  these 
awards  — 

American  Institute  of  Architects 

Honor  Award 

Harleston  Parker  Medal,  an  award 
by  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston 
Society  of  Architects  for  excellence  in 
design  and  construction.

Points  of  particular  interest  .  .  . 

•  The  9-acre  City  Hall  Square  is  com- 
parable in  size  to  St.  Peter's  Square 
in  Rome. 

•  Light  shafts  in  the  South  Entry  Hall 
penetrate  up  through  126  feet  of  the 
building's  138-foot  height. 

•  The  bricks  of  the  plaza  flow  right  into 
the  South  Entry  Hall  to  tie  the  world 
inside  the  building  to  the  world  out- 
side, and  continue  across  the  Hall 
and  up  the  stairs,  creating  a  "path" 
to  the  floors  above. 

•  Earth-colored  bricks  and  quarry  tile 
are  used  in  the  four  lower  floors, 
which  receive  heavy  traffic,  because 
they  have  warmth,  charm  and  endur- 
ance and  because  they  echo  the 
materials  used  on  nearby  Beacon  Hill 
and  on  structures  which  neighbor 
City  Hall. 

•  The  visitor  to  City  Hall  can  instantly 
orient  himself  by  glancing  out  a  win- 
dow to  see  many  of  these  striking 
views.: 

North  —  the  steeple  of  the  Old 
North  Church  (Christ 
Church)  where  Paul 
Revere's  signal  lanterns 
were  hung  to  warn  of 
British  troops;  the  color- 
ful North  End;  the  J.F. 
Kennedy  Federal  Office 
Building;  and  the  State 
Office  Building. 
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South  —  the  Old  State  House  from 
whose  eastern  balcony 
the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence was  read  in 
1776;  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Merchants  Bank 
Building. 

West  —  the  Government  Center's 
new  horizontal  office  sky- 
scraper, Center  Plaza; 
and  the  newly  renovated 
Sears  Crescent,  which 
for  over  a  century  has 
housed  many  of  Boston's 
major  booksellers. 

East  —  Faneuil  Hall,  often  call 
the  "Cradle  of  Liberty" 
because  it  was  the  major 
gathering  place  of  colon- 
ists just  prior  to  the  Revo- 
lution; Dock  Square; 
Quincy  Market,  a  hand- 
some granite  structure 
built  in  1826;  and  the  har- 
bor, and  finally  the  sea 
itself. 

•  The  design  of  City  Hall's  unique 
courtyard  enables  the  visitor  to  walk 
completely  "through"  City  Hall  — 
from  one  side  of  the  building  to  the 
other  —  without  ever  having  to  open 
a  door. 

•  Tne  courtyard,  illuminated  with 
lanterns  from  Kyoto,  Boston's  sister 
city  in  Japan,  and  dotted  with  chang- 
ing displays  of  seasonal  plantings,  is 
open  to  the  public  24  hours  a  day, 
seven  days  a  week. 

•  In  the  City  Council  chamber  on  the 
fifth  floor,  the  visitor  can  watch  the 
Council  in  action  from  any  of  three 
public  galleries  grouped  around  a 
central  area  in  which  the  Council  and 
its  president  are  seated. 

•  Upper  floors  use  precast  and  poured 
concrete  to  attain  warm  buff  tones 
and  strong  textures. 

•  This  new  City  Hall  is  the  fourth  home 
of  Boston  city  government. 


with  a  small  amount  of  copper  to  give 
it  a  richer  hue. 

The  famous  dome,  perhaps  the  best 
known  landmark  in  eastern  Massachu- 
setts, was  last  restored  in  1969  by  a  firm 
called  Skyline  Engineers,  Inc.  Accord- 
ing to  J.  Douglas  Quinn,  president  of  the 
company,  the  gold  leaf  is  a  substance 
so  thin  that  it  would  take  a  stack  of 
250,000  sheets  to  make  a  pile  one-inch 
high.  A  single  ounce  of  gold  can  be 
beaten  out  into  a  sheet  of  100  square 
feet,  and  the  leaf  when  rubbed  between 
one's  fingers  disintegrates. 

Thirteen  years  after  the  task  was  com- 
pleted the  delicate  gold  shines  beauti- 
fully in  spite  of  the  exposure  to  Boston's 
rugged  weather.  A  carefully  executed 
process  ensures  that  the  gold  does  not 
peel  off. 

The  head  of  the  Fitchburg-based  firm 
that  did  the  work  in  1969  is  justifiably 
proud  of  the  results.  He  explained  the 
process  used  in  that  important  task. 

First,  the  dome  surface  was  scraped 
and  thoroughly  cleaned.  A  glue  solution 
called  sizing  was  then  applied,  onto 
which  the  gold  leaf  was  rolled.  The  leaf 
is  stored  in  rolls  with  wax-like  paper  be- 
tween each  sheet.  Finally,  the  entire 
surface  was  burnished  with  soft  cotton 
until  it  gleamed.  The  sizing  and  rolling 
process  had  to  be  done  in  dry  weather 
or  the  gold  could  not  be  laid  properly. 

Although  he  feels  the  gold  leaf  will  not 
need  repair  for  several  years,  Mr.  Quinn 
confirmed  an  earlier  estimate  that  the 
cost  of  such  a  project  today  would  be 
between  $250,000  to  one  million  dollars. 

The  dome  was  not  always  golden. 

During  the  gloomy  days  of  World  War 
II  the  dome  was  painted  black.  This  was 
during  the  dim  out  period  when  enemy 
submarines  attacked  allied  shipping  off 
the  Massachusetts  coast  and  efforts 
were  made  to  reduce  the  glow  of  light 
over  the  capital  city  of  Boston.

tion  from  Boston's  North  Station,  bus 
shuttle  to  the  mountains  and  an  all-day 
adult  lift  ticket.

The  one-way  train  fare  from  Boston 
is  $3.50,  the  shuttle  bus  $1 .00  and  all- 
day  lift  tickets  are  $8  at  Mount  Watatic 
and  $12  at  Wachusett  Mountain. 


DON'T  WITHHOLD  RENT 
UNLESS  .  .  . 

Tenants  who  find  themselves  living 
under  conditions  hazardous  to  their 
health  and  safety  have  a  powerful 
remedy  at  their  disposal.  A  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  ruling  gives  tenants  the 
right  to  withhold  rent  if  conditions  within 
the  housing  unit  make  it  unfit  to  live  in. 
The  tenant  may  cut  back  on  rent 
payments  after  notifying  the  landlord  of 
the  defect  and  may  continue  to  do  so 
until  the  defect  is  corrected. 

What  does  this  ruling  mean  for  the 
average  tenant?  The  Boston  Con- 
sumers' Council  provides  some  advice 
to  tenants  regarding  the  rent 
withholding  option. 

Who  May  Withhold  Rent? 

When  landlord  and  tenant  sign  a 
lease,  each  commits  himself  to  certain 
legally  binding  obligations.  The  courts 
have  held  that  the  landlord  agrees  to 
provide  premises  which  are  fit  for 
human  habitation,  and  the  tenant 
agrees  to  pay  rent  for  such  habitable 
premises.  If  the  landlord  fails  to  deliver 
or  maintain  the  premises  in  a  manner 
suitable  for  human  health  and  safety,  he 
has  broken  his  agreement  and  the  ten-

THE  GOLDEN  DOME  IS  REAL 

Is  the  golden  dome  on  the  State 
louse  really  golden  or  is  it,  like  so  many 
ither  things  in  life  today,  some  form  of 
tlastic  or  zircon? 

According  to  our  friends  who  operate 
he  State  House  tours,  the  gold  leaf  is 
lenuine.  In  fact  it  is  23  carat,  alloyed

ant  is  not  obligated  to  pay  full  rent  until 
the  premises  are  restored  to  habitable 
condition. 

What  is  Habitable  Condition? 

The  minimum  health  and  safety  stan- 
dards for  housing  units  are  set  forth  in 
the  State  Sanitary  Code.  The  Inspec- 
tional  Services  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  enforces  the  code  by  certify- 
ing violations  and  ordering  compliance 
with  the  code.  A  copy  of  the  regulations 
is  available  at  Inspectional  Services  by 
calling  725-4700. 

While  the  courts  have  not  defined 
what  would  constitute  just  cause  for  rent 
withholding,  it  is  clear  that  serious  viola- 
tions of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  those 
which  endanger  the  health  and/or  safety 
of  the  tenant  are  intended. 

Such  violations  would  include  lack  of 
necessary  utilities  such  as  heat  and  hot 
water,  electricity,  as  well  as  health  and 
safety  hazards  such  as  defective  wiring, 
unsanitary  plumbing,  falling  plaster  and 
so  on. 

How  Much  Rent  May  Be  Withheld? 

The  amount  of  rent  withheld  must  be 
reasonable.  It  should  correspond  to  the 
actual  damage  suffered  by  the  tenant  in 
the  loss  of  the  use  of  the  apartment  and 
essential  services.  Thus,  when  a  tenant 
is  without  heat  for  one  week,  a  rent 
reduction  of  seven  days  would  be 
reasonable.  A  tenant  is  not  justified  in 
withholding  full  rent. 

What  If  the  Landlord  Agrees  to  Make  the 
Repairs? 

The  court  does  not  require  that  the  te- 
nant allow  the  landlord  a  "reasonable 
time"  to  make  repairs  before 
withholding  rent.  While  it  makes  sense 
for  the  tenant  to  allow  the  landlord  some 
leeway  when  he  is  making  a  good-faith 
effort  to  correct  the  defect,  the  tenant 
need  not  be  put  off  from  exercising  his 
right  if  he  is  suffering  a  genuine  hard- 
ship. Rent  withholding  may  begin  as 
soon  as  the  landlord  is  given  notice  of 
the  defect. 

What  Steps  Should  Tenants  Take  Before 
Withholding  Rent? 

The  Boston  Consumers'  Council 
urges  tenants  to  follow  this  procedure 
prior  to  any  rent  withholding  action. 

First  —  Report  any  suspected  viola- 
tion to  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment of  the  city,  at  725-4788.  The  hous- 


ing inspector  will  investigate  the  com- 
plaint, and  if  a  serious  Housing  Code  in- 
fraction is  involved,  will  issue  a  violation 
notice.  Consider  withholding  rent  only 
if  such  a  violation  is  certified.  Get  a  copy 
of  the  violation  notice.  The  tenant  need 
not  allow  the  compliance  time  given  by 
the  inspector  before  deducting  rent,  but 
he  is  wise  to  have  in  hand  written 
evidence  that  the  violation  exists. 

Second  —  Notify  the  landlord  of  the 
existence  of  the  violation.  Send  the 
notice  by  certified  mail  and  include  a 
copy  of  the  violation  notice. 

Third  —  If  at  all  possible  negotiate 
with  the  landlord  to  arrive  at  a  mutually 
agreeable  figure  to  be  withheld. 
Sometimes  merely  bringing  up  that  op- 
tion will  persuade  the  landlord  to  make 
speedy  repairs. 

Finally  —  A  word  of  caution.  Tenants 
should  weigh  the  issues  carefully  before 
deciding  to  use  rent  withholding  as  a 
remedy.  A  tenant  who  withholds  rent 
without  good  cause  may  find  himself 
facing  an  eviction  notice  for  non- 
payment of  rent  or  presented  with  a 
court  order  to  pay  back  the  withheld 
rent.  He  may  strain  relations  with  his 
landlord  to  the  point  where  future  deal- 
ings are  difficult  or  impossible.  Negotia- 
tion and  compromise  often  prove  more 
fruitful  remedies  in  the  long  run.  Should 
these  attempts  fail,  however,  the  tenant 
should  not  hesitate  to  use  rent 
withholding  to  ensure  the  right  to  safe 
and  healthy  housing.

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MAYOR  WHITE'S  STATE  OF  CITY  ADDRESS 

Announces  three  major  initiatives  —  Plans  include  more  services,  new  housing 

measures,  World  Info  Center. 


Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  on  January  3,  in  his  State  of  the  City 
address  plans  for  new  housing  measures,  for  increased  and  upgraded  municipal 
services,  and  for  the  establishment  of  a  telecommunications  and  information  center 
to  serve  the  world  market. 

In  his  sixteenth  consecutive  annual  address,  the  Mayor  also  said  the  city  has 
overcome  critical  fiscal  problems  and,  in  addition,  has  made  significant  progress 
in  a  wide  range  of  areas,  despite  the  pessimism,  which  tended  to  obscure  Boston's 
accomplishments  in  1982. 

Looking  forward,  Mayor  White  disclosed  his  administration's  three  major  in- 
itiatives for  1983: 


•  An  "assault  on  the  problem  of 
housing"  along  three  fronts  —  rent 
control,  arson,  and  abandonment. 

•  A  dramatic  increase  and  improve- 
ment in  basic  city  services  —  in- 
cluding police  protection  and 
citywide  clean-up  operations. 

•  An  agenda  to  attract  the  telecom- 
munications and  information  in- 
dustry to  Boston,  to  make  this  city 
one  of  the  six  communications 
capitals  of  the  world.  Already  the 
city  is  working  toward  converting 
the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  into  a 
combined  international  satellite 
teleport  and  major  research  facility. 

The  Mayor  said  his  administration 
would  work  toward  implementing  these 
initiatives  "as  we  continue  to  pursue  the 
goals  I  established  in  my  inaugural  ad- 
dress three  years  ago  today." 

Elaborating  on  the  housing  initiative, 
Mayor  White  said,  "I  will  fight,  for  as 
long  as  it  takes,  to  achieve  a  balanced 
rent  control  policy,  one  that  both  pro- 
tects the  tenant  and  encourages  further 
construction  of  housing  in  the  neighbor- 
hoods. We  will  settle  for  nothing  less." 

On  the  second  housing  initiative  front, 
he  disclosed  that  the  city  has  taken 
some  significant  steps  in  the  fight 
against  arson. 

"Boston  will  no  longer  be  a  favored 
target  for  arsonists,"  the  Mayor  said. 
"Already  a  special  investigative  strike 


force,  under  the  direction  of  selected 
members  of  our  police  command  staff, 
has  been  gathering  evidence  to  expose 
arson-for-profit  conspiracies.  Joining 
this  team  will  be  a  national  expert  in 
computer-assisted  criminal  investi- 
gations. 

"We  will  be  successful,"  the  Mayor 
added.  "There  will  be  a  clear  message 
to  professional  arsonists  that  Boston  is 
no  longer  an  easy  mark  for  the  torch." 

The  keystone  of  the  third  housing  ini- 
tiative front  will  be  the  establishment  of 
the  Boston  Housing  Partnership,  a  new 
nonprofit  corporation  modeled  after  the 
Private  Industry  Council  (P.I.C.),  the 
Mayor  revealed.  This  will  address 
abandonment. 

"This  partnership  will  collect  the  ex- 
pertise and  resources  from  both  public 
and  private  sectors  to  rehabilitate  large 
quantities  of  abandoned  and 
deteriorated  properties  in  Boston,"  he 
said. 

Moving  to  the  second  major  initiative, 
increasing  and  improving  city  services, 
Mayor  White  noted  that,  because  of 
budget  cutbacks  in  the  wake  of  Proposi- 
tion 21 2,  the  public  was  denied  some  of 
these  services. 

"This  spring  we  will  undertake  a 
massive  citywide  clean-up  campaign," 
he  announced.  "It  will  be  based  on  a 
process  which  was  tested  last  fall,  and 
which  received  both  the  cooperation  of 


the  city's  unions,  and  virtually  unani- 
mous neighborhood  approval." 

At  the  same  time,  the  Mayor  said,  this 
second  initiative  will  focus  on  public 
safety. 

"After  five  months  of  discussion, 
debate,  and  design,"  he  said,  "We  have 
conceived  a  whole  new  profile  for  the 
Boston  Police  Department.  We  will, 
early  this  year,  execute  a  reorganization 
plan  which,  for  the  first  time,  places 
police  deployment  responsibility  at  the 
neighborhood  level." 

Mayor  White  said  this  approach  rep- 
resented the  most  up-to-date  thinking 
among  criminologists. 

"The  end  result  will  be  the  restoration 
of  visibility  and  a  sense  of  security  on 
the  street,"  he  said. 

Addressing  the  third  major  initiative, 
Mayor  White  said  the  city  would  reach 
out  this  year  "to  attract  the  most  signifi- 
cant industry  in  late  twentieth  century 
America  —  the  information  industry." 

He  noted  that  a  national  magazine 
last  fall  listed  New  York,  California,  Lon- 
don, Frankfort,  and  Tokyo  as  the  world's 
five  telecommunications  centers  in  the 
immediate  future. 

"By  the  midpoint  of  this  decade,"  the 
Mayor  said,  "I  intend  to  add  Boston  to 
that  list.  Boston  ought  to  be  one  of  the 
information  industry's  primary  centers 
of  consciousness  —  its  memory,  its  con- 
science, its  checkpoint  for  imaginative 
endeavors." 

Work  toward  this  goal  already  has 
begun. 

"In  an  attempt  to  maximize  Boston's 
competitive  edge,"  he  said,  "we  are 
working  to  make  Charlestown  Navy 
Yard  the  site  of  a  combined  international 
satellite  teleport  and  major  research 
facility  —  which  can  be  the  first  of  its 

kind  in  America.        (Continued  on  next  page) 
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"The  outgrowth  of  this  effort,  I 
believe,  will  be  the  transformation  of  the 
city's  economy  for  the  rest  of  the  cen- 
tury," Mayor  White  said. 

In  his  address,  the  Mayor  listed  Bos- 
ton's accomplishments  over  the  past 
year,  achievements  made  in  the  face  of 
some  skepticism  and  pessimism.  The 
accomplishments  include: 

•  The  passage  of  a  Tregor  Bill,  which 
helped  the  city  regain  fiscal 
stability. 

•  The  successful  redistricting  of  the 
city. 

•  The  establishment  of  the  nation's 
most  advanced  Fair  Housing  laws. 

•  The  successful  completion  of  the 
cable  franchising  process. 

•  Major  gains  in  public  education, 
including  the  Boston  Compact,  and 
an  effective  School  Committee  and 
school  superintendent. 

Mayor  White  also  noted  that  the  con- 
tinuing boom  in  Boston's  economy  is 
making  this  the  most  productive  and 
progressive  decade  in  the  city's  history. 

He  said  that  international  investment 
interest  in  Boston  is  at  its  highest  point 
of  this  century  and  is  further  spurring  the 
city's  development  progress. 

There  is,  in  Boston  today,  continuing 
opportunity  for  further  progress  in  the 
electoral  process,  public  education, 
housing,  race  relations  and  communi- 
cations, the  Mayor  said.  He  added  that 
the  opportunity  is  not  an  accident  of 
history,  but  the  result  of  public  policy. 

This  policy,  the  Mayor  said,  has  been 
carried  out  by  city  workers  who  have 
played  a  part  in  all  of  Boston's  accom- 
plishments. 

Mayor  White  credited  the  workers 
with  building  this  record  on  a  foundation 
of  pride  and  integrity,  and  asserted  that 
the  city  would  condone  no  abuse  of  the 
public  trust,  nor  would  it  be  distracted 
from  the  work  at  hand  by  politically 
motivated  attacks. 

Speaking  of  the  fiscal  problems  that 
Boston  has  overcome,  the  Mayor  spe- 
cifically named  budgetary  problems 
associated  with  Proposition  2V2,  a 
$30-million  school  deficit,  Tregor  tax 
abatements,  tough  political  infighting, 
and  the  temporary  loss  of  the  bond 
rating. 

He  pointed  out  that  a  year  ago  these 
problems  threatened  to  bring  Boston  to 
her  knees  —  and  now  the  problems 
have  been  successfully  addressed. 


FUEL  ASSISTANCE  APPLICATIONS 
EXCEED  20,000 

Applications  for  ABCD  fuel  assistance 
topped  20,000  this  week  compared  to 
12,877  received  at  this  point  in  last 
year's  program.  Only  21 2  months  into 
the  program,  the  number  received 
already  equals  almost  75  percent  of  the 
27,775  processed  in  the  entire  October 
to  May  1981-82  program  year.  Potential 
clients  continue  to  pour  into  the  forty- 
one  ABCD  intake  offices  in  Boston, 
Brookline,  and  Newton  at  the  rate  of  350 
to  400  per  day. 

ABCD  Executive  Director  Robert  M. 
Coard  sees  this  year's  overwhelming  in- 
crease in  applications  as  a  direct  reflec- 
tion of  the  nation's  economic  situation 
and  resulting  high  unemployment.  "This 
year  we  are  seeing  more  working  poor, 
elderly,  and  handicapped  persons  who 
are  not  on  any  public  assistance  list," 
said  Coard,  "Many  are  new  poor  —  the 
newly  unemployed  victims  of  Reagan- 
omics  and  the  recession  who  have 
never  had  to  apply  for  assistance 
before. 

"The  ABCD  Fuel  Assistance  Program 
fills  a  critical  need  for  supplemental 
assistance  to  help  people  meet  the 
enormous  heating  costs  of  the  cold  New 
England  winter,"  Coard  noted.  Since 
1973,  oil  prices  have  risen  400  percent, 
creating  a  situation  where  a  family  of 
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four  spends  an  average  of  $1,500  on 
winter  heating  costs,  —  one-fourth  of  a 
poverty-level  family's  total  annual  in- 
come. This  expenditure  means  that 
families  that  manage  to  'get  by'  during 
warmer  seasons  just  can't  keep  their 
homes  heated  all  winter  without  some 
help.  The  elderly  are  a  prime  example 
of  this  situation.  Last  year  35  percent  of 
the  households  ABCD  served  were 
elderly.  ABCD's  neighborhood  network 
of  Area  Planning  Action  Councils 
(APACs)  gives  the  agency  the  capabil- 
ity of  reaching  out  to  those  in  need,  like 
the  elderly,  in  every  neighborhood. 

Despite  the  high  number  of  applica- 
tions already  taken,  Coard  feels  there 
are  still  thousands  more  who  will  need 
fuel  assistance  to  survive  the  winter. 
"The  application  rate  has  been  con- 
sistently high,"  he  said.  "Between 
November  30  and  December  14,  ABCD 
staff  took  in  4,200  applications,  and  the 
weather  was  relatively  warm  during  that 
time." 

At  the  current  application  rate,  pro- 
gram administrators  predict  that  the 
total  amount  of  assistance  applied  for 
by  eligible  persons  in  1982-83  will  cer- 
tainly exceed  the  $1 2.5  million  in  ABCD 
fuel  assistance  expenditures  that  served 
25,482  clients  in  1981-82.  (Last  year's 
clients  were  eligible  for  another  $2.5 
million  in  fuel  assistance  which  was  not 
forthcoming  due  to  funding  limitations.) 
So  far  this  year,  fuel  assistance  alloca- 
tions from  state  and  federal  sources 
have  not  increased. 

Along  with  providing  direct  assistance 
with  heating  bills,  the  ABCD  program 
helps  applicants  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
heating  their  homes  through  its  state 
and  federally  financed  weatherization 
programs.  Last  year  ABCD's  "Project 
Anti-Freeze"  staff  carried  out  twenty  to 
thirty  workshops  per  week  in  all  of 
Boston's  neighborhoods,  in  which  they 
demonstrated  energy  conservation 
techniques  and  distributed  3,500  free 
kits  of  weatherization  materials.

Urban  College  Program,  and  others.

T  APPROVES  CLEANING 
CONTRACTS 

The  MBTA  Board  of  Directors  recent- 
ly approved  four  new  contracts  for  the 
cleaning  of  rapid  transit  stations  ex- 
pected to  save  the  transit  authority 
$485,788.59  in  annual  cleaning  costs. 

"The  hiring  of  private  contractors  to 
clean  MBTA  stations  is  providing  the 
Authority  with  significant  labor  cost  sav- 
ings and  cleaner  waiting  areas  for  com- 
muters," said  General  Manager  James 
F.  O'Leary.  "MBTA  employees  dis- 
placed by  these  actions  will  be  retrained 
and  reassigned  to  other  positions  where 
they  are  needed." 

Macke  Building  Services  of  Boston 
was  awarded  two,  one-year  contracts, 
valued  at  $270,600  for  the  cleaning  of 
the  Green  Line  stations  at  Boylston,  Arl- 
ington, Copley,  Auditorium,  Kenmore, 
Prudential  and  Symphony  and  Red  Line 
stations  at  Charles,  Kendall,  Central, 


Harvard/Holyoke,  and  Harvard  Brattle. 

Another  Boston  firm,  Capitol  Building 
Services,  Inc.,  received  a  one-year  con- 
tract, worth  $90,000  for  the  cleaning  of 
Orange  Line  stations  at  Community  Col- 
lege, Sullivan,  Wellington,  Maiden 
Center,  and  Oak  Grove. 

Empire  Cleaning,  Inc.,  of  Wakefield, 
was  awarded  a  one-year  contract  valued 
at  $117,000  for  the  cleaning  of  Green 
line  stations  at  Haymarket,  North  Sta- 
tion, Science  Park,  and  Lechmere.  Last 
summer,  Empire  was  awarded  a  con- 
tract for  the  cleaning  of  all  Blue  Line 
stations. 

O'Leary  said  that  the  cleaning  con- 
tracts authorized  recently  are  permissi- 
ble under  "Management  Rights" 
legislation  providing  MBTA  manage- 
ment with  the  ability  to  contract  for  ser- 
vices formerly  provided  by  transit 
employees.  Other  contracts  awarded 
under  managements  rights  statutes  this 
year  include  bus  cleaning  at  various 
garages,  watchmen's  services,  janitorial 
services,  and  bus  rehabilitation. 


MAYOR  GRANTS  FINAL  LICENSE 
TO  CABLEVISION 

East  Boston  residents  to  receive  ser- 
vice first. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  December 
22,  filed  with  the  Massachusetts 
Community  Antenna  Television  Com- 
mission the  fifteen-year  final  license 
issued  to  Cablevision  of  Boston.  The 
final  license  permits  the  company  to 
commence  full-scale  construction  and 
operation  of  the  city's  new  cable  televi- 
sion system. 

Residents  of  the  Maverick  Square 
section  of  East  Boston  are  expected  to 
be  offered  cable  service  first. 

In  filing  the  final  license  with  the 
state's  Cable  Commission,  Mayor  White 
congratulated  Cablevision  on  proposing 
and  developing  "what  is  the  most  tech- 
nologically advanced  and  community- 
minded  urban  cable  system  in  the 
country. 

"Granting  this  final  license  under- 
scores the  city's  confidence  in  Cable- 
vision  and  our  mutual  desire  to  make 
Boston  a  national  communications 
center  of  the  1980s  and  '90s,"  Mayor 
White  said.  "After  watching  Cablevision 
perform  over  the  past  sixteen  months, 
I  am  proud  to  say  they  have  equalled  or 
surpassed  our  rigorous  demands  in  the 
most  cooperative  and  professional 

manner.  (Continued  on  next  page) 
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The  Boston  cable  franchise  was 
awarded  on  August  12, 1 981 .  The  com- 
pany subsequently  met  requirements 
that  led  to  the  granting  of  a  provisional 
license  under  which  Cablevision  pre- 
pared for  its  construction  phase. 

With  a  waiver  from  the  state's  Cable 
Television  Commission,  Cablevision 
began  three  separate  construction  proj- 
ects last  month:  the  head-end,  which  is 
the  master  electronics  facility;  the  first 
link  of  the  cable  system  which  runs  from 
the  head-end  on  Summer  Street  to  East 
Boston;  and  the  "earth  station"  in  East 
Boston  which  will  receive  all  of  the  com- 
pany's satellite  transmissions  for  the 
Boston  system. 

The  company  originally  estimated 
that  the  bulk  of  its  construction  would 
be  completed  in  three  and  one-half 
years.  On  November  22,  however, 
Cablevision  announced  that  the  majority 
of  its  construction  would  be  finished 
within  two  years  under  an  accelerated 
construction  schedule  and  at  no  addi- 
tional cost  to  the  consumer. 

Cablevision's  fifty-two-channel,  $2-a- 
month  basic  service  will  provide  Boston 
residents  with  clear  local  and  distant 
broadcast  signals,  a  wide  variety  of 
satellite  services,  twenty-four-hour  news 
and  sports  programming,  special  in- 
terest channels,  and  a  highly  acclaimed 
children's  channel. 


MAYOR  SIGNS  FIFTEEN-DAY 
EXTENSION  OF  RENT  CONTROL 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  New  Year's 
Eve,  signed  into  law  a  fifteen-day  exten- 
sion of  the  current  rent  control  ordi- 
nance. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  Mayor  White  had 
called  the  Council  into  special  session 
to  submit  an  ordinance  which  would 
"protect  those  tenants  we  intend  to  pro- 
tect, while  not  discouraging  further  in- 
vestment in  housing."  The  extension 
allows  the  Council  time  to  actively 
deliberate  this  ordinance. 

"What  we  need  is  to  strike  a  reason- 
able compromise  between  protecting 
the  needy  and  encouraging  new  hous- 
ing construction  in  the  city's  neighbor- 
hoods," the  Mayor  said.  "I  believe  that 
the  ordinance  submitted  today  meets 
those  requirements." 

In  light  of  the  Council's  two-week  ex- 
tension of  the  current  rent  control  or- 
dinance (chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1975),  Mayor  White  vetoed  the  two 


rent  control  bills  submitted  to  him  by  the 
City  Council  earlier  this  month. 

The  Mayor  reviewed  both  bills  exten- 
sively and  concluded  that  the  first  bill 
was  technically  and  substantively 
flawed  and  the  second  bill  contained 
unacceptable  policy. 

"I  am  grateful  to  the  Councillors  who 
took  the  time  on  New  Year's  Eve  to 
meet  to  vote  to  extend  rent  control  pro- 
tections," Mayor  White  said.  "I  look  for- 
ward to  a  satisfactory  resolution  of  this 
matter  by  January  15." 


CHILDREN'S  MUSEUM  PURCHASE^ 
MUSEUM  WHARF 

The  Children's  Museum  announced 
recently  the  completion  of  their  pur- 
chase of  the  Museum  of  Transporta- 
tion's share  in  Museum  Wharf  on 
Boston's  Fort  Point  Channel. 

The  Transportation  Museum,  faced 
with  financial  difficulties,  closed  its 
doors  to  the  public  last  May.  On 
September  15,  an  agreement  was  an- 
nounced in  which  the  Children's 
Museum  would  pay  the  Transportation 
Museum  the  cash  they  had  invested  in 
the  building  and  assume  full  respon- 
sibility for  the  Industrial  Revenue  Bonds 
that  underwrite  part  of  the  renovation 
costs  on  the  historic  wool  warehouse. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Children's 
Museum  launched  a  special  campaign 
to  raise  $1.2  million  to  finance  the  ac- 
quisition costs.  To  this  date,  $600,000 
has  been  committed  to  that  goal.  Since 
1975,  the  museum  has  raised  $6.1 
million  in  capital  contributions  towards 
the  realization  of  the  move  to  Museum 
Wharf.  The  special  campaign  is  part  of 
the  remaining  $2.4-million  goal  to 
finance  the  acquisition  and  completion 
of  renovations,  landscaping,  and  ex- 
hibits, and  to  establish  program  endow- 
ment funds. 

With  the  acquisition,  the  Children's. 
Museum  will  complete  their  occupancy 
of  the  second  through  fourth  floors  of 
the  building.  Floors  five  and  six,  contain- 
ing 48,000  square  feet,  are  being  leased 
to  compatible  nonprofit  and  commercial 
tenants. 

The  first  floor  has  been  occupied  by 
the  Museum  Shop,  lobby,  restaurants, 
and  other  tenants  since  Museum  Wharf 
opened  in  1979.  Hunneman  and  Com- 
pany are  brokers  for  the  project.  Perma- 
nent project  financing  has  been  under- 
written by  the  Neworld  Bank  and  Mutual 
Bank  for  Savings.  Short-term  financing 
of  the  buy-out  has  been  provided  by  the 


Brookline  Trust  Company  and  Shawmut 
Bank,  N.  A. 

Children's  Museum  Director  Michael 
Spock  said,  "Securing  full  control  of 
Museum  Wharf  will  be  a  key  move  in  our 
long-range  plans.  For  the  immediate 
future,  lease  income  will  help  underwrite 
building  and  program  costs  and  in- 
crease the  Museum's  financial  stability. 
In  the  long  run,  it  will  give  us  room  to 
grow.  We  have  tremendous  support  in 
the  community  for  carrying  out  this  plan. 
Participating  banks  examined  the 
museum's  financial  strength  and  have 
come  forward  with  realistic  financing  for 
the  buy-out.  Many  individuals  and  foun- 
dations have  increased  their  already 
generous  contributions.  Corporations 
are  beginning  to  offer  significant  support 
to  the  museum.  The  next  few  months 
will  be  difficult,  but  with  everyone's  con- 
tinued help  we  will  come  out  of  this  crisis 
with  new  strength  and  momentum." 

MAYOR  WHITE  ANNOUNCES  $1.5 
MILLION  UDAG  FOR  SCHRAFFT 

Cites  economic  benefits  of  keeping 
1 20-year-old  candy  maker  in 
Boston. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  recently  an- 
nounced that  the  city  has  received  a 
$1 .5  million  Urban  Development  Action 
Grant  (UDAG)  from  HUD.  The  city  will 
lend  the  money  to  Schrafft  Candy  Com- 
pany, Charlestown,  to  help  finance  a 
$6-million  improvement  project  at  the 
company's  fifty-year-old  Charlestown 
plant.  The  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston  (EDIC) 
is  administering  the  grant. 

Mayor  White  said,  "This  grant 
assures  600  Schrafft  employees  that 
their  jobs  are  secure,  and  will  help  to 
create  200  more  jobs.  It's  especially 
good  news  for  the  city  since  more  than 
half  the  employees  live  in  Boston. 

"Schrafft  is  a  Charlestown  institution 
and  we  can  all  look  forward  to  its  con- 
tinued operation  in  our  city." 

The  grant  will  be  used  to  update  and 
modernize  antiquated  equipment  and 
facilities  at  the  company's  plant.  Most 
of  the  equipment  in  the  plant  is  1920's 
vintage  and  too  inefficient  to  allow  the 
company  to  compete  with  other  candy 
manufacturers.  Without  the  new  ma- 
chinery the  plant  was  in  danger  of 
closing. 

Two  years  ago,  several  workers  lost 
their  jobs  when  Schrafft's  former  parent 
company,  Gulf  &  Western,  closed  the 
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factory.  Within  months  American  Safety 
Razor  bought  the  Schrafft  company, 
rehired  most  of  the  former  employees, 
and  reopened  the  plant.  American 
Safety  Razor  made  the  decision  to 
modernize  the  Charlestown  facility  and 
hire  more  workers. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Schrafft  improve- 
ment project  includes  $4.5  million  in 
private  investment  from  American 
Safety  Razor.  It  will  take  twenty-four  to 
thirty-six  months  to  complete. 

Brian  F.  Dacey,  director  of  EDIC,  said, 
'Schrafft  has  always  been  a  vital  com- 
ponent of  Boston's  manufacturing  econ- 
omy. Schrafft  is  one  of  the  biggest  food 
processors  in  the  city,  and  the  food  in- 
dustry is  Boston's  third  largest  manufac- 
turing employer." 


SHERLOCK  HOLMES  AT 
PLANETARIUM 

The  Charles  Hayden  Planetarium  at 
Boston's  Museum  of  Science  began  its 
new  year  schedule  with  a  six-day  show- 
ing of  "The  Stars  of  Winter."  This  star- 
gazers'  program  identifies  and  dis- 
cusses the  stars  and  planets  visible  in 
this  season. 

Then  Sherlock  Holmes  comes  to  life 
to  solve  "The  Case  of  the  Missing 
Days,"  in  the  program  that  runs  from 
January  1 1  through  March  20. 

The  particular  days  Holmes  tracks 
down  are  the  eleven  that  disappeared 
when  England  adopted  the  Gregorian 
calendar  in  1752. 

Ranging  far  and  wide  on  a  light- 
hearted  investigation,  with  Watson  as 
straight  man,  Holmes  explains  how  our 
present  calendar  evolved.  His  search 
takes  him  from  ancient  Egypt  and  Rome 
to  medieval  Italy,  to  Holmes'  house  in 
nineteenth  century  London. 

Some  of  Holmes  revelations: 

•  The  ancient  Egyptians  threw  in  five 
days  to  commemorate  their  gods  in 
order  to  make  a  calendar  of  twelve, 
thirty-day  months,  the  equivalent  of 
365  days. 

•  Ignoring  the  winter,  the  early  Ro- 
mans counted  ten  months,  the 
agricultural  period  of  the  year,  from 
the  vernal  equinox  to  December. 

•  Leap  year  was  established  under 
Julius  Caesar  in  46  B.C. 

•  The  Council  of  Nicaea  in  A.D.  325 
tied  the  celebration  of  Easter  to  the 
vernal  equinox  March  21,  a  date 
that  gradually  changed  over  the 
following  centuries  because  the 


Julian  calendar  of  365'  4  days  was 
a  little  too  long. 

•  By  the  time  Pope  Gregory  XIII  re- 
formed the  calendar  in  1582,  Easter 
was  in  danger  of  becoming  a  sum- 
mer festival  without  connection  to 
spring's  rebirth.  Ten  days  were 
dropped  and  leap  year  recalcu- 
lated. These  steps  brought  the  civil 
calendar  in  line  with  the  tropical 
year,  the  length  of  time  from  one 
vernal  equinox  to  the  next,  a  mea- 
surement generally  in  use  through- 
out the  world. 

•  After  England  accepted  the  Gre- 
gorian calendar,  her  colonies 
switched,  too,  causing  George 
Washington  to  move  his  birthday 
from  February  11  to  February  22. 

Cartoon-like  sketches  of  Holmes 
sleuthing  amid  the  pyramids  and 
Roman  statuary,  as  well  as  realistic 
stars,  sun  and  moon  are  among  the 
visual  effects.  Holmes'  famous  logic 
prevails  to  the  program's  end  when  he 
provides  Watson  with  a  surprising  ex- 
ception to  our  calendar's  effectiveness. 

"The  Case  of  the  Missing  Days"  is 
given  Tuesdays  through  Fridays  at  11 
a.m.,  also  Fridays  at  7:30  p.m.;  Satur- 
days, at  11  a.m.  and  1  p.m.;  Sundays, 
12  noon  and  2  p.m.  Admission  is  50<t 
above  museum  admission.  Children 
under  five  are  not  allowed,  although 
they  are  welcome  free  in  the  rest  of  the 
museum. 


SENIOR  CITIZEN  FARE  CHANGES 

The  Massachusetts  Bay  Transporta- 
tion Authority  announced  that  it  im- 
plemented enacted  legislation  man- 
dating that  senior  citizens  pay  a  ten  cent 
reduced  fare  at  all  times  on  rapid  tran- 
sit and  local  buses  and  half  adult  fare 
on  commuter  rail,  express  and  zone  bus 
routes.  The  change  became  effective 
Monday,  December  20,  1982. 

Eliminated  was  the  current  senior 
citizen  fare  where  seniors  ride  free  from 
9:30  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  weekdays,  and  half- 
fare  at  all  times  on  all  services. 

Under  the  revised  fare  plan,  senior 
citizens  pay: 

All  Rapid  Transit  lines,  including  Red, 
Blue,  Orange  and  Green,  ten  cents; 
Zoned  (longer  distance)  Bus  Routes, 
half  the  adult  fare;  Express  Buses,  half 
the  adult  fare;  Local  Buses,  ten  cents; 
Commuter  Rail,  half  the  adult  fare. 

Special  needs  persons  will  pay  the 
same  fares  as  senior  citizens  except

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MAYOR  ANNOUNCES  $50  MILLION  DOWNTOWN  OFFICE  BUILDING 

Says  Project  is  another  example  of  Boston 's  Economic  Health. 


Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  that  construction  would  soon  begin  on  a 
wenty-three-story  office  building  in  the  heart  of  Boston's  financial  district,  at  the 
:orner  of  Franklin  and  Oliver  Streets. 

The  $50-million  project  to  be  known  as  260  Franklin  Street,  will  be  developed 
)y  the  Boston  real  estate  firm,  Cabot,  Cabot  and  Forbes.  The  building,  contain- 
ng  350,000  square  feet,  will  cover  a  site  that  is  currently  occupied  by  two  parking 
ots  and  an  older  office  building. 


Mayor  White  said,  "It  is  an  undeni- 
able fact  about  this  city's  economic 
lealth  that  development  of  this  kind  is 
joing  forward  even  during  a  national 
jconomic  recession.  But  more  than 
hat,  this  kind  of  project  also  expands 
xir  tax  base  of  commercial  property  and 
hat,  in  turn,  provides  tax  relief  for 
esidents  of  Boston's  neighborhoods. 

"In  fact,  this  one  building  will  yield  in 
eal  estate  taxes  the  equivalent  of  tax 
evenues  received  from  1,500,  single- 
amily  homes." 

White  added,  "Cabot.  Cabot  and 
:orbes  has  been  involved  in  a  number 
Df  commercial  projects  in  Boston  and 


we  are  delighted  that  they  continue  to 
contribute  to  the  growth  and  expansion 
of  Boston." 

Ferdinand  Colleredo-Mansfeld,  presi- 
dent of  CC&F,  said  "The  development 
of  260  Franklin  Street  maintains  our 
firm's  tradition  of  quality  development 
and  also  our  enthusiastic  participation 
in  the  rejuvenation  of  downtown  Boston. 
We  are  particularly  pleased  to  be 
developing  a  project  of  this  type  in  a  city 
which  has  been  CC&F's  home  for  so 
many  years." 

The  building  design  consists  of  two 
forms  with  curved  corners  one  oriented 
to  the  south  and  the  other  to  the  north.

Ryan  said  that  setbacks  at  the  street- 
and  second-floor  levels  will  create  a 
pedestrian  arcade  opening  into  the 
building  lobby.

It  is  anticipated  that  construction  will 
begin  in  late  spring  of  1983  with  com- 
pletion for  late  1984. 


MBTA  SELLS  TRANSIT  VEHICLES 
FOR  S1 ,278,934 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
D'Leary  announced  that  the  MBTA 
-eceived  $1,278,934  from  a  sale  and 
ease-back  of  218  transit  vehicles  to 
C.F.E.  Air  Cargo,  Inc.,  a  division  of 
Dynalectron  Corporation  of  McLean, 
Virginia.  The  sale  will  provide  the  T  with 
mmediate  funds  to  offset  operation  ex- 
penses. As  the  purchaser,  C.F.E.  will 
receive  certain  tax  benefits  including 
depreciation  allowances. 

"This  sale  is  further  evidence  that  the 
MBTA  is  continuing  to  pursue  alterna- 
tive means  of  increasing  income  while 
simultaneously  reducing  the  taxpayer's 
portion  of  transit  expenses,"  said 
O'Leary. 


Vehicles  sold  to  C.F.E.  include  167 
Flyer  buses,  20  Orange  Line  cars,  and 
31  rebuilt  commuter  rail  coaches. 
O'Leary  noted  that  the  vehicles  will  con- 
tinue to  be  maintained  and  operated  by 
the  MBTA.  Dynalectron  will  receive  tax 
title  to  the  vehicles  allowing  the  com- 
pany to  depreciate  $7,979,000,  the 
MBTA's  share  of  the  purchase  price  of 
the  buses  and  railcars. 

In  December  of  1981,  the  MBTA 
entered  into  a  similar  agreement  with 
C.F.E. 's  parent  corporation,  Dyna- 
lectron, for  the  sale  of  1 00  Orange  Line 
rapid  transit  cars.  "We  promised  at  that 
time  that  we  would  continue  to  seek  ad- 
ditional sales  of  equipment  to  private 
corporations  and  investors,"  said 
O'Leary.  "The  program  has  been  ex- 
tremely successful  and  cost-effective." 

Some  other  transit  authorities  have 


made  similar  "safe  harbor"  leasing  ar- 
rangements with  their  vehicles.  Safe 
harbor  leasing  is  a  financing  procedure 
used  extensively  in  the  private  sector  to 
facilitate  the  acquision  of  equipment 
and  structures.  The  Economic  Recovery 
Tax  Act  of  1981  provided  for  transit 
authorities  to  sell  tax  titles  to  private  cor- 
porations wishing  to  to  shelter  income 
from  taxation.  The  Dynalectron 
Corporation  provides  engineering, 
maintenance,  and  contracting  services 
worldwide  to  commercial  and  govern- 
mental organizations. 

The  sale  of  the  vehicles  was  arranged 
by  MBTA  Treasurer-Controller  Mark  P. 
Kiley  in  conjunction  with  the  New  York 
brokerage  firm,  TXL  Corporation,  who 
acted  as  financial  advisor  to  the  MBTA. 
The  firm  of  Palmer  and  Dodge  provided 
legal  counsel  for  the  transaction.

VIDEO  GAME  BAN  UPHELD 

The  City  of  Boston's  new  zoning 
policy  prohibiting  video  games  in  certain 
neighborhood  business  enterprises  was 
upheld  in  Suffolk  Superior  Court. 
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^residing  Justice  Robert  L.  Steadman 
efused  the  request  of  the  video  game 
ndustry  to  enjoin  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White 
ind  Licensing  Commissioner  Joanne 
3revost  Anzalone  from  enforcing  the 
Jan. 

The  court  also  affirmed  a  temporary 
njuction  restraining  the  state-appointed 
Jcensing  Board  from  adversely  affec- 
ing  video  game  licenses  issued  to  bars 
ind  restaurants  until  further  notice.  That 
lotice  will  be  issued  as  a  court  order 
ifter  a  full  trial  on  the  matter  in  late 
:ebruary,  1983. 

"With  this  new  zoning  policy  in  effect, 
he  city  is  fulfilling  its  responsibility  to 
lelp  parents  protect  their  children 
igainst  these  arguably  addictive  video 
james  outside  the  home,"  Commis- 
sioner Anzalone  said.  "Our  ban  is  in  fact 
i  response  to  the  demand  of  parents 
ind  local  community  residents  for  a  stop 
o  the  video  game  invasion  of  residen- 
ial  areas  and  local  neighborhood 
jusiness  zones." 

The  zoning  policy  was  instituted  by 
vlayor  White,  Commissioner  Anzalone 
and  Inspectional  Services  Commis- 
sioner Anthony  I.  Pepicelli  last  summer, 
DUt  its  implementation  was  delayed  in- 
entionally  until  January  1,  1983,  in 
Drder  to  avoid  procedural  problems  with 
/ideo  game  licenses  issued  for  the 
:alendar  year  1982. 

"Today's  action  by  the  court  is  a 
significant  step  forward  for 
•nunicipalities  throughout  the  country, 
since  courts  have  frequently  found  cities 
and  towns  guilty  of  unlawful  discrimina- 
:ion  against  video  game  operators," 
said  James  McDavitt,  attorney  for  the 
:ity  defendants  in  the  case.  "The  ban, 
nowever,  is  not  absolute.  If  a  corner 
store  wants  to  keep  its  games,  the 
Dwner  may  apply  to  Boston's  Board  of 
Appeal  for  a  variance  from  the  terms  of 
this  policy." 


T  DOUBLES  SERVICE 
ON  SELECTED  ROUTES 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  on  January  1 , 1983, 
that  the  transit  authority  doubled  the 
amount  of  service  provided  on  dozens 
of  bus  routes  in  the  Greater  Boston  area 
all  day  on  Sundays  and  weekday 
evenings. 

"There  exists  an  unmet  demand  for 
additional  Sunday  and  evening  bus  ser- 
vice on  various  bus  routes  in  many  com- 


munities," said  O'Leary.  "The  im- 
provements in  service  on  the  MBTA  will 
both  encourage  ridership  and  provide 
added  convenience  to  commuters 
traveling  to  church  and  to  work  on  off- 
peak  hours." 

In  a  letter  sent  to  Mayors,  selectmen, 
and  advisory  board  members,  O'Leary 
said:  "The  MBTA  has  made  a  concerted 
effort  over  the  last  year  to  ensure  that 
the  optimum  level  of  public  transporta- 
tion be  provided  to  its  member  com- 
munities and  users.  As  a  savings  ac- 
crue, due  to  the  implementation  of 
management  initiatives,  the  Authority 
has  been  able  to  improve  service  levels. 
While  developing  the  MBTA's  1983  ser- 
vice plan,  I  have  instructed  staff  to  in- 
stitute improvements  in  Sunday  and 
weekday  evening  services.  It  is  impor- 
tant to  make  these  changes  so  that 
passenger  waiting  time  will  be  reduced 
for  the  winter. 

O'Leary  noted  that  the  Authority's 
Service  Planning  Unit  evaluated  re- 
quests from  various  citizens,  community 
groups,  and  elected  officials,  as  well  as 
ridership,  in  selecting  bus  routes  for  ser- 
vice improvements.  The  changes  are  as 
follows:

Car- 
roll, who  has  served  the  city  for  nine 
years,  is  leaving  to  pursue  private  prac- 
tice. His  resignation  is  effective 
February  1. 

Mayor  White  said,  "  I  valued  Hal  for 
his  competency,  integrity  and  his  friend- 
ship, and  I  regret  his  leaving.

A  Boston  public  employee  recently 
received  a  major  reward  from  the  Arson 
Watch  Reward  Program  for  providing 
authorities  with  information  that  led  to 
the  arrest  of  a  Dorchester  man  alleged- 
ly involved  in  numerous  Boston  incen- 
diary fires  between  1972-1981. 

John  J.  Gibbons,  an  employee  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  accepted 
the  $1 ,000  reward  from  John  K.  Golem- 
beski,  president  of  Massachusetts  FAIR 
Plan  —  sponsor  of  the  statewide  Arson 
Watch  Reward  Program  —  in  a  cere- 
mony at  Fire  Headquarters,  1 18  South- 
ampton Street,  Boston.  Fire  Commis- 
sioner George  Paul  also  was  present  at 
t'.e  10  a.m.  ceremony. 

Gibbons  was  cited  by  Golembeski  for 
giving  officials  information  that  led  to  the 
"first  break"  in  the  series  of  arson  fires 
that  had  plagued  Dorchester's  Meeting- 
house Hill  and  Rainbow  Park  areas,  as 
well  as  several  facilities  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity. 

Gibbons  cooperated  fully  in  providing 
specific  details  and  an  eyewitness  iden- 
tification to  Police  Detective  Garrett  J. 
Flanagan  and  Fire  Inspector  George 


Cameron  of  the  Boston  Arson  Squad. 
The  evidence  led  eventually  to  the 
arrest  of  a  suspect,  on  December  5, 

1981,  they  said. 

He  was  found  guilty  on  October  7, 

1982,  in  a  jury-waived  trial  in  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  by  Judge  Andrew 
Linscott  on  arson  charges  stemming 
from  a  Dorchester  sign  shop  fire  in  April, 
1981 .  He  was  sentenced  to  an  eight-  to 
ten-year  term  in  Walpole  State  Prison.

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MAYOR  SIGNS  RENT  C0NTR0L-C0ND0  CONVERSION  ORDINANCE 

New  Law  Expands  Tenants  Protections,  Ensures  Investor  Confidence. 


Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  January  10,  signed  a  new  rent  control-condominium 
onversion  ordinance  that  expands  tenant  protection  against  unreasonable  rent 
icreases  and  unjust  evictions,  while  at  the  same  time  encouraging  investors  to 
uild  more  housing. 


The  ordinance,  which  became  effec- 
/e  January  16,  was  proposed  by  the 
layor  and  passed  with  amendments  by 
te  City  Council  on  January  5.  The  new 
iw  meets  the  goal  set  forth  by  the 
layor  in  his  State  of  the  City  Address. 

"This  ordinance  is  the  product  of  hard 
ork  and  unselfish  compromise," 
layor  White  said.  "It  will  benefit  the  city 

two  major  areas:  by  protecting  a  great 
lany  more  tenants  than  under  the  cur- 

nt  law;  and  by  ensuring  the  continued 
onfidence  of  investors  and  encourag- 
ig  them  to  build  more  rental  housing 

Boston's  neighborhoods. 

"I  want  to  commend  tenants,  land- 
>rds,  the  City  Council,  and  members  of 
ly  staff  for  their  significant  work  in 
reating  this  progressive  legislation," 
le  Mayor  said. 

Basic  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
elude: 

•  The  extension  of  rent  and  eviction 
otections    to    29.000  Boston 
xiseholds  that  were  not  covered  under 
ie  old  law.  The  additional  tenants  pro- 
dded will  be  the  elderly,  the  handi- 


capped and  low-  to  moderate-income 
tenants  who  live  in  decontrolled 
apartments. 

•  The  expansion  of  condominium/ 
cooperative  conversion  protections  pro- 
vide that  tenants  receive  at  least  one 
year  of  notice,  the  right  of  first  refusal, 
and  $750  in  moving  expenses.  Elderly, 
handicapped,  and  low-  to  moderate- 
income  tenants  receive  two  to  four 
years'  notice,  the  right  of  first  refusal, 
assistance  in  finding  a  comparable 
apartment,  and  $1,000  in  moving  ex- 
penses. Rent  increases  are  limited  dur- 
ing the  notice  period  in  all  units  covered 
by  the  ordinance. 

Under  the  new  ordinance,  existing 
rent  and  eviction  controls  will  continue 
for  all  tenants  in  32,000  apartments 
which  were  covered  under  the  old  law. 
In  addition,  another  29,000  households 
will  now  have  the  right  to  petition  the 
Rent  Equity  Board  for  a  rollback  of  an 
excessive  rent  increase.  Furthermore, 
these  tenants  can  not  be  evicted  without 
"just  cause." 

The  new  ordinance  also  stipulates 
that  those  who  convert  apartments  to 


condominiums  or  cooperatives  must 
help  elderly,  handicapped,  and  low-  to 
moderate-income  tenants  to  locate  com- 
parable apartments  at  reasonable  rents 
in  Boston.  If  a  tenant  has  lived  in  the 
current  apartment  for  more  than  three 
years,  the  converter  must  attempt  to 
locate  another  in  the  same  neigh- 
borhood. 

If  an  elderly  or  handicapped  tenant 
has  not  been  satisfactorily  relocated 
after  two  years,  the  landlord  must  allow 
the  tenant  to  remain  in  his/her  apart- 
ment for  an  additional  two  years.  The 
Board  may  also  extend  an  extra  period 
of  notice  to  low-  or  moderate-income 
tenants  who  are  not  elderly  or 
handicapped. 

After  January  1 5,  rents  will  be  limited 
in  some  form  for  two-thirds  of  Boston's 
tenant  households.  Of  these,  42,000  live 
in  government-subsidized  apartments, 
32,000  fall  under  the  traditional  rent  con- 
trol system,  and  29,000  will  be  covered 
by  the  new  grievance  process. 

The  new  law  supersedes  the  current 
ordinance,  which  is  effective  through 
January  15,  as  a  result  of  a  fifteen-day 
extension  enacted  by  the  City  Council 
and  signed  by  Mayor  White  on  New 
Year's  Eve.

THE  BAY  STATE  GAMES 

The  Bay  State  Games  are  patterned 
after  the  Olympics  and  the  highly  suc- 
cessful Empire  State  Games  of  New 
York.  Massachusetts  became  the  fourth 
state  in  the  union  to  develop  an  amateur 
sports  festival.  Twenty  other  states  are 
now  following  suit.  From  the  outset  the 
games  have  been  a  cooperative  effort 
between  the  private  business  sector,  the 
amateur  sports  community,  the  state 
government  and  the  general  public. 
Each  group  contributes  importantly. 

There  are  two  divisions  for  compe- 
tition and  each  division  is  divided  for 
men  and  women,  boys  and  girls.  The 
scholastic  division  includes  all  youths 
who  have  not  entered  their  senior  year 
of  high  school  by  March  of  the  year  of 
their  competition.  All  persons  eligible  for 
the  scholastic  division  must  compete  in 
that  division  unless  the  only  competition 
in  their  sport  is  in  the  open  division.  The 
open  division  includes  all  age  levels 
above  those  in  the  scholastic  division. 
The  committee  hopes  that  a  master's 
competition  will  be  added  in  the  near 
future. 

Douglas  B.  Arnot,  Director  of  the  Bay 
State  Games,  says  entry  forms  are 
available  at  area  colleges,  schools, 
YMCAs  and  other  amateur  sports  clubs 
in  early  April  or  at  Bay  State  Games,  100 
Cambridge  Street,  Boston,  MA  02202. 

Doug  Arnot  expects  more  than  20,000 
will  participate  in  the  1 983  games  at  the 
regional  competitions  and  more  than 
3,000  will  be  in  the  finals.  The  events 
for  the  summer  of  '83  will  be  selected 
from  the  following:  basketball,  cycling, 
diving,  field  hockey,  gymnastics,  soccer, 
swimming,  synchronized  swimming, 
track  and  field,  volley  ball,  weightlifting 
and  wrestling.  The  committee  in  charge 
of  the  games  expects  that  the  festivals 
will  be  conducted  annually  and  by  1984 
winter  games  may  also  be  held. 

The  Governor's  Committee  on  Physi- 
cal Fitness  and  Sports  was  created  by 
executive  order  in  1973.  The  members 
of  the  present  committee  were  ap- 
pointed during  the  gubernatorial  admin- 
istrations of  Francis  W.  Sargent,  Michael 
Dukakis,  and  Edward  J.  King.

CELL  EXHIBIT  AT  MUSEUM 

If  you  have  seen  one  living  cell,  you 
ave  not  seen  them  all. 

That's  a  message  Boston's  Museum 
f  Science  puts  across  in  its  new  exhibit, 
Cells,  Building  Blocks  of  Life." 

The  exhibit  was  dedicated  January 
2,  in  honor  of  Harvard  Medical 
School's  200th  anniversary.  Deputy 
1ayor  Katharine  D.  Kane  represented 
ie  City  of  Boston  and  Dean  Daniel  C. 
osteson,  M.D.,  Harvard  Medical 
ichool,  at  the  ceremonies. 

The  museum's  presentation  of  cells, 
/hich  are  common  to  all  living  things, 
mphasizes  the  diversity  of  appearance 
nd  purpose  among  them.  It  observes 
lat  the  architectural  dictum  on  form  fol- 
pwing  function  is  frequently  true  in  this 
liniscule  world. 

Based  on  state-of-the-art  technology, 
ne  exhibit  invites  visitors  to  look  at 
nagnified  photos  and  video  pictures 
aken  through  microscopes,  peer  at  real 
ells  through  a  microscope,  and  operate 
'in  interactive  television  with  original 
liscs  produced  by  the  museum.  The  lat- 
er is  the  first  such  video  in  the  museum 
:nd  one  of  the  first  in  any  museum.  Four 
•assive  video  programs  are  also  shown. 

The  microscope  available  for  visitors 
B  a  professional  instrument  with  high- 
irade  optics,  the  type  used  in  research 


laboratories.  Affixed  to  it  is  a  closed  cir- 
cuit television  enabling  several  visitors 
to  share  the  view. 

Case  studies  of  five  particular  kinds 
of  cells  illustrate  the  behavior  common 
to  all.  From  an  amoeba  chosen  as  a 
focus  on  motion,  to  an  onion  root  tip  cell 
portraying  cell  division,  this  section  uses 
a  variety  of  techniques  to  make  the 
basic  units  of  life  understandable. 

Other  components  of  the  exhibit  in- 
clude crawl-through  space  that  gives 
children  an  idea  of  osmosis,  soft 
sculptures  of  magnified  cells,  a  model 
of  a  sliced  egg  that  can  be  manipulated 
so  as  to  make  clear  the  three- 
dimensional  nature  of  cells,  and  in- 
dividual magnifiers  for  visitors. 

A  permanent  installation,  the  cells  ex- 
hibit was  made  possible  through  gifts 
from  William  and  Jessie  B.  Cox  Fund, 
Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities,  SmithKline  Beckman  Cor- 
poration, the  Alice  Willard  Dorr  Founda- 
tion, Monsanto  Corporation,  and  Har- 
vard Medical  School.  It  is  located  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  East  Wing. 

The  exhibit  is  part  of  "Beginnings," 
an  array  of  exhibits,  programs,  and 
events  ranging  from  cells  and  dinosaurs 
to  evolution  and  invention.  Beginnings 
runs  from  January  1 1  through  March  20. 
Those  purchasing  admission  during  the 
period  receive  a  coupon  good  for  a  half- 
price  return  visit  before  the  end  of 
March.

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MAYOR  OPENS  CITY  HOSPITAL  TO  SOME  OF  CITY'S  HOMELESS 

Cites  imminent  need  to  provide  temporary  winter  shelter. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  on  January  19,  that  he  had  opened  the 
jymnasium  at  Boston  City  Hospital  as  a  temporary  shelter  to  accommodate  some 
)f  Boston's  homeless  individuals. 

"Because  of  the  extremely  cold  weather  and  the  pending  nature  of  legisla- 
ion  to  address  the  homeless  issue,  we  have  made  the  gymnasium  at  the  hospital 
ivailable,"  the  Mayor  said. 

The  city  has  made  sixty  cots  available,  as  well  as  food,  in  the  gym  located 
n  the  South  Block  Auditorium  of  Boston  City  Hospital.  Facilities  are  available  for 
)Oth  men  and  women. 

In  accordance  with  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  the  Mayor  asked  Lewis  W. 
5ollack,  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  to  locate  an  appropriate  facility 
or  temporary  shelter.  While  the  gymnasium  is  available,  Pollack  expected  it  would 
)e  at  least  a  day  or  two  before  the  temporary  facility  was  fully  operable. 

Mayor  White  stressed  that  this  is  a  short-term  and  partial  solution  to  the  issues 
)f  addressing  the  homeless.  He  urged  the  City  Council  to  "act  expeditiously"  in 
approving  the  ordinance  to  establish  the  Emergency  Shelter  Commission  that  he 
presented  to  the  Council  on  January  17. 

Gene  Guselli,  executive  assistant  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals, 
ind  Larry  Quealey,  special  assistant  to  the  Mayor,  are  coordinating  preparations 
or  the  facility. 

Individuals  seeking  shelter  should  go  to  the  Ambulatory  Care  Center  at  the 
lospital,  located  at  818  Harrison  Avenue  or  call  424-5250. 


MAYOR  FILES  ORDINANCE  TO 
CREATE  EMERGENCY  SHELTER 
COMMISSION 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  filed  with  the 
Council  an  ordinance  that  would 
:reate  an  Emergency  Shelter  Commis- 
sion to  address  the  needs  of  the  grow- 
ng  number  of  homeless  persons. 

In  submitting  his  ordinance,  the 
vlayor  returned  a  City  Council  bill  to 
iStabtish  an  Office  of  Emergency 
Shelter.  He  cited  "certain  technical 
problems"  that  would  make  the  Coun- 
t's proposed  ordinance  "unworkable" 
is  his  reasons  for  disapproving  the 
egislation. 

"I  thoroughly  agree  with  your  pro- 
posal to  establish  an  agency  to  focus  on 
he  concerns  of  the  homeless,"  Mayor 
White  wrote  in  a  letter  to  the  City  COun- 
:il.  "I  believe  the  issue  of  sheltering  the 
lomeless  is  one  of  great  concern,  one 
jpon  which  we,  in  local  government, 
should  focus  our  efforts. 


"I  believe  that  there  should  be  a 
separate  department  to  coordinate  the 
activities  of  city  departments  and  private 
agencies  regarding  the  sheltering  of  the 
homeless,  as  does  the  Commission  of 
the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  which  functions 
so  well  with  regard  to  the  problems  of 
the  elderly,"  the  Mayor  said. 

Under  the  Mayor's  ordinance,  the 
Emergency  Shelter  Commission  would 
be  made  up  of  the  director  of  Public 
Facilities  or  his  designee,  the  com- 
missioner of  Health  and  Hospitals  or  his 
designee,  and  three  commissioners,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor.  At  least  two  of  the 
commissioners  must  be  affiliated  with 
groups  that  shelter  and  provide  services 
to  homeless  persons  and  families  as 
their  primary  activity. 

The  commission  would  have  the 
following  functions: 

•  Compile  and  publish  statistics  on 
the  number  of  homeless  in  Boston.  This 
would  be  done  in  conjunction  with  ap- 
propriate agencies  and  organizations. 


•  Work  with  and  coordinate  the  efforts 
of  public  and  private  agencies  that 
shelter  the  homeless. 

•  Work  with  city  departments  and 
agencies  to  put  vacant  and  tax-fore- 
closed public  buildings  to  use  as  tem- 
porary shelters  for  the  homeless. 

•  Submit  quarterly  reports  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council  in  regard  to 
sheltering  and  servicing  the  homeless. 

•  Develop  increased  shelter  re- 
sources for  the  homeless  during  winter 
weather  and  other  emergency  situa- 
tions. 

The  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of 
the  commission  would  be  designated  by 
the  Mayor.  The  commission  would  be 
empowered  to  hire  a  director  and  staff 
as  it  deems  necessary. 

Though  vetoing  the  City  Council's 
proposed  ordinance,  the  Mayor  praised 
their  initiative  and  noted  that  both  the 
Council  and  he  had  the  same  purpose 
in  mind  —  to  address  the  immediate 
and  long-range  problems  of  the  home- 
less in  Boston.  Mayor  White  pointed  out 
that  the  number  of  homeless  individuals 
and  families  has  grown  dramatically  in 
communities  across  the  United  States 
in  the  past  couple  of  years  for  a  number 
of  reasons,  including  the  sharp  down- 
turn in  the  national  economy. 

In  his  letter  to  the  Council,  the  Mayor 
said,  "I  have  requested  several  depart- 
ments to  ready  themselves  for  assisting 
this  new  commission."  He  said  that  the 
Real  Property  Department  and  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  both  can 
assist  with  the  provision  of  physical 
facilities  to  shelter  the  homeless.  The 
Neighborhood  Development  and  Em- 
ployment Agency  and  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  are  resources 
for  helping  out  in  the  areas  of  employ- 
ment, social  services,  and  medical 
needs. 


MAYOR  ANNOUNCES  ANOTHER 
NEIGHBORHOOD  PARKING 
PERMIT  PROGRAM 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced, 
following  weeks  of  preparation  by  the 
city's  Traffic  and  Parking  Department, 
that  a  new  resident  parking  program  will 
begin,  later  this  month  in  the  Clear- 
way/St. Germain  Street  area,  near  the 
Christian  Science  Center. 

The  new  sticker  program,  which  is  be- 
ing implemented  by  Traffic  and  Parking 
at  the  request  of  local  residents,  was 
hailed  by  Mayor  White  as  an  example 
of  "creative  public  policy  in  partnership 
with  community  concern"  which  had  led 
to  "an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  life 
for  area  residents. 

"This  neighborhood  has  undergone 
a  number  of  positive  changes  recently 
and  I'm  extremely  pleased  to  add  the 
new  sticker  parking  program  to  the 
growing  list  of  improvements  made 
here,"  the  Mayor  said. 

On  January  31,  the  city  will  install 
signs  on  neighborhood  streets  which 
will  read  "Resident  Permit  Parking 
Only."  Those  streets  will  include  Clear- 
way Street,  St.  Germain  Street,  Dalton 
Street  (between  Belvidere  and  Clearway 
Streets),  and  the  even  side  of  St.  Cecilia 
Street,  between  Scotia  and  Belvidere 
Streets.  The  odd  side  of  Belvidere,  bet- 
ween Dalton  Street  and  St.  Cecilia 
Street,  will  be  designated  exclusively  for 
resident  permit  parking  between  6  p.m. 
and  8  a.m. 

The  remainder  of  streets  in  the  neigh- 
borhood will  either  be  posted  "No  Park- 
ing" or  be  metered  for  two-hour  park- 
ing. 8  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  Monday  through 
Friday.  According  to  Traffic  and  Park- 
ing Commissioner  John  A.  Vitagliano, 
the  meters  are  designed  to  provide 
short-term  vistor  parking  during  the 
week  and  more  lengthy  visitor  parking 
at  night  and  on  weekends  and  holidays. 

"This  neighborhood  has  served  as  a 
parking  lot  for  nearby  businesses  and 
institutions  for  years.  I  look  forward  to 
this  program  restoring  the  residential 
character  of  this  vital  neighborhood," 
said  Vitagliano. 

The  commissioner  pointed  out  that 
the  sticker  program  will  give  residents 
"perferential  access"  to  the  limited 
number  of  curbside  parking  spaces  in 
the  neighborhood.  It  does  not,  however, 
guarantee  anyone  a  parking  space  nor 
does  it  exempt  stickered  vehicles  from 
other  parking  regulations. 


To  obtain  a  resident  parking  permit, 
applicants  must  present  proof  of 
residency  and  a  valid  Massachusetts 
registration  stating  that  the  vehicle  is 
registered  to  an  address  from:  Scotia 
Street,  Belvidere  Street,  St.  Cecilia 
Street,  St.  Germain  Street,  Clearway 
Street,  or  Massachusetts  Avenue  bet- 
ween the  numbers  130  through  216, 
even  side  only. 

Permits  will  be  distributed  at  8  Clear- 
way Street  starting  on  Monday, 
February  7,  and  ending  Friday, 
February  11.  The  office  will  be  open 
from  10  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  on  those  days. 
Enforcenment  of  the  new  regulations 
will  begin  Monday,  February  7,  at  which 
time  traffic  enforcement  officers  will  in- 
itiate "courtesy"  tagging  of  vehicles  il- 
legally parked.  These  tickets  will  be 
given  out  until  Friday,  February  11,  as 
both  a  warning  to  illegal  parkers  and  as 
a  reminder  to  residents  to  obtain  their 
permits. 

MAYOR  WHITE  ANNOUNCES 
$45  MILLION  BOND  ISSUE 

Says  Tregor  financial  problems  now 
resolved. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  on 
January  19,  that  the  city  will  issue  up  to 
$45  million  of  general  obligation  bonds 
to  refund  tax  payments  in  compliance 
with  Tregor. 

According  to  Mayor  White,  the  bond 
transaction  "puts  the  financial  problems 
of  Tregor  behind  us  and  underscores 
the  financial  community's  continued 
confidence  in  the  city's  fiscal  strength." 
The  bond  issue  follows  the  city's 
successful  borrowing  of  $65  million  in 
short-term  notes  in  October,  1982. 

"We  have  said  all  along  that  Tregor 
and  school  overspending  were  one-time 
problems,  and  this  bond  issue,  com- 
bined with  the  capable  management  by 
the  School  Superintendent  and  the 
School  Committee,  means  that  we  have 
treated  and  recovered  from  our  two 
major  financial  illnesses.  With  this  ac- 
tion, Boston  has  also  proven  that  it  has 
access  to  long-term  bond  market  at 
competitive  interest  rates." 

He  added,  "I  am  proud  to  say  we 
have  overcome  the  greatest  financial 
problem  to  confront  this  city  in  many 
years." 

Last  week,  Moody's  Investor  Services 
increased  the  city's  general  obligation 
bond  rating  to  Ba1.  Today's  bond  an- 
nouncement carries  an  interest  cost  in 


the  range  of  6.25  percent  to  9.50  perl 
cent,  depending  on  maturity  date.  The 
average  interest  cost  will  be  9.3(j 
percent. 

According  to  Collector-Treasure 
Lowell  L.  Richards,  "This  successful 
bond  issue,  at  very  competitive  interesl 
rates,  is,  in  part,  a  reflection  of  the  goocl 
work  done  by  so  many  departmen 
heads  in  stabilizing  our  financia 
posture.  The  announcement  comes  a 
a  particularly  appropriate  time,  given  th<! 
city's  new  bond  rating." 

Referring  to  the  solving  of  the  Tregc] 
and  school  deficit  problems,  Richard 
added,  "Both  of  these  solution! 
stemmed  from  the  Tregor  Bill,  whic; 
was  passed  last  summer  through  the  e  l 
forts  of  Mayor  White,  the  City  Counci 
the  Boston  delegation  and  thJ 
Legislative  leadership,  as  well  as  tfl 
Boston  business  community." 

Making  the  announcement  witif 
Richards  were  Daniel  Harman,  manac 
ing  director  of  Merrill  Lynch  White  Wei! 
Capital  Markets  Group,  which  led  tfl 
underwriting  activity;  Francis  X 
Meaney,  partner,  Mintz,  Levin  c 
Boston,  underwriter's  counsel;  an 
Robert  Hale,  partner,  Palmer  &  Dodge: 
bond  counsel  to  the  city. 

The  bonds  are  secured  under  a  trusj1 
agreement  that  pledges,  as  a  form  c 
collateral,  city  receipts  from  excise  taxe  i 
on  new  hotel  rooms,  condominium  cor  i 
versions,  and  certain  deed  transfers 
Additional  collateral  includes  cit| 
receipts  from  excise  taxes  imposed  b] 
chapter  121 A  of  the  General  Laws  of  th 
Commonwealth  regarding  certai' 
redevelopment  projects  in  the  city. 

The  other  managers  in  the  undei 
writing  group  are  Bank  of  Boston 
Morgan  Guaranty  Trust  Company  c 
New  York,  and  Salomon  Brothers,  Inc 
The  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston  is  th 
trustee. 


ARBITRATOR'S  DECISION  ON 
T  CONTRACT 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F 
O'Leary  announced  that  an  arbitrator' 
decision  on  a  new  contract  for  3,00 
members  of  the  Boston  Carmen's  Unio, 
is  a  confirmation  of  the  progress  that  th 
Authority  has  made  under  managemer 
rights  and  strengthens  management] 
ability  to  provide  for  greater  efficiencie 
in  the  years  ahead. 

In  his  decision,  Arbitrator  James  . 
Healy  said  in  part,  "Significant  changej 
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have  occurred  at  the  MBTA  within  the 
last  two  years  which  have  had  a  salutory 
effect  on  efficiency.  In  the  short  run,  one 
fact  is  inescapable:  significant  cost  sav- 
ings have  been  effected.  The  ac- 
complishment as  perceived  by  manage- 
ment and  the  Advisory  Board  have  been 
in  a  short  period  of  time  quite 
remarkable." 

Among  the  management  achieve- 
ments the  arbitrator  referred  to  in  the 
decision  are: 

•  The  elimination  of  773  positions  for 
a  saving  of  $21  million. 

•  A  44  percent  reduction  in  overtime 
spending  for  a  savings  of  $2.9  million. 

•  The  assignment  of  overtime  on  a 
nerit  rather  than  a  seniority  basis. 

•  The  contracting  out  of  cleaning, 
anitorial,  security  and  bus  rebuilding 
services  for  a  saving  of  $1.8  million. 

•  The  hiring  of  290  part-time  bus 
operators  for  a  current  savings  of  $4.4 
million. 

Among  the  inefficient  past  practices 
aliminated  in  the  arbitration  decision  are 
practices  setting  the  numbers  of 
amployees  that  must  be  used  for  par- 
icular  job  assignments  and  practices 
prohibiting  the  MBTA  from  assigning 
employees  to  work  in  the  most  produc- 
ive  manner. 

O'Leary  said  that  today's  decision 
A/as  historic  because  for  the  first  time 
n  the  history  of  an  MBTA  arbitration  the 
arbitration  was  governed  by  the  recently 
aassed  Reform  Arbitration  Law.  The  law 
mandates  that  the  arbitrator  must  con- 
sider both  the  ability  of  the  Authority  and 
ts  member  communities  to  meet  the  ad- 
ditional costs  and  the  wage  rates  of 
romparable  public  employees  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

O'Leary  said  that,  because  the  con- 
ract  covered  a  period  of  four  and  one- 
lalf  years,  it  "should  bring  greater 
stability  to  the  relationship  between 
nanagement  and  the  union  and  allows 
is  to  concentrate  our  effort  on  improv- 
ng  services."

HUMAN  EVOLUTION  OUTLINED 
AT  SCIENCE  MUSEUM 

Looking  at  humanity's  earliest 
ancestors  puts  time  on  hold. 

A  new  exhibit  about  human  evolution 
at  Boston's  Museum  of  Science  not  only 
deals  with  unimaginable  epochs  of  the 
past  but  gives  the  creatures  living  then 
a  real  presence. 

Among  the  skulls,  tools,  footprints 
and  cave  paintings  highlighted  in  the  ex- 
hibit is  a  fossil  4  million  years  old, 
another  3.5  million,  and  still  another 
35,000  years  old. 

The  exhibit's  four,  double-sided 
display  cases  give  a  condensed  story  of 
evolution.  In  addition,  there  are  casts  of 
footprints  3.5  million  years  old  found  by 
the  anthropologist  Mary  Leakey. 

The  presentation  describes  early 
species  known  only  by  their  scarce  re- 
mains. Fully  erect  in  walking,  they  are: 
the  3.5-foot-high  Lucy  (Australopithecus 
afarensis),  shown  by  a  photo  of  the 
skeleton  and  a  painted  reconstruction; 
casts  of  skulls  with  teeth  of 
Australopithecus  africanus  and  A. 
boisei;  Homo  habilis,  the  oldest  species 
known  to  have  made  tools;  and  Homo 
erectus,  who  improved  the  tools,  spread 


to  many  parts  of  the  world,  and 
discovered  fire  and  clothing. 

Once  thought  brutish,  Neandertals 
are  explained  in  the  exhibit  as  differing 
only  slightly  from  modern  people.  The 
Neandertals  lived  just  before  the  explo- 
sion of  culture  found  in  Ice  Age  art,  and 
were  a  complex  people.  Early  moderns, 
the  same  species  as  people  living  today, 
are  represented  by  artifacts  such  as 
newly  invented  tools,  cave  paintings, 
and  sculpture. 

The  exhibit  points  out  that  the 
discoveries  of  ancient  remains  raise 
more  questions  than  they  answer. 
Museum  visitors  are  asked  to  ponder 
several  of  these  questions,  which  give 
a  feeling  for  the  anthropologist's 
problems. 

Animal  bones  and  stone  tools  in  the 
display  cases  are  real,  on  loan  from  the 
Peabody  Museum  and  the  Museum  of 
Comparative  Zoology  of  Harvard 
University.  Museums  in  Kenya,  South 
Africa,  and  Canada,  the  Cleveland 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  and  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  also  contributed 
to  the  display. 

"Four  Million  Years  of  Human  Evolu- 
tion" is  part  of  "Beginnings,"  a  two- 
month  program  of  exhibits,  events, 
films,  and  other  activities  ranging  from 
"Cells  and  Dinosaurs"  to  "Inventors' 
Weekend."

FIBER  —  NATURE'S  CLEANSER 

Americans  consume  far  more  sugar, 
salt,  protein,  cholesterol,  and  fat  than 
their  bodies  require.  Yet  most  still  aren't 
getting  enough  fiber. 

One  reason  is  that  the  staples  of  our 
diet  —  meat,  fish,  poultry,  and  dairy  pro- 
ducts —  contain  virtually  none  of  this 
essential  ingredient.  Another  is  that 
modern  food  processing  strips  fiber 
away  from  many  foods  that,  in  their 
natural  state,  are  excellent  sources.  For 
example,  bran,  the  outer  husk  of  the 
wheat  kernel  and  the  most  concentrated 
form  of  fiber,  is  now  routinely  removed 
from  flour  during  the  milling  process. 


Yet  it's  important  to  eat  enough  fiber, 
or  "roughage"  as  our  grandmothers 
called  it.  Because  fiber  is  not  digested, 
it  adds  bulk  to  the  diet  and  acts  as  a  sort 
of  "cleanser,"  stimulating  the  intestines 
and  encouraging  regular  bowel  move- 
ments. Simply  by  eating  more  high-fiber 
foods,  you'll  help  reduce  the  symptoms 
of  chronic  constipation  the  natural  way. 

Although  it  has  not  yet  been  firmly 
established,  many  physicians  and  dieti- 
tians now  feel  that  a  diet  high  in  fiber 
may  also  play  a  role  in  preventing  diver- 
ticulosis,  hemorrhoids,  cancer  of  the 
colon,  and  atherosclerosis. 

Though  it  is  possible  to  eat  too  much 
fiber,  it  is  not  very  likely,  as  most  high- 
fiber  foods  tend  to  be  filling,  accounting 
for  their  popularity  among  dieters.  A 
good  estimate  of  the  amount  of  fiber 
needed  daily  is  about  five  grams,  which, 
incidentally,  is  double  the  amount  con- 
sumed by  most  Americans. 

Good  sources  of  fiber  abound  —  fruits 
and  vegetables  (including  the  skin), 
whole  grain  breads  and  cereals,  nuts 
and  seeds. 


SMALL  BUSINESS  FOCUS

What  can  you  tell  me  about  the  Small 
Business  Innovation  Research  Pro- 
gram? 

The  Small  Business  Innovation  Devel- 
opment Act,  signed  into  law  last  July, 
requires  ten  federal  agencies  to  direct 
a  certain  amount  of  their  research  and 
development  contracts  to  small  com- 
panies. The  act  means  that  small,  high- 
technology  firms  will  get  a  greater  share 
of  federal  R&D  than  ever  before. 

Under  the  act,  each  participating 
agency  must  create  a  Small  Business 
Innovation  Research  Program.  Agen- 
cies involved  will  be  Defense,  NASA, 
Health  and  Human  Services,  Energy, 
National  Science  Foundation,  Agri- 
culture, Transportation,  Nuclear  Regu- 
latory Commission,  Interior,  and  En- 
vironmental Protection  Agency. 

The  U.S.  Small  Business  Administra- 
tion (SBA)  will  coordinate  and  monitor 
the  program.  The  actual  awards  will  be 
made  by  the  participating  agencies, 
beginning  early  in  1983.  SBA  will 
publish  a  master  list  of  contracts  avail- 
able to  small  firms. 

There  are  three  phases  to  any  R&D 
award: 


Phase  I:  Awards  of  up  to  $50,000  wij 
be  made  for  research  projects  t 
evaluate  the  scientific  and  technic? 
merit  and  feasibility  of  an  idea. 

Phase  II:  As  a  result  of  Phase  I,  thos 
projects  with  the  most  potential  will  b 
funded  for  one  or  two  years  up  tl 
$500,000,  to  further  develop  the  prcj 
posed  ideas  to  meet  the  agency] 
needs. 

Phase  III:  Private-sector  investmer) 
and  support  will  bring  an  innovation  t 
the  marketplace.  When  appropriate,  th 
phase  may  also  involve  follow-on  pr<i 
duction  contracts  with  a  federal  agenc 
for  future  use  by  the  federal  goven! 
ment.

On  October  21,  1982,  the  U.S.S.

MBTA  TAKES  STEPS  TO  REDUCE 
CRIME  ON  SYSTEM 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  that  the  MBTA  is 
implementing  a  series  of  actions  to  in- 
crease security  on  the  system. 

O'Leary  said  that  the  MBTA  will  take 
the  following  steps,  effective  immedi- 
ately: 

•  Additional  police  cruisers  will  be 
assigned  to  provide  security  for 
buses  operating  in  areas  where 
high  incidents  of  crime  have  oc- 
curred. Specifically,  the  MBTA 
Police  will  patrol  bus  routes  cover- 
ing Egleston-Mattapan  and  Dudley- 
Ashmont  areas.  Police  cars  will 
establish  a  high  visibility  and  in- 
crease response  time  to  these 
areas.  Police  cruisers  will  stop  and 
board  buses  throughout  their  patrol. 

•  Buses  in  the  areas  where  high  inci- 
dents of  crime  have  been  occurring 
will  be  equipped  with  two-way 
radios  directly  linked  to  the  MBTA 
Operations  Center  at  45  High 
Street,  Boston.  At  the  Operations 
Center  one  individual  will  be  specifi- 
cally assigned  to  monitor  bus  radio 
calls  and,  when  necessary,  provide 
immediate  notification  to  MBTA 
Police  of  any  disturbances. 

•  In  the  wake  of  attacks  on  three 
MBTA  bus  drivers  on  Saturday, 
January  22,  O'Leary  has  asked 
Representative  Paul  White  and 
Senator  Joseph  Walsh  to  file  legis- 
lation amending  the  state  statute 
mandating  severe  penalties  for 
those  convicted  of  assault  and  bat- 
tery upon  public  servants  to  include 
all  uniformed  MBTA  personnel. 

O'Leary  also  announced  he  is  pre- 
paring a  comprehensive  report  on 
MBTA  security  needs  for  presentation 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  MBTA  Board 
of  Directors.  The  report  will  include  a 
recommendation  for  a  significant  in- 
crease in  size  of  the  MBTA  Police  Force

and  the  allocation  of  federal  funds  to 
equip  buses  with  modern  communica- 
tions security  systems. 

"We  will  not  stand  up  by  while  ma- 
licious acts  are  perpetrated  upon  our 
riders  and  T  employees,"  O'Leary  said. 
"The  events  of  the  last  week  indicate 
that  increased  measures  are  necessary 
to  supplement  the  additional  police  we 
hired  last  fall.  Criminals  are  going  to 
learn  that  we  will  settle  for  nothing  short 
of  a  safe  public  transportation  network." 

O'Leary  has  contacted  Suffolk 
County  District  Attorney  Newman 
Flanagan  and  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment Commissioner  Joseph  Jordan 
seeking  their  continued  cooperation  in 
the  apprehension  and  prosecution  of 
those  pursuing  criminal  activities  on 
MBTA  vehicles  and  property.  Flanagan 
was  asked  to  provide  "swift  prosecution 
of  perpetrators  of  (criminal)  acts  upon 
their  apprehension"  and  that  "penalties 
be  sought  of  the  maximum  nature 
allowed."  Jordan  was  requested  to  con- 
tinue the  close  working-relationship  be- 
tween Boston  and  MBTA  Police  Forces, 
and  to  continue  to  help  the  MBTA  Police 
in  apprehending  those  responsible  for 
criminal  acts  on  the  system  and  in  tak- 
ing steps  to  insure  that  similar  incidents 
do  not  occur  in  the  future.

O'Leary  noted  that  MBTA  Police 
Community  Service  personnel  have  in- 
creased their  activities  in  communities 
where  recent  crimes  have  occurred.  Of- 
ficers have  been  meeting  with  local 
groups  and  representatives  seeking 
their  help  and  cooperation.  Specifically, 
the  MBTA  Police  are  asking  community 
members  to  call  them  at  722-5151 
whenever  they  note  suspicious  activity 
on  or  around  MBTA  property.  Also, 
MBTA  Police  are  asking  that  they  be 
contacted  immediately  when  individuals 
see  the  flashing  of  green  lights  on  MBTA 
buses.  These  lights,  mounted  on  the 
front  and  rear  of  every  bus,  indicate  the 
operator  is  in  need  of  immediate 
assistance. 

"These  senseless  acts  cannot  con- 
tinue," O'Leary  said.  "The  MBTA  will 
respond  agresssively  to  eliminate  this 
behavior.  I  appeal  to  all  parties  —  local 
police,  prosecutors,  and  citizens  —  to 
help  us  in  our  efforts." 


MAYOR  HAILS  CONSTRUCTION  OF 
NEW  OFFICE  BUILDING 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  hailed  the  con- 
struction of  a  six-story  office  building  on 
Congress  Street  "as  another  sign  that 
commercial  development  is  beginning 
to  expand  to  the  Fort  Point  Channel 
area." 

The  project,  being  developed  by 
Wharf  Development  Company,  involves 
a  68,000  square-foot  building  which  will 
be  located  across  Congress  Street  from 
the  Children's  Museum.  Cost  of  the 
project  is  approximately  $8  million. 

Mayor  White  said,  "The  growth  and 
vitality  of  our  downtown  continues 
unabated  even  during  the  national 
economic  recession.  Our  office  market 
is  so  strong  that  development  is  taking 
place  on  underutilized  sites  along  the 
harbor.  The  Fort  Port  Channel  area,  par- 
ticularly the  side  opposite  downtown, 
represents  the  next  area  of  growth  for 
our  commercial  district.  We  are 
delighted  that  this  attractive  project  is 
part  of  this  new  pattern  of  develop- 
ment." 

David  Keating,  president  of  Wharf 
Development  Company,  said,  "Boston 
is  one  of  the  few  cities  in  the  country 
where  anyone  can  build  an  office 
building  that  has  230  feet  of  water  front- 
age, and  yet  is  located  within  minutes 
of  the  city's  financial  district.  Our  in-

ANTIBIOTICS 

Part  I 

When  a  child  is  sick,  parents  often 
want  to  know  if  antibiotics  are  needed. 
The  answer  is  "sometimes." 

Antibiotics  are  a  group  of  drugs  that 
fight  infections.  Although  there  are 
some  antibiotics  that  fight  infections 
caused  by  yeasts,  fungi,  and  a  few 
viruses,  the  most  commonly  used  anti- 
biotics are  those  that  kill  bacteria. 
Bacteria  are  usually  responsible  for 
problems  such  as  ear  infections,  urine 
infections,  and  boils.  They  are  some- 
times responsible  for  sore  throats,  pneu- 
monia, and  skin  infections.  They  are  not 
responsible  for  colds.  Strep  and  staph 
are  two  of  the  better  known  kinds  of 
bacteria. 

There  are  many  kinds  of  antibiotics. 
Penicillin,  ampicillin,  amoxicillin,  erthro- 
mycin,  and  tetracycline  are  some  you 
may  have  heard  of.  Each  drug  fights 
certain  kinds  of  bacteria,  but  not  others. 
The  doctor  is  the  best  person  to  decide 
which  drug  should  be  used  at  any  given 
time. 

Most  childhood  illnesses,  however, 
are  caused  by  viruses,  not  bacteria. 
Antibiotics  like  those  mentioned  do  not 
work  against  viral  infections.  They 
neither  cure  the  infection,  nor  make  the 
child  feel  better  faster.  The  child's  body 
fights  the  virus  and  gets  rid  of  it  without 
any  help  from  drugs. 

The  pediatrician  spends  much  of  the 
day  deciding  whether  children  have  viral 
or  bacterial  infections,  whether  they 
need  antibiotics  or  not.  Several  factors 
influence  this  decision.  The  physical 
examination  is  very  important.  Findings 
such  as  an  ear  infection,  a  boil,  pus  in 
the  eyes,  or  impetigo  are  most  often 


bacterial  and  require  antibiotics.  Often, 
however  the  doctor  cannot  determine 
whether  infection  is  bacterial  without  fur- 
ther tests.  For  example,  children  com- 
plaining of  sore  throats  or  discomfort 
when  urinating  need  cultures  to  learn 
the  causes  of  the  problems.  A  swab  of 
the  throat  or  a  sample  of  urine  are 
placed  on  special  culture  plates  and 
incubated.  If  bacteria  are  present,  they 
can  be  seen  growing  on  the  culture 
plates  after  twenty-four  to  forty-eight 
hours.  Viruses  will  not  grow  on  these 
cultures.  Cultures  are  sometimes  the 
only  way  to  find  out  if  the  infection  is 
bacterial. 

In  summary,  it  is  the  doctor's  job  to 
decide  whether  an  infection  is  viral  or 
bacterial.  Sometimes  cultures  are 
necessary  to  make  this  decision.  Most 
bacteria  require  antibiotic  treatment. 
The  doctor  needs  to  decide  which  anti- 
biotic, if  any,  is  appropriate.

It  will  provid( 
a  mini-history  of  the  science  fiction  filrr 
genre  through  the  screening  of  land 
mark  films  ranging  from  1926  to  197/ 
including  "The  Day  the  Earth  Stooc 
Still"  (1951),  "Invasion  of  the  Bod) 
Snatchers"  (1956),  "2001:  A  Space: 
Odyssey"  (1968),  "Slaughterhouse 
Five"  (1972),  and  "Star  Wars"  (1977) 

Organized  by  the  library's  Younc 
Adult  Department,  this  retrospective 
look  at  science  fiction  films  is  designee 
for  aficionados  of  all  ages.  However 
since  teenagers  represent  a  significan 
percentage  of  those  humanoids  ad 
dieted  to  science  fiction  literature  ane 
cinema,  they  will  undoubtedly  welcome 
the  chance  to  view  classics  known  te 
them  only  through  film  histories.

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With  Hollywood  concentrating  largely  on 
jropaganda  films  during  World  War  I,

Jther  films. 

The  1950s  produced  a  vertiable  boom 
n  the  number  of  sci-fi  films;  many  of  the 
jest  and  worst  of  the  genre  appeared, 
rhe  series'  films  from  this  decade  range 
rom  the  above-average  "War  of  the 
Worlds"  (1952)  to  the  superb  "Invasion 
)f  the  Body  Snatchers"  (1956).  Science 
iction  fans  pay  special  tribute  to  "The 
:orbidden  Planet"  (1956)  and  the  intro- 
duction of  Robby  the  Robot.  In  the  60s 
he  spectacular  special  effects  of  "2001 : 
<  Space  Odyssey"  created  a  box-office 
tit.  The  fantasy  "Star  Wars"  has  con- 
nued  to  enchant  audiences  since  1977.

JOSTON  ZONING  COMMISSION  TO 
)ETERMINE  FATE  OF  VIDEO  GAMES 

The  Boston  Zoning  Commission  has 
aken  under  advisement  a  proposed 
oning  amendment  that  would  ex- 
•ressly  forbid  video  games  from  corner 
irocery  stores,  neighborhood  laundro- 
nats,  small  newstands,  and  other  such 
•laces  in  local  business  and  residential 
ones,  unless  the  business  concerned 
btained  a  variance  from  the  Board  of 
ippeal. 

The  Zoning  Commission,  which  held 
hearing  on  the  amendment  on  Janu- 
ry  24,  is  scheduled  to  meet  February 
,  at  which  time  it  may  decide  whether 
3  adopt  the  amendment. 
Boston  Licensing  Commissioner 
oanne  Prevost  Anzalone,  who  pro- 
osed  the  amendment,  testified  at  the 
anuary  24  hearing  that  neighborhood 
9sidents  need  "more  clout"  from  the 


zoning  laws.  She  said  this  would  not 
only  reduce  congestion  caused  by 
young  people  hanging  around  video 
games  in  corner  stores  and  laundro- 
mats, but  also  make  these  games  less 
accessible  to  "addicted"  children  who 
spend  much  money  on  the  games,  and 
whose  parents  want  the  city  to  help  pro- 
tect their  children  in  the  local  environ- 
ment outside  the  home. 

Commissioner  Anzalone  said  that 
vigorous  enforcement  of  the  licensing 
laws  has  removed  hundreds  of  "illegal" 
video  games  from  the  city  during  the  last 
two  years.  But,  she  added,  licensing 
laws  have  limitations,  and  the  zoning 
laws  are  still  needed  as  an  additional 
tool  to  determine  the  propriety  of  video 
games  in  and  near  residential  areas. 

Also  at  the  hearing  was  Commis- 
sioner Anzalone's  legal  advisor,  James 
McDavitt,  who  debated  with  attorneys 
for  the  video  game  industry  over  the 
significance  and  meaning  of  the  pro- 
posed amendment. 

McDavitt  said  at  the  hearing  that  a 
timely  decision  by  the  Zoning  Commis- 
sion is  important  because  it  would  set- 
tle a  pending  court  case  concerning  the 
extent  to  which  the  Boston  Zoning  Code 
extends  to  video  games.  The  case  was 
brought  last  December  by  the  video 
game  industry  against  Commissioner 
Anzalone  and  other  city  officials  and  is 
scheduled  to  go  to  trial  at  the  end  of 
February. 


FOCUS  ON  SMALL  BUSINESS

What's  being  done  in  Washington  to 
create  or  save  jobs  among  small 
businesses? 

An  economic  development  program 
managed  by  the  U.S.  Small  Business 
Administration  (SBA)  has  helped  the 
small  business  job  situation  in  hundreds 
of  communities  across  the  country.  It 
promises  to  do  even  more  in  the  years 
ahead. 

The  program  is  SBA's  Certified 
Development  Company  Program, 
sometimes  referred  to  the  "503"  pro- 
gram after  a  section  of  the  Small 
Business  Investment  Act.  It  began  to  be 
fully  implemented  around  January  1981 , 
and  so  far  has  helped  to  save  or  create 
more  than  23,000  jobs. 


SBA  has  certified  almost  300  develop- 
ment companies,  which  use  federal, 
state,  and  local  government  and  private 
sector  help  and  funds  to  help  small 
firms. 

Recently,  the  503  program  was  made 
an  integral  part  of  the  Reagan  Ad- 
ministration's new  Small  Business 
Revitalization  Program.  It  combines  ex- 
isting programs  within  SBA  and  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  to  speed  community 
economic  development  and  assist  com- 
munities and  small  companies  within 
those  communities.  Projections  see  this 
effort  resulting  in  a  $5  billion  small 
business  investment  and  as  many  as 
300,000  new  jobs  within  four  years. 

Governors  of  twenty-one  states  will 
coordinate  revitalization  efforts  through 
their  appropriate  state  agencies. 

The  revitalization  effort  will  be  carried 
out  through  contracts  between  the  in- 
dividual states  and  the  National 
Development  Council,  a  non-profit 
economic  development  corporation.  It 
will  provide  technical  assistance  for 
marketing,  training,  lending,  and  coor- 
dination of  progams  and  policies. 

The  twenty-one  states  in  the  progam 
are:  Arizona,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Illinois, 
Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Min- 
nesota, Mississippi,  Missouri,  Nebraska, 
Nevada,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey, 
New  Mexico,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Penn- 
slyvania,  South  Dakota,  Utah,  and 
Washington.

Your  approval  is  requested  to  amend  this  con- 
tract (SC5928-81)  to  provide  for  additional  services 
which  were  not  anticipated  in  the  terms  of  the 
orginal  contract.  Due  to  the  initial  successes  of 
Computer  Partners  in  developing  a  Vendor  Monitor- 
ing System,  a  Payroll  Summerization  Project,  a 
General  Ledger  Project  and  a  development  plan  for 
a  Financial  Management  System,  coupled  with  the 
tremendous  rapport  that  has  been  established  with 
the  Administrative  Services  Data  Processing  staff 
and  Computer  Partner's  personnel  it  is  our  view 
that  they  combine  the  best  qualifications  at  a  rea- 
sonable cost  to  carry  out  these  complex  and  vital 
tasks  summarized  below. 


From  the  city's  perspective,  a  sound  Financial 
Management  System  is  foremost  in  any  data, 
processing  planning.  This  system,  to  a  great! 
degree,  will  dictate  the  systems  architecture  and 
the  computer  environment  in  the  upcoming  years. 
It  is  in  this  context  that  they  are  in  a  unique  posi- 
tion to  assist  us  in  the  development  of  a  five-year 
master  plan  for  data  processing.  Secondly,  they 
can  provide  us  with  programming  services  and 
systems  critiquing  of  the  Payroll  System  which  is 
currently  being  designed  by  my  staff.

On  July  29,  1982,  your  Honor  approved  the 
iward  of  publicly  advertised  contracts  for  furnishing 
?00  automobile  immobilizers,  commonly  referred 
o  as  "boots,"  to  the  Police  Department  for  use  by 
he  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  in  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  city's  tow  and  hold  program.

:hasing  has  been  requested  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment to  furnish  an  additional  250  boots  needed  to 
sxpand  this  program. 

At  that  time,  contracts  were  awarded  to  Wescor 
'arking  Systems  Corp.  and  Hersey  Products,  Inc., 
n  the  amounts  of  $28,200  and  $20,200,  respec- 
ively.  Each  company  was  awarded  100  boots, 
Wescor  at  $282  and  Hersey  at  $202  each.  Hersey 
vas  the  lowest  bidder  of  four  companies  bidding 
>ut  its  boot  was  new  to  the  market  and  there  was 
io  actual  experience  in  the  field  to  judge  its 
capabilities.  T&C  was  willing,  however,  to  approve 
he  purchase  of  100  boots  from  Hersey  to  obtain 
ictual  field  data. 

To  date,  after  several  months  of  using  Hersey's 
wot,  T&P  had  informed  me  Hersey's  boot  is  not 
Hjual  to  the  Wescor  boot  which  was  the  standard 
ised  in  the  original  bid.  The  following  judgment 
nay  now  be  made  about  the  four  companies  that 
esponded  to  the  original  bid,  Hersey  Products, 
Central  Equipment  Co.,  Palma.

Hersey  and  Central  Equipment  (which  also  bid  the 
Hersey  boot)  are  not  acceptable;  Palma  did  not

bidder,  Westcor,  was  the  only  bidder  that  complied 
with  our  specification. 

Because  of  the  above-cited  facts,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  no  useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  publicly 
advertising  for  bids  on  the  additional  quantity  re- 
quired and  that  the  best  interests  of  the  city  would 
be  served  by  amending  Wescor's  existing  contract 
to  include  the  250  additional  boots.  Since  this  is  a 
substantial  addition  to  Wescor's  contract  and  to 
protect  the  city's  interests  I  have  negotiated  with 
Wescor  a  $37  decrease  for  each  boot  and  reduced 
the  price  from  $282  to  $245  each,  for  a  saving  of 
$9,250.

AMENDING  SECTION  3  OF  CHAPTER  291 
OF  ACTS  OF   1906  RE  BUDGET  LIMITS 
ON  LICENSING  BOARD 
The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

In  1906,  the  State  Legislature  and  the  Governor 
established  the  Licensing  Board  to  control  the  licensing 
of  food  and  drink  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Licensing 
Board  was  intended  to  be  outside  of  the  control  of  the 
city  government,  with  its  members  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.  In  the  same  act,  the  Boston  Police 
Commissioner  was  removed  from  the  control  of  the  city 
government.  The  historical  reasons  for  this  municipal 
takeover  by  the  state  government,  if  ever  valid,  have 
become  anachronisms  more  than  seventy-five  years  later. 
Of  course,  the  Police  Department  was  returned  to  the 
city  in  1960. 

Recently  the  Licensing  Board  has  determined  that  it 
will  test  the  limits  of  its  statutory  charter,  which,  at  least 
on  its  face,  provides  no  budgetary  limits  on  the  Licens- 
ing Board.  In  1936,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  Henry 
Foley,  gave  his  opinion  that  the  Licensing  Baord  was  sub- 
ject to  the  fiscal  controls  of  the  city,  and  indeed,  until 
this  year,  the  Licensing  Board  has  complied  with  such 
limits.  Now  a  Superior  Court  judge,  at  the  request  of  the 
Licensing  Board,  has  ruled  that  there  can  be  no  restraint 
placed  on  Licensing  Board  expenditures  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council.  The  judge  stated  that  perhaps  the  ex- 
penditures would  have  to  be  "reasonable,"  which  means 
that  the  courts  would  decide  what  the  right  level  should 
be.  The  city  will  appeal  the  ruling,  but  we  obviously  can- 
not rely  on  the  courts  to  protect  the  city's  purse  strings. 

I  submit  herewith  a  home  rule  pertition  which  would 
place  the  Licensing  Board  in  the  same  position  as  any 
other  department  of  the  city  in  expending  city  funds.  The 
elected  officials  of  the  city  are  ultimately  responsible  for 
the  expenditure  of  public  funds,  and  they  should  therefore 
have  control  over  the  appropriation  of  those  funds.  It  is 
outrageous  that  any  board  or  officer  should  have  an 
unlimited  open  draw  on  the  city  treasury.  I  urge  you  to 
pass  this  order  at  once.

BOSTON  FAIR  HOUSING  COMMISSION 
Coun.  BOLLING,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Plan- 
ning, Development  and  Housing,  submitted  the  following: 
Report  on  Docket  No.  0127,  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  ordinance  creating  a  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commis- 
sion (referred  March  10)— recommending  passage  of  the 
ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-two 
An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Boston  Fair  Housing  Com- 
mission. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Title  10,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  chapter  3, 
a  new  chapter  to  be  known  as  chapter  5,  Boston  Fair 
Housing  Commission  and  which  chapter  shall  read  as 
follows: 

Chapter  5  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
Section  150— Policy  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  see  that  each 
individual,  regardless  of  his/her  race,  color,  religious 
creed,  marital  status,  military  status,  handicap,  children, 
national  origin,  sex,  age,  ancestry,  sexual  preference,  or 
source  of  income  shall  have  equal  access  to  housing;  and 
to  encourage  and  bring  about  mutual  understanding  and 
respect  among  all  individuals  in  the  city  by  the  elimina- 
tion of  prejudice,  intolerance,  bigotry  and  discrimination 
in  the  area  of  housing. 

Section   151— Establishment  of  the  Boston  Fair 

Housing  Commission. 
Executive  Director,  Staff. 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission  known  as  the 
Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission,  hereinafter  called  the 
Commission,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board, 
known  as  the  Fair  Housing  Commission,  hereinafter  called 
the  Commission,  consisting  of  five  members,  known  as 
fair  housing  commissioners,  each  appointed  by  the  mayor. 

The  Commission  shall  consist  of  five  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years,  provid- 
ed, however,  that  of  the  members  first  appointed  to  the 
Commission  two  shall  be  appointed  to  a  term  of  one  year, 
two  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  one 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Thereafter, 
the  mayor  shall  appoint  each  successor  to  a  term  of  three 
years.  Any  vacancy  occurring  otherwise  than  by  expira- 
tion of  term  shall  be  filed  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

All  members  of  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  time  of  their 
appointments  and  throughout  their  tenures.  At  least  one 
commissioner  shall  be  a  tenant  who,  at  the  time  of  his/her 
appointment,  shall  be  eligible  on  the  basis  of  income  for 
assisted  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston.  At  least  one  com- 
missioner shall  be  an  individual  regularly  engaged  in  the 
business  of  sale  and/or  rental  of  residential  real  estate  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  At  least  one  commissioner  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Board  or  a  senior  administrator  of  a 
community -based,  nonprofit  organization  in  the  City  of 
Boston  which  seeks  to  address  the  housing  needs  and 
issues  of  its  community,  and  at  least  one  Commissioner 
shall  have  demonstrated  government  experience  in  civil 
rights. 

A  chairperson  of  the  Commission  shall  be  annually 
designated  by  the  mayor  with  the  advice  of  the  Commis- 
sion. Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  the  business  thereof,  but  three  votes 
shall  be  required  to  pass  any  Commission  decision. 
Reasonable  per  diem  compensation  for  Commission 
members  shall  be  determined  by  ordinance  and  each 
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member  shall  also  be  entitled  to  his/her  expenses  actual- 
ly and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his/her 
duties. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  an  officer,  hereinafter 
called  the  director  of  the  Commission,  appointed  by  the 
Commission,  and  such  other  personnel  as  the  Commis- 
sion may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient. 

The  director  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  Com- 
mission and  shall  have  such  powers  and  perform  such 
duties  as  the  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine. The  Commission  may  delegate  to,  and  recall  from, 
the  director,  whenever  the  Commission  deems  it  expe- 
dient, the  power  to  make  contracts  or  any  or  all  of  its 
other  powers,  as  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

Section  152 — Function;  Powers  and  Duties  of  the 
Commission. 

The  function  of  the  Commission  shall  be  to  implement 
the  policy  of  this  ordinance,  by  the  exercise  of  the  follow- 
ing powers  and  duties: 

1 .  To  receive  and  investigate  complaints  of,  and  to  for- 
thwith transmit  by  ordinary  mail  for  filing  with  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimination 
("MCAD")  a  copy  of  said  complaints  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission, and  to  initiate  its  own  investigation  of 

a.  )  The  denial  of  equal  access  to,  and  discrimi- 
nation in  housing  (regardless  of  the  public  or  private 
source  of  such  denial  and  discrimination),  where  such 
denial  or  discrimination  against  either  an  individual 
or  a  group  is  based  on  race,  color,  religious  creed, 
marital  status,  handicap,  military  status,  children,  na- 
tional origin,  sex,  age,  ancestry,  sexual  preference, 
or  source  of  income. 

b.  )  The  presence  in  the  city  of  prejudice, 
intolerance,  bigotry,  discrimination  in  the  area  of 
housing. 

2.  To  attempt  by  mediation  to  resolve  any  housing 
discrimination  compliant  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction 
and  to  recommend  to  all  appropriate  governmental  agen- 
cies, federal,  state  or  local,  such  action  as  it  feels  will 
resolve  any  such  complaint  and  in  the  case  of  any 
unresolved  complaint  and  in  the  case  of  any  housing 
discrimination  investigation  which  would  be  aided 
thereby,  to  hold  hearings,  summons  witnesses,  compel 
their  attendance,  administer  oaths,  take  the  testimony  of 
any  person  under  oath  and  in  connection  therewith  to  re- 
quire the  production  of  any  evidence  relating  to  any  matter 
in  question  or  under  investigation  before  the  Commis- 
sion. The  power  to  summons  witnesses  as  defined  herein 
shall  be  limited  to  those  powers  and  procedures  as  set 
forth  in  M.G.L.A.  c.  233  s.  8.  At  any  hearing  before 
the  Commission,  or  any  committee  thereof,  a  witness  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  advised  and  represented  by  counsel 
present  during  any  hearings. 

3.  After  completion  of  any  investigation  or  hearing  in 
any  complaint  or  matter  not  resolved  by  mediation,  to 
make  a  written  report  of  its  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  mayor  and  the  City  Council;  and  to  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimination 
(MCAD)  on  any  matter  within  its  jurisdiction;  or  to  any 
court  or  other  governmental  agency  having  jurisdiction 
of  the  matter  in  question,  and  in  all  cases  urging  and  us- 
ing its  best  efforts  to  bring  about  compliance  with  its 
recommendations. 

4.  To  issue  such  publications  and  such  results  of  in- 
vestigations and  research  as,  in  its  judgment,  will  tend 
to  promote  good  will  and  minimize  or  eliminate 
discrimination  in  housing  because  of  race,  color,  religious 
creed,  marital  status,  military  status,  children,  handicap, 
national  origin,  sex,  age  or  ancestry,  sexual  preference, 
or  source  of  income.  All  records  shall  be  public  except 
those  that  are  necessary  to  insure  privacy  rights  under  other 


local,  state,  or  federal  laws,  those  records  that  must  be 
kept  confidential  in  compliance  with  laws  and  rules  of 
evidence,  and  those  records  containing  unsubstantiated 
allegations  reflecting  on  the  character  of  any  person. 

5.  To  cooperate  with  federal,  state,  and  city  agencies, 
in  developing  courses  of  instruction  for  presentation  in 
public  and  private  schools,  public  libraries,  and  other 
suitable  places,  devoted  to  eliminating  prejudice,  in- 
tolerance, bigotry  and  discrimination  in  housing  and  show- 
ing the  need  for  mutual  self-respect  and  the  achievement 
of  harmonious  relations  among  various  groups  in  the  Ci- 
ty of  Boston,  and  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  the  various 
racial,  religious  and  ethnic  groups,  civic  and  community 
organizations,  labor  organizations,  fraternal  and 
benevolent  organizations  and  other  groups  to  effectuate 
the  policy  of  this  ordinance. 

6.  To  create  such  subcommittees  from  the  members  of 
the  Commission  as,  in  the  Commission's  judgment,  will 
best  aid  in  effectuating  the  policy  of  this  ordinance  and 
to  empower  such  subcommittee  to  study  the  problems  of 
prejudice,  intolerance,  bigotry,  and  discrimination  in 
housing  prevailing  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

7.  To  make  such  recommendations  to  the  mayor  and 
City  Council  as,  in  its  judgment,  will  effectuate  the  policy 
of  this  ordinance  and  annually  to  make  a  written  report 
to  the  mayor  and  City  Council  of  its  activities,  and  to 
appear  quarterly  to  make  an  oral  report  to  the  City 
Council. 

8.  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
under  law. 

Section  153— Relations  with  City  Agencies. 

So  far  as  practicable,  the  services  of  all  other  city  depart- 
ments, agencies  and  commissions  shall  be  made  available 
to  the  Commission  for  effectuating  the  policy  of  this 
ordinance. 

The  head  of  any  department,  agency  or  other  commis- 
sion shall  furnish  information  in  the  possession  of  such 
department,  agency  or  commission  when  the  Commis- 
sion so  requests  and  where  such  information  relates  to 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Commission. 
Section  154 — Rules  and  Regulations  of  Commission. 

The  Commission  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  con- 
sistent with  this  ordinance  and  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  carry  out  the  policy  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission 
in  connection  therewith. 

The  Commission  shall  adopt  rules  of  procedures  for 
the  conduct  of  its  investigations  and  hearings.  Said  rules 
shall  ensure  the  due  process  rights  of  all  persons  in- 
volved in  the  investigations  and  hearings. 

Any  person  or  persons  appearing  before  the  Commis- 
sion who  avails  him/herself  or  themselves  of  constitu- 
tional guarantees  shall  not  be  punished  in  any  way  by 
his/her  availing  him/herself  of  such  constitutional 
guarantees. 

No  complaint  shall  be  considered  unless  it  is  filed  with 
the  Commission  within  1 80  days  after  the  occurrence  of 
the  alleged  discriminatory  practice. 
Section  156— Severability. 

If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
held  to  be  invalid,  then  such  provision  or  section  shall 
be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining 
provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  re- 
main in  full  force  and  effect. 
Section  157. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only:

In  any  pro- 
ceeding before  the  BFHC  in  which  the  BFHC  finds  that 
a  respondent  has  engaged  in  any  such  discrimination,  the 
BFHC  is  hereby  empowered  to  issue  and  cause  to  be 
served  on  such  respondent  an  order  requiring  such  respon- 
dent to  cease  and  desist  from  such  discrimination,  and 
may  further  issue  and  cause  to  be  served  on  such  respon- 
dent an  order  requiring  on  the  part  of  the  respondent  af- 
firmative action  including,  but  not  limited  to,  payment 
of  compensatory  damages  to  the  person  aggrieved  by  such 
discrimination,  payment  of  a  civil  penalty  of  no  more  than 
$10,000,  payment  of  reasonable  attorney's  fees,  or  other 
civil  remedy  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  BFHC,  will  ef- 
fectuate the  purposes  of  the  Boston  ordinance  creating 
the  BFHC. 

Section  2.  Judicial  review  of  BFHC  orders  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  G.L.  c.  30A,  s.  14.  The  Corporation 
Counsel  for  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  empowered  to 
file  a  civil  action  in  Superior  Court  to  enforce  any  order 
of  the  BFHC. 

Section  3.  The  Director,  and  such  other  employees  of 
the  BFHC  as  the  City  Council  shall  from  time  to  time 
designate  by  ordinance,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provi- 
sions of  G.L.  c.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  Eighty-two 
An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Ordinance  Regulat- 
ing Evictions  for  Condominium  Conversions. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  The  recent  announcement  by  the  Prudential 
Company  that  781  units  at  the  Prudential  Apartments  will 
be  converted  into  cooperatives  marks  the  largest-ever, 
single  loss  of  rental  housing  units  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  In  1965,  the  City  of  Boston  granted  the 
Prudential  Apartments  a  121 A  in-lieu-of-taxes  agreement 
for  a  forty-year  period;  and 

Whereas,  Approximately  50  percent  of  the  units  at  the 
Prudential  Towers  are  presently  under  rent  control  which 
has  led  to  concern  that  part  of  the  reason  for  converting 
the  apartments  into  cooperatives  is  to  circumvent  the  pro- 
visions of  the  city's  rent  control  statute;  and 

According  to  testimony  presented  before  the  Boston 
Housing  Court  (Prudential  Insurance  Company  vs.  Boston 
Rent  Control  Board)  the  owner  annually  amasses  a  net 
profit  of  more  than  30  percent  of  the  potential  gross  in- 
come from  the  Prudential  Apartments;  and 

Whereas,  The  decision  by  the  owners  of  the  Pruden- 
tial Apartments  to  convert  the  units  into  cooperatives 
rather  than  condominiums  means  that  residents  of  the 
Prudential  Apartments  are  not  eligible  for  the  one-year 
notice  period  provided  residents  in  the  case  of  con- 
dominium conversion;  and 

Whereas,  Many  retired  people  living  on  fixed  incomes 
and  middle-income  working  people  who  presently  reside 
at  the  Prudential  Apartments  will  be  displaced  as  a  result 
of  the  decision  to  convert  the  building  into  cooperatives; 
therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  including 
without  limitation,  article  2,  as  amended,  and  article  47 
of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts 
of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970 
and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  I.  Chapter  37  of  the  Ordinances  of  1979,  as 
amended.  Regulating  Evictions  for  Condominium  Con- 
versions is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  to  section 
201  the  following  new  subsection: 

(i)  Cooperative  unit:  a  unit  in  a  cooperative  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  chapter  157,  section  3 A  of  the 
General  Laws. 
Section  2.  Section  201  (b)  of  chapter  37  of  the  Or- 
dinances of  1979,  as  amended,  is  hereby  amended  by 


adding  after  the  word  "condominium"  on  lines  five  and 
eight  the  words  "or  cooperative." 

Section  3.  Section  1  of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1975,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  the  following  new  subsection: 

(m)  Cooperative  unit:  a  unit  in  a  cooperative  as  that 
is  defined  in  chapter  157,  section  3 A  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Coun.  FLYNN  moved  that  the  ordinance  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

President  IANNELLA  ruled  that  the  question  would 
first  come  on  suspension  of  the  rules  and  that  suspension 
would  require  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council.

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
passage. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Coun.  FLYNN  moved  that  the  ordinance  as  amend- 
ed, be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules.

URGING  MASSACHUSETTS  LEGISLATURE  TO 
REJECT  HOUSE  BILL  186 
Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  present  policy  of  the  state  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  provides  an  additional  AFDC  benefit 
for  pregnant  women  during  the  third  trimester  of  pregnan- 
cy in  order  to  care  for  the  needs  of  their  unbom  children; 
and 

Whereas,  This  additional  monthly  benefit  of  $66.70 
ensures  that  the  unborn  child  will  receive  proper  nutri- 
tional care  which  is  vitally  necessary  for  the  child's 
physical  and  mental  development;  and 

Whereas,  The  federal  government  has  recently  an- 
nounced its  decision  to  eliminate  this  additional  benefit 
for  unbom  children;  and 

Whereas,  The  loss  of  these  payments,  together  with 
cutbacks  in  the  WIC  and  foodstamp  programs,  could  result 
in  many  mothers  being  unable  to  provide  proper  nutri- 
tional care  for  their  children  and  lead  to  serious  physical, 
mental  and  learning  disability  problems  in  future  years; 
and 

Whereas,  House  Bill  186  would  require  the  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  to  eliminate  state  participation  in  this 
additional  payment  for  the  care  of  unbom  children  dur- 
ing the  third  trimester  of  pregnancy;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  hereby  urges  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
to  reject  House  Bill  186  and  to  encourage  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  to  assume  the  full  cost  of 
AFDC  payments  for  pregnant  women  in  order  to  ensure 
the  good  health  of  both  mothers  and  children  alike. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of  the 
rules.

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outdoor  athletic  activities  in  their  nighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  Many  local  athletic  leagues  are  now  begin- 
ning to  formulate  their  plans  for  the  spring  and  summer 
seasons;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  a  limited  number  of  athletic  fields 
available  to  this  city;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  recently  been  an  apparent  increase 
in  the  number  of  requests  by  new  groups  for  the  use  of

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Urban  Resources  hold 
a  public  hearing  to  which  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  is  invited  to  discuss  the  city's  procedures  and 
priorities  for  granting  permits  for  the  use  of  ball  fields 
in  this  city.

OPPOSING  DESIGNATION  OF  ST.  WILLIAM'S 
RECTORY  AS  A  LANDMARK 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

We,  the  Priests  and  people  of  St.  William's  Parish,  seek 
immediate  relief  from  unfair  and  prejudicial  procedures 
of  an  appointed  board  that  serves  the  City  of  Boston,  under 
the  final  jurisdiction  of  the  elected  members  of  the  City 


Council.  This  board  is  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commis- 
sion. The  hearing  was  held  on  March  23,  1982.  The 
remedy  is  for  the  City  Council  to  bring  forward  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

Be  it  resolved  that  petition  number  63  to  designate  as 
a  landmark,  the  present  St.  William's  Rectory,  a  house 
built  allegedly  by  John  Howe  and  later  known  as  the  Wor- 
thington  House,  be  denied  such  designation. 

Facts:  Unfair  and  Prejudicial  hearing. 

1 .  The  lawyer  for  the  petitioners  was  allowed  to  speak 
at  length  from  the  very  beginning  on  a  matter  that  should 
have  been  ruled  out  of  order  immediately. 

2.  He  was  allowed  to  present  physical  evidence  to  sup- 
port his  point  of  view. 

3 .  He  contended  that  a  church  as  designed  to  fit  on  the 
whole  parcel  of  land  owned  by  the  Archdiocese  could 
be  squeezed  into  the  northwest  comer  of  the  lot. 

4.  He  was  allowed  to  read  an  inflammatory  and  pre- 
judicial statement  of  random,  gross,  and  unprovable 
charges  into  the  record  against  the  Roman  Catholic  Ar- 
chdiocese of  Boston. 

5 .  The  remarks  by  the  lawyer  for  the  Archdiocese  per- 
tained directly  to  the  house  and  its  effect  upon  the  effort 
to  rebuild  our  parish  church. 

6.  The  Pastor  of  St.  William's  Parish  outlined  the  items 
that  militated  against  the  designation. 

a.  The  house  has  been  moved  from  its  original  site 
to  make  room  for  the  first  St.  William's  Parish 
church. 

b.  The  latter  part  of  the  19th  century  records  the 
house  adding  a  third  floor  and  an  attic.  This 
made  it  a  more  efficient  rooming  house. 

c.  Becoming  a  Rectory,  a  Greek-columned  facade 
was  attached  to  the  side  of  the  house  to  give 
it  a  front  door  on  Dorchester  Avenue,  while 
the  house  was  moved — cutting  off  the  original 
porches  and  entrance  way. 

d.  The  upper  part  was  added  to  the  rear  of  the 
house  in  1922. 

7.  The  pastor  then  attempted  to  speak  to  the  matter 
placed  in  evidence  by  the  lawyer  for  the  petitioners.  The 
board  refused  to  hear  any  remarks  by  the  architect  of  the 
new  church,  although  requested  by  the  Pastor  to  do  this. 
The  board  also  instructed  the  Pastor  to  confine  remarks 
to  the  issue  of  the  house.  This  led  to  the  Pastor's  protest  re- 
garding the  fact  that  physical  evidence  had  been  introduced 
regarding  the  new  church.  The  lawyer  for  the  petitioner 
withdrew  the  evidence.  However,  he  had  been  given  the 
opportunity  to  be  heard  without  rebuttal. 
Regarding  the  effect  upon  church  rebuilding. 

1 .  The  Parish  has  already  expended  over  $100,000  in 
the  design  and  preparation  for  our  new  church. 

2.  The  contention  that  the  new  church  as  drawn  would 
be  easily  translated  to  the  northwest  comer  of  the  lot  is 
primarily  dependent  upon  not  only  substantial  zoning 
variances  but  also  a  very  serious  variance  from  fire 
safety  code  regulations  in  an  area  when  a  serious  fire  had 
previously  destroyed  the  church. 

3.  Delay  in  the  proceedings  at  this  time  will  cause  substan- 
tial construction  increases  in  cost,  significant  frustration 
and  hardship  for  our  worshipping  community  and  indigna- 
tion on  the  part  of  all  who  have  contributed  to  the 
rebuilding  efforts  of  our  church. 
Regarding  the  effects  on  the  Dorchester  Community: 

1 .  There  is  an  implied  insult  to  the  Historical  Society 
of  Dorchester  by  the  naming  as  a  landmark  a  house  that 
was  not  even  mentioned  in  the  350th  Celebration  of 
Dorchester. 

2.  The  historical  reality  of  the  Rock  on  Savin  Hill  area 
has  been  completely  bypassed.  The  Landing  Day  Celebra- 
tions are  far  more  reflective  of  historical  data  than  an 
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isolated  house  in  the  country  built  by  Mr.  John  Howe. 

3.  The  base  of  Rock  Hill  is  said  to  have  billetted  union 
troops  during  the  Civil  War. 

4.  Rumor  has  it  that  Rock  Hill  may  well  be  an  Indian 
burial  ground. 

Members  of  the  City  Council,  we  ask  that  you  pass 
the  above  resolution  in  order  that  the  faithful  of  St. 
William's  Parish,  the  concerned  citizens  of  Dorchester 
and  the  countless  number  of  people  from  Ireland  to  Hawaii 
who  have  contributed  to  our  church  fund,  be  able  to 
observe  the  rising,  brick  by  brick,  of  the  New  St. 
William's  Church.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPE- 
CIAL LAW  RE  BOSTON  FUNDING  LOAN 
ACT  OF  1982 

Coun.  IANNELLA.  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0381,  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  order  for  petition  for  special  law  re  Boston  Funding 
Act  of  1982  (referred  today)— recommending  passage  of 
the  order  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  errors  and  editorial  changes 
of  form  only: 

Section  1 .  The  City  of  Boston,  for  the  purpose  specified 
in  section  4,  may  borrow,  at  one  time  or  from  time  to 
time  prior  to  June  30,  1983,  a  sum  in  the  aggregate  not 
exceeding  $75  million,  and  may  issue  and  sell  bonds, 
notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  said  city 
therefor  as  provided  herein.  Bonds,  notes  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  may  be  issued  hereunder  by 
the  collector-treasurer  of  said  city  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  and,  notwithstanding  section  16  and  section 
19  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  may  be  issued  as 
serial  bonds  or  term  bonds  or  any  combination  thereof, 
shall  mature  on  such  date  or  dates  and  in  such  amounts, 
may  be  redeemable  prior  to  their  maturity  at  the  option 
of  the  city  with  or  without  premium,  and  may  be  sold 
in  such  manner,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for 
such  price  as  the  collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  determine  to  be  reasonable  and 
proper. 

Section  2.  Subject  to  section  16  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  bonds  and  notes  issued  under  this  act  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words.  City  of  Boston,  Funding 
Loan  Act  of  1982.  Each  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate 
loan  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
ten  years  from  their  dates.  Debt  incurred  under  authority 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the  limit 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  established  by  law,  but  shall, 
except  as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  provi- 
sions of  section  17  thereof  relative  to  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  authority  provided  by  sec- 
tion 17  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  issue  notes 
in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes,  the  city, 
acting  by  its  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  enter  into  agreements  with  banks  or  trust 
companies,  within  or  without  the  Commonwealth, 
whether  in  the  form  of  lines  of  credit  or  other  banking 
arrangements,  for  the  making  by  the  city  from  time  to 
time  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the  money  to 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  bonds  and  notes  under  sec- 
tion 1  hereof  in  such  aggregate  principal  amounts  out- 
standing from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amount 
authorized  by  section  1 ,  as  the  collector-treasurer  may 
determine  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  Any  temporary 
loans  incurred  under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes 
if  any  issued  to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed 
from  time  to  time,  provided  all  such  loans  and  renewals 
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thereof  shall  be  payable  not  later  than  June  30,  1983.  Any 
agreement  entered  into  by  the  city  under  this  section,  and 
notes  of  the  city  if  any  issued  thereunder,  whether  in 
coupon  or  registered  form  or  payable  to  order,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the 
city  and  countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans 
incurred  under  this  section  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
collector-treasurer  and  the  mayor,  provide  for  prepayment 
at  any  time  with  or  without  premium  at  the  option  of  the 
city,  and  may  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  the 
collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
deem  proper,  including  rates  variable  from  time  to  time 
as  determined  by  such  index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other 
method  specified  in  such  agreement.  Any  such  agreement 
may  also  include  such  other  covenants  and  provisions  for 
protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights,  security  and  remedies 
of  the  lenders  as  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer  and  mayor,  be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not 
in  violation  of  law. 

Section  4.  All  proceeds  of  any  borrowing  authorized 
by  section  1  and  sections  3  of  this  act.  after  payment, 
unless  otherwise  provided  for,  of  all  expenses  of  the  bor- 
rowing, shall  be  deposited  in  a  separate  fund  which  shall 
be  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  city  or  otherwise  estab- 
lished pursuant  to  the  trust  agreement,  if  any,  securing 
such  borrowing,  and  maintained  separate  and  apart  from 
all  other  funds  and  accounts  of  the  city.  Such  funds  shall 
be  called  the  City  of  Boston  Disproportionate  Assessment 
Fund.  Amounts  deposited  in  such  funds  shall,  upon  writ- 
ten direction  of  the  collector-treasurer,  and  approval  by 
the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Board  as  provided  in 
section  5  of  this  act,  but  without  further  authority,  be 
used  for  no  purpose  other  than  to  meet  refunds  and  other 
recoveries  of  real  property  taxes  afterpayment,  including 
interest  accrued  thereon,  and  to  reimburse  the  treasury 
of  the  city  for  such  refunds  and  recoveries,  paid  by  the 
city  after  June  30,  1981  and  on  or  before  June  30.  1983 
on  account  of  abatements  of  taxes  assessed  by  the 
assessors  of  the  city  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30. 
1981  and  all  years  prior  thereto.  Notwithstanding  the 
foregoing,  amount  deposited  in  the  Disproportionate 
Assessment  Fund  shall  be  applied  only  to  refunds  and 
other  recoveries  of  taxes  arising  from  abatements  granted 
after  January  1 ,  1979  and  on  or  before  June  30,  1983  pur- 
suant to  applications  for  abatements  or  the  filing  or  set- 
tlement of  appeals  before  the  appellate  tax  board  on  ac- 
count of  a  claimed  disproportionate  assessment  of  pro- 
perty; provided  a  certificate  to  such  effect,  signed  by  the 
commissioner  of  assessing  of  the  city  and  filed  with  the 
Disproportionate  Assessment  Board  pursuant  to  section 
5  of  this  act  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  proper 
application  of  such  amounts.  Prior  to  application  of  any 
amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Disproportionate  Assessment 
Fund  to  the  payment  of  or  reimbursement  for  payment 
of  any  refund  or  other  recovery  of  tax,  the  collector- 
treasurer  shall  also  file  with  the  Dsiproportionate  Assess- 
ment Board  as  provided  in  said  section  5  a  description 
of  the  refund  to  be  granted,  the  address  of  the  property, 
the  owner  of  record,  the  amount  to  be  refunded  or  reim- 
bursed, the  date  the  abatement  was  granted  and  the  date 
or  proposed  date  of  payment  of  such  refund  or  reimburse- 
ment. No  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  pay- 
ment of  any  refund  hereunder,  a  record  of  each  such  re- 
fund, including  the  address  of  the  property,  the  owner 
of  record,  the  amount  refunded,  the  date  the  abatement 
was  granted,  the  date  of  payment  of  such  refund  and  the 
date  of  ratification  of  such  payment  by  the  Disporpor- 
tionate  Assessment  Board  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  coun- 
cil and  published  in  the  dry  Record. 

When  assessing  taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1983  and  any  subsequent  year,  the  assessors  of  the 
city  shall  exclude  from  the  calculation  of  the  amount  re- 


quired to  be  assessed  under  section  23  of  chapter  59  of 
the  General  Laws  all  abatements  met  or  reimbursed  from 
amounts  borrowed  under  this  act. 

The  expenses  of  any  borrowing  made  under  authority 
of  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  such  borrowing  or  from  the  general  funds  of  the  city 
to  the  extent  not  otherwise  provided  for.  Income  earned 
on  investment  of  any  proceeds  of  such  borrowing  shall 
be  credited  to  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund  or 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  council  transferred  to  the 
general  fund  of  the  city  to  be  used  solely  to  meet  payments 
of  principal  or  interest  on  debt  issued  under  authority  of 
section  1  and  section  3  of  this  act.  If  on  June  30,  1983 
any  amount  borrowed  under  authority  of  section  1  of  this 
act  remains  unexpended  for  the  purposes  provided  herein, 
such  amount  shall  be  applied  without  further  appropria- 
tion to  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  coming  due 
in  the  next  fiscal  year  on  debt  incurred  under  said  sec- 
tion. Any  amount  in  excess  of  such  principal  and  interest 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  general  fund  of  the  city  as  of 
such  date,  and  shall  be  applied,  without  further  appropria- 
tion, to  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  coming  due 
in  the  next  fiscal  year  on  any  debt  of  the  city. 

The  auditor  of  the  city,  in  accordance  with  section  16 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  annually  notify 
the  assessors  of  the  city  of  the  amount  of  debt  and  in- 
terest charges  matured  and  maturing  during  the  next  fiscal 
year  on  all  debt  of  the  city  incurred  under  section  1  of 
this  act  and  what  provision  if  any  has  been  made  for  the 
payment  of  such  debt  and  interest  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  in  the  tax  levy  of  that  year  notwithstanding  any 
limit  provided  by  law  on  the  total  taxes  assessable  by  the 
city  for  such  year;  provided  inclusion  of  any  such  amount 
in  the  levy  of  any  year  shall  not  operate  to  increase  the 
amount  otherwise  available  within  any  limits  thereon  to 
meet  other  appropriations  of  the  city. 

Section  5.  Upon  the  issuance  of  any  bonds,  notes  or 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  under  authority 
of  section  1  and  section  3  of  this  act,  a  Disproportionate 
Assessment  Board  shall  be  established  consisting  of  the 
treasurer  and  receiver-general,  the  secretary  of  administra- 
tion and  the  commissioner  of  revenue  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  Disproportionate  Assessment  Board  shall 
be  solely  constituted  and  empowered  to  approve 
disbursements  from  the  Disproportionate  Assessment 
Fund  as  provided  in  this  section.  Upon  presentation  by 
the  collector-treasurer  of  a  request  for  ratification  of  a 
proposed  disbursement  from  the  Disproportionate  Assess- 
ment Fund,  the  board  shall  determine  if  all  certificates 
and  information  required  to  be  filed  with  the  board  by 
section  4  of  this  act  with  respect  to  disbursement  have 
been  so  filed.  Within  twenty-one  days  of  the  presenta- 
tion of  such  request,  the  board  shall  notify  the  collector- 
treasurer  either  that  such  certificates  and  information  have 
been  so  filed  and  that  the  proposed  disbursement  is 
therefore  approved  or  that  the  required  information  and 
certificates  have  not  been  filed,  specifically  identifying 
the  required  information.  The  board  shall  act  on  any  re- 
quest of  the  collector-treasurer  not  so  approved  within 
five  days  after  the  collector-treasurer  shall  file  with  the 
board  any  information  specified  by  the  board  to  be  lack- 
ing. If  the  board  shall  fail  to  act  on  a  request  of  the 
collector-treasurer  for  disbursements  from  the  Dispropor- 
tionate Assessment  Fund  within  twenty-one  days  of 
presentation  of  such  request,  or  within  five  days  of  fil- 
ing of  any  lacking  information  as  aforesaid,  the  request 
of  the  collector-treasurer  shall  for  all  purposes  of  this  act 
be  deemed  approved. 

Section  6.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in 
section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  in  any 
other  general  or  special  law  heretofore  enacted,  the  City 
of  Boston,  when  authorized  by  vote  of  a  two-thirds  of 
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all  the  city  councillors  passed  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes  taken  not  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  apart,  may  incur  debt  in  any  fiscal  year  for  tem- 
porary loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  said  chapter  44,  of  such  fiscal  year  in  an  amount 
not  exceeding  the  total  tax  levy  of  such  fiscal  year  or, 
if  said  levy  has  not  yet  been  established  by  the  assessors 
of  the  city,  not  exceeding  85  percent  of  the  total  tax  levy 
of  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Notes  issued  under  authority  of  this  section  may  be  sold 
in  such  manner,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for 
such  price  as  the  collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  determine  to  be  reasonable  and  pro- 
per. Each  note  issued  under  authority  of  this  section  and 
any  renewal  thereof  shall,  notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  chapter  717  of  the  acts  of  1957,  be  payable  no  later 
than  June  30  of  the  year  in  which  such  note  or  renewal 
thereof  is  issued,  provided  that  notes  may  be  issued  or 
renewed  under  authority  of  this  section  after  May  31  in 
any  year,  payable  not  later  than  one  year  from  their  dates 
if  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  does  not  exceed  the  ag- 
gregate amount  remaining  unpaid  at  such  May  3 1  on  real 
and  personal  property  taxes  assessed  in  such  year  and  not 
included  in  a  tax  title  account. 

Section  7.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  provided  in  sec- 
tion 6  of  this  act  to  issue  notes  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  a  fiscal  year,  the  city,  acting  by  its  collector- 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  enter  into 
agreements  with  banks  or  trust  companies,  within  or 
without  the  Commonwealth,  whether  in  the  form  of  lines 
of  credit  or  other  banking  arrangements,  for  the  making 
by  the  city  from  time  to  time  of  temporary  loans  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such 
loans  are  made  in  such  principal  amounts  outstanding  from 
time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amounts  authorized  by 
the  city  council  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  6 
hereof,  as  the  collector-treasurer  may  determine  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor.  Any  temporary  loans  incurred 
under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes,  if  any,  issued 
to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed  from  time  to 
time,  provided  all  such  loans  shall  be  payable  not  later 
than  the  dates  provided  in  said  section  6.  Any  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  section,  and  notes 
of  the  city,  if  any,  issued  thereunder,  whether  in  coupon 
or  registered  form  or  payable  to  order,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the  city  and 
countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans  incurred 
under  this  section  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer,  provide  for  prepayment  at  any  time  with  or 
without  premium  at  the  option  of  the  city  and  may  bear 
interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  the  collector-treasurer  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  proper,  including 
rates  variable  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  such 
index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other  method  specified  in  such 
agreement.  Any  such  agreement  may  also  include  such 
other  covenants  and  provisions  for  protecting  and  en- 
forcing the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  lenders 
as  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  and 
mayor  be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of 
the  law. 

Section  8.  For  purposes  of  this  section  the  following 
words  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

'•Operator,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  Com- 
monwealth and  political  subdivisions,  agencies  and 
authorities  thereof,  who,  whether  as  owner,  proprietor, 
lessee,  sublessee,  mortgagee,  concessionaire,  licensee  or 
otherwise,  receives  a  parking  fee  attributable  to  a  park- 
ing space. 

"Parking  facility,"  means  any  off-street,  open  or 
enclosed  area,  lot,  garage,  building  or  structure,  or  com- 
bination or  portion  thereof,  utilized  in  whole  or  in  part 


for  the  provision  of  unmetered,  off-street  parking  of  motor 
vehicles,  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  facilities 
open  to  the  public  for  a  fee  and  facilities  provided  by  an 
employer  for  use  by  customers,  employees  or  licensees 
for  a  fee,  but  excluding  facilities  provided  or  leased 
primarily  to  occupants  of  a  residence  and  their  guests  on 
the  same  or  other  premises  for  use  only  in  connection  with 
and  as  an  accessory  to  the  occupancy  of  such  residence. 

"Parking  fee."  means  the  total  consideration,  excluding 
the  excise  imposed  hereunder,  received  by  an  operator, 
whether  or  not  separately  stated  and  whether  or  not  paid 
by  the  user,  for  the  use  of  a  parking  space  by  a  user  or 
another  person. 

"Parking  space."  means  that  portion  of  a  parking  facili- 
ty normally  allocated  to  a  single  motor  vehicle. 

"Transfer  of  the  right  of  use,"  includes,  without  limita- 
tion, any  transfer  of  title  or  possession,  or  both,  and  any 
exchange,  bailment,  license,  lease  or  rental,  conditional 
or  otherwise. 

"User,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  obtains  the  use 
for  such  person  or  another  person  of  a  parking  space  for 
a  parking  fee. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1 
of  this  act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  forty-fifth  day 
following  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby 
imposed  upon  the  transfer  by  an  operator  of  the  right  of 
use  of  a  parking  space  located  on  or  in  any  parking  facility 
in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  uniform  rate  of  15  percent 
of  the  parking  fee  for  such  parking  space. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  excise  provided  in 
this  section  shall  cease  to  be  imposed,  and  the  authority 
therefor  shall  expire,  when  all  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  authorized  and  issued  under 
the  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act,  including  any  in- 
debtedness issued  to  refund  any  such  indebtedness,  shall 
be  paid  or,  if  earlier,  when  such  indebtedness  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  paid  under  any  trust  or  other  security 
agreement  securing  the  same,  or,  if  no  such  indebtedness 
shall  then  be  outstanding,  on  June  30,  1983.  Reimburse- 
ment for  the  excise  imposed  by  this  section  shall  be  paid 
by  the  user  to  the  operator,  and  each  operator  shall  add 
to  the  parking  fee  and  shall  collect  from  the  user  the  full 
amount  of  the  excise  imposed  by  this  section,  or  an 
amount  equal  as  nearly  as  possible  or  practicable  to  the 
average  equivalent  thereof,  provided  the  amount  of  such 
excise  need  not  be  stated  and  charged  separately  from 
the  parking  fee  or  shown  separately  on  any  record  thereof 
delivered  to  the  user  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  law 
or  by  regulation  of  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  as 
hereinafter  provided.  The  amount  of  such  excise  shall  be 
a  debt  from  the  user  to  the  operator,  when  so  added  to 
the  parking  fee,  and  shall  be  recoverable  at  law  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  debts. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  all  forms 
necesary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 
shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions, not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when 
reasonably  designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purposes 
of  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  proper  interpretation  of  such  provisions. 

The  collector-treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  and 
the  commissioner  of  revenue  with  a  copy  of  any  regula- 
tion proposed  to  be  prescribed  under  this  section  and  shall 
publish  such  proposed  regulation  in  the  City  Record.  Such 
regulation  shall  be  effective  twenty  days  after  the  date 
of  publication  unless  prior  thereto  the  city  council,  by 
a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind

such  regulation.  All  forms  and  regulations  shall  conform, 
as  far  as  practicable,  to  forms  and  regulations  issued  by 
the  commissioner  of  revenue  under  chapter  62C  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  interpretation  and  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws. 

On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  calendar  month 
every  operator  who  has,  during  the  preceding  calendar 
month,  made  any  transfer  of  the  right  of  use  of  a  parking 
space  on  which  an  excise  is  payable  under  this  section 
shall  file  a  return  with  the  collector-treasurer  in  such  form 
as  the  collector-treasurer  shall  prescribe  and  providing 
such  information  as  he  deems  necessary  for  the  computa- 
tion and  collection  of  the  excise  payable  for  such  month. 
The  collector-treasurer  shall  deposit  all  amounts  so  col- 
lected in  the  Excise  Fund  established  in  section  10  of  this 
act.  In  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  city,  acting  by  the  collector-treasurer,  shall  have, 
and  hereby  is  vested  with,  the  powers,  procedures  and 
remedies  provided  and  granted  to  the  commissioner  of 
revenue  by  chapter  62C  of  the  General  Laws  for  the  ad- 
ministration and  enforcement  of  the  tax  imposed  by  sec- 
tion 64H  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  9.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  following 
words  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

"Applicant,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  seeks  to 
register  a  master  deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  in  the  registry 
of  deeds  or  who  seeks  a  building  permit  for  the  construc- 
tion or  alteration  of  a  structure  or  other  appurtenances 
thereto  on  one  or  more  lots  included  in  a  consolidation. 

"Condominium,"  "master  deed,"  and  "unit,"  shall 
have  the  meanings  given  such  words  by  chapter  183 A 
of  the  General  Laws. 

"Consolidation,"  means  the  consolidation  of  two  or 
more  lots,  as  shown  on  the  records  of  the  building  depart- 
ment of  the  city,  into  one  parcel  of  land  for  purposes  of 
construction  or  alteration  on  one  or  more  lots  in  such 
parcel  or  structures,  or  appurtenances  thereto,  for  which 
a  building  permit  is  required  to  be  granted  by  the  com- 
missioner of  said  department  in  accordance  with  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code  or 
chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws. 

"Consolidation  plan,"  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  con- 
solidation, in  such  form  as  the  building  commissioner  of 
the  city  shall  prescribe,  showing  the  boundaries  of  each 
lot  in  such  consolidation  and  the  names  of  each  record 
owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other  information  as 
the  building  commissioner  of  the  city  may  reasonably  re- 
quire or  as  is  required  by  law  and  includes  a  site  plan 
as  provided  in  the  state  building  code. 

"Lot,"  means  an  area  of  land  in  one  ownership,  with 
definite  boundaries,  used,  or  available  for  use,  as  the  site 
of  one  or  more  structures  as  defined  in  chapter  145  of 
the  General  Laws. 

"Subdivision,"  means  the  division  of  a  tract  of  land 
into  two  or  more  lots  and  include  resubdivision. 

"Subdivision  plan,"  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  sub- 
division showing  the  boundaries  of  each  lot  to  be  created 
thereby,  the  record  owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

"Registry  of  Deeds,"  means  the  registry  of  deeds  of 
Suffolk  County  and.  when  appropiate,  includes  the  land 
court. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  follow- 
ing the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby  im- 
posed upon  the  creation  of  any  condominium  or  subdivi- 
sion located  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  City  of  Boston  at 
the  uniform  rate  of  $500  for  each  unit,  in  excess  of  one 
unit,  in  the  condominium,  as  shown  by  the  master  deed, 
and  $500  for  each  lot  in  excess  of  two  lots,  in  the  sub- 
division as  shown  by  the  subdivision  plan.  Such  excise 


shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  excise  or  fee  payable 
under  any  other  provision  of  law  applicable  to  the  crea- 
tion of  condominiums  or  subdivisions  or  the  recording 
of  a  master  deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  or  instrument  con- 
veying interests  in  units  or  lots.  Payment  of  the  excise 
imposed  hereby  shall  be  made  by  the  applicant  to  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  city  prior  to  recording  any  master 
deed  or  subdivision  plan.  The  collector-treasurer  shall 
deposit  all  amounts  so  collected  in  the  Excise  Fund 
established  in  section  10  of  this  act.  or  if  such  fund  shall 
have  been  dissolved,  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city.  The 
excise  imposed  under  this  section,  unless  paid  as  provided 
herein,  shall,  with  all  incidental  charges  and  fees,  be  a 
lien  on  each  unit  or  lot  from  the  date  of  filing  of  the  master 
deed  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  60. 
section  37  of  the  General  Laws  in  the  same  manner  as 
taxes  assessed  on  land. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  follow- 
ing the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby  im- 
posed upon  each  consolidation  located  in  whole  or  in  part 
in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  uniform  rate  of  $500  for  each 
lot,  in  excess  of  two  lots,  as  shown  on  the  consolidation 
plan.  Such  excise  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  excise 
or  fee  payable  under  any  other  provision  of  law  applicable 
to  such  consolidation  or  the  issuance  of  a  building  per- 
mit for  the  construction  or  alteration  of  any  structure  on 
any  lot  thereon.  Payment  of  the  excise  shall  be  made  by 
the  applicant  to  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  prior 
to  the  issuance  by  the  building  commissioner  of  any  per- 
mit applicable  to  construction  or  alteration  of  any  struc- 
ture in  any  lot  in  such  consolidation  and  said  commis- 
sioner shall  not  issue  any  such  permit  until  a  consolida- 
tion plan  has  been  filed  with  the  commissioner  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  of  the  collector-treasurer,  on  such 
form  as  he  shall  prescribe,  attesting  to  the  payment  of 
the  excise  applicable  thereto.  The  collector-treasurer  shall 
deposit  all  amounts  so  collected  in  the  excise  Fund 
established  in  section  10  of  this  act,  or  if  such  fund  shall 
have  been  dissolved,  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  forms 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 
shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when 
reasonably  designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  proper  interpretation  of  such  provisions.  The  collector- 
treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  revenue  with  a  copy  of  any  regulation  pro- 
posed to  be  prescribed  under  this  section  and  shall  publish 
such  proposed  regulation  in  the  dry  Record.  Such  regula- 
tion shall  be  effective  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  publica- 
tion unless  prior  thereto  the  city  council,  by  majority  vote 
of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind  such  regulation. 
All  remedies  provided  by  sections  35,  36,  and  37  of 
chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  or  otherwise  provided 
by  law  shall  be  available  to  and  are  hereby  vested  in  the 
collector-treasurer  for  the  proper  administration  and  en- 
forcement of  this  section. 

Section  10.  Not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act,  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  shall 
set  up  on  the  books  of  the  city,  or  otherwise  establish 
pursuant  to  the  trust  or  other  security  agreement,  if  any, 
securing  any  indebtedness  incurred  under  authority  of  sec- 
tion 1  and  section  3  of  this  act,  a  separate  fund  entitled 
the  City  of  Boston  Excise  Fund.  Such  fund  shall  be  main- 
tained as  provided  in  this  act  by  the  collector-treasurer 
or.  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  by  the  corporate  trustee 
under  such  trust  or  security  agreement.  All  receipts  from 
the  excises  established  under  sections  8  and  9  of  this  act 
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shall  be  deposited  in  the  Excise  Fund.  Except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  section,  all  amounts  so  deposited 
shall  be  used  solely  to  pay  the  cost  of  administration  and 
collection  of  said  excises,  under  such  supplementary  ap- 
propriation orders  as  the  mayor  may  submit  and  the  city 
council  approve  in  accordance  with  the  city  charter,  and 
to  pay  or  provide  for,  without  further  appropriation,  the 
principal  of  and  premium  and  interest  on  all  bonds,  notes 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  under  authori- 
ty of  section  1  of  this  act  including  the  establishment  and 
mauntenance  of  such  reserves  therefor  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  in  any  trust  or  other  security  agreement  secur- 
ing the  same  and  the  costs  of  administration  of  such  trust 
or  other  security  agreement.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of 
any  trust  or  other  security  agreement  securing  indebtedness 
incurred  under  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act,  if  at  the 
close  of  any  fiscal  year  beginning  on  and  after  July  1, 
1983,  a  balance  remains  in  the  Excise  Fund  after  pay- 
ment or  provision  for  all  such  costs  of  administration  and 
collection,  principal,  premium  and  interest  and  reserves, 
such  balance  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  be  either 
deposited  in  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund 
created  under  section  5  of  this  act  for  application  to  the 
purposes  of  such  fund  or  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city 
to  be  applied  solely  to  the  payment  of  debt  and  interest 
maturing  and  becoming  due  in  the  next  fiscal  year  on  any 
debt  of  the  city.  The  Excise  Fund  shall  be  dissolved  on 
June  30.  1983.  if  no  indebtedness  issued  under  the  authori- 
ty of  section  1  of  this  act  shall  then  be  outstanding  or  other- 
wise when  all  such  indebtedness,  including  any  in- 
debtedness issued  to  refund  any  such  indebtedness,  shall 
be  paid  or,  if  earlier,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid 
within  the  meaning  of  any  trust  or  other  security  agree- 
ment securing  the  same.  Any  balance  remaining  in  th  Ex- 
cise Fund  on  such  date  of  dissolution  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  General  Fund  of  the  city  and  applied  to  th  pay- 
mant  of  debt  and  interest  on  any  debt  of  the  city. 

Section  1 1 .  Notwithstanding  anything  in  section  5  of 
chapter  7 17  of  the  acts  of  1957,  as  amended,  for  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  July  1 ,  1982  and  each  fiscal  year  thereafter, 
whether  or  not  any  loan  issued  under  authority  of  sec- 
tion 1  and  section  3  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  deductions 
made  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  under  clause  (a)  of  sec- 
tion 23  of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  on  account 
of  estimated  receipts  from  the  special  excise  taxes 
authorized  by  sections  8  and  9  hereof  may  be  made  up 
to  such  amounts  as  the  auditor  of  the  city  shall  estimate, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  revenue. 

Section  12.  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
city  council,  any  debt  or  temporary  loan  incurred  under 
authority  of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  other  general 
or  special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may  be 
secured  by  one  or  more  trust  agreements  or  other  securi- 
ty agreements  between  the  city  and  a  corporate  trustee, 
which  may  be  any  trust  company  or  bank  having  the 
powers  of  a  trust  company  within  or  without  the  Com- 
monwealth, or  directly  between  the  city  and  the  lender 
of  such  debt  or  temporary  loan.  Any  such  trust  or  securi- 
ty agreement  shall  be  in  such  form  as  determined  by  the 
collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  be  executed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor 
and  countersigned  by  the  mayor. 

Any  trust  or  security  agreement  directly  or  indirectly 
securing  debt  or  temporary  loans  incurred  under  authori- 
ty of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  other  general  or 
special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may,  in  addi- 
tion to  other  security  provided  by  law,  pledge  or  assign, 
and  may  create  a  security  interest,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
in  the  receipts  and  other  monies  held  or  to  be  received 
by  the  city  in  the  then  current  or  any  future  fiscal  year 


from  the  special  excise  taxes  authorized  by  sections  8  and 
9  of  this  act  in  conformity  with  section  10  of  this  act  and 
from  any  other  tax  or  fee  heretofore  or  hereafter  im- 
posed by  any  genera!  or  special  law  the  receipts  from 
which  are  payable  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  city  and 
the  receipts,  distributions  and  reimbursements  held  or  to 
be  received  by  the  city  in  the  fiscal  years  or  parts  thereof 
during  which  suhc  debts  or  loans  will  be  outstanding  from 
the  Commonwealth  under  chapter  58  of  the  General  Laws 
and  under  any  other  local  reimbursement  or  assistance 
program  authorized  by  law,  including,  without  limitation, 
reimbursement  and  assistance  programs  described  in  sec- 
tion 25A  of  said  chapter  58  except  such  distributions  and 
reimbursement  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  specifically 
used  for  statutorily  defined  purposes.  Any  such  trust  or 
security  agreement  may  also  pledge  or  assign,  pending 
their  use  for  the  purposes  for  which  borrowed,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  proceeds  of  such  debt  or  temporary  loans  and 
may  contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforc- 
ing the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  holders  of  such 
debt  or  temporary  loans  as  the  collector-treasurer  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  reasonable  and  pro- 
per and  not  in  violation  of  law,  including,  without  limita- 
tion, provisions  defining  defaults  and  providing  for 
remedies  in  the  event  thereof  including  the  acceleration 
of  maturities,  provisions  establishing  reserves  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  debt  or  loans  and  covenants  setting  forth 
the  duties  of,  and  limitations  on,  the  city  in  relation  to 
the  custody,  safeguarding,  investment  and  applications 
of  the  proceeds,  receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements 
and  other  monies  pledged  thereunder. 

In  addition  to  other  security  provided  herein  or  other- 
wise by  law,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
city  council,  debt  and  temporary  loans  incurred  by  the 
city  under  any  provision  of  this  act  or  under  any  other 
general  or  special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  may  be 
secured,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  letters  of  credit,  as  defined 
in  article  5  of  chapter  106  of  the  General  Laws,  issued 
to  the  city  by  any  bank,  trust  company  or  other  financial 
institution,  within  or  without  the  Commonwealth, 
authorized  to  issue  the  same,  and  the  city  may  pledge  or 
assign,  and  may  create  security  interests  in,  any  of  the 
proceeds,  receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  or  other 
monies  described  in  this  section  as  security  for  the  reim- 
bursement by  the  city  to  the  issuers  of  such  letters  of  credit 
of  any  payments  made  under  the  letters  of  credit. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  company  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  act  as  a 
depository  or  trustee  of  any  proceeds,  receipts,  distribu- 
tions, reimbursements  or  other  monies  pledged  or  held 
under  any  trust  or  security  agreement  authorized  hereby 
including  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund  and  the 
Excise  Fund  and  to  fumish'such  indemnifying  bonds  or 
to  pledge  such  securities  and  issue  such  letters  of  credit 
as  may  be  requested  or  required  by  the  city.  All  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such  trust  or 
security  agreements  or  in  obtaining  any  such  letters  of 
credit  may  be  treated  as  an  expense  of  borrowing 
hereunder.  Any  pledge  made  in  accordance  with  this  act 
shall  be  valid  and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed  continuous- 
ly perfected  from  the  time  when  the  pledge  is  made,  the 
proceeds,  receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  and 
other  monies  so  pledged  and  then  held  or  thereafter  re- 
ceived by  the  city  shall  immediately  be  subject  to  the  lien 
of  such  pledge  without  any  physical  delivery  or  segrega- 
tion thereof  or  further  act;  and  the  lien  of  such  pledge 
shall  be  valid  and  binding  against  all  parties  having  claims 
of  any  kind  in  tort,  contract  or  otherwise  against  the  city 
irrespective  of  whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof. 
No  trust  or  security  agreement  by  which  a  pledge  is  created 
need  be  filed  or  recorded  except  in  the  records  of  the  ci- 
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ty  kept  by  the  city  clerk,  and  no  filing  need  be  made  under 
the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Section  13.  Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  this 
act  is  outstanding,  notwithstanding  any  contrary  general 
or  special  law,  including  but  not  limited  to  St.  1981,  c. 
351.  ss.  115-121: 

(a)  section  2  of  chapter  263  of  the  acts  of  1929,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  chapter  253  of  the  acts  of  1973,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  second 
paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraphs: 

The  commission  shall  have  exclusive  au- 
thority, except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  to  adopt, 
amend,  alter  and  repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not  in- 
consistent with  general  law  as  modified  by  this  act, 
relative  to  vehicular  street  traffic  in  the  city,  and  to 
the  movement,  stopping,  standing  or  parking  of 
vehicles  on,  and  their  exclusion  from,  all  or  any 
streets,  ways,  highways,  roads  and  parkways,  under 
the  control  of  the  city,  including  rules  and  regula- 
tions designating  any  way  or  part  thereof  under  said 
control  as  a  through  way  under  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  section  9  of  chapter  89  of  the  General 
Laws.  Such  rules  may  provide  for  resident  parking 
zones. 

The  commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking  in  the  City 
of  Boston  shall,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  fire 
commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  designate  cer- 
tain public  ways  or  parts  thereon  as  fire  lanes.  Viola- 
tion of  said  regulation  promulgated  by  the  commis- 
sioner, in  accordance  with  law,  shall  contain  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  the  maximum  fine  specified  in  the  se- 
cond paragraph  of  section  22 A  of  chapter  40,  added 
by  chapter  648  of  the  acts  of  1977,  as  amended. 

(b)  Said  section  2  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  fourth  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  paragraph: 

The  commission  may  adopt,  amend  and  repeal 
rules  and  regulations  prescribing  a  penalty,  set  by  or- 
dinance with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  coun- 
cil, for  any  violation  of  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted 
under  this  section  or  promulgated  under  section  2B; 
provided  that  no  penalty  in  excess  of  $15  shall  be 
imposed  except  by  ordinance,  and  further  provided 
that  no  penalty  shall  be  imposed  upon  any  disabled 
veteran  whose  vehicle  bears  the  distinctive  number 
plate  authorized  by  section  2  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  upon  any  handicapped  person 
whose  vehicle  displays  the  distinctive  number  plate 
authorized  by  said  section  2,  for  parking  such  vehi- 
cle on  any  way  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  per- 
mitted by  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under  this  sec- 
tion or  promulgated  under  section  2B.  A  penalty  im- 
posed under  this  section  may,  if  so  provided  in  the 
regulation  imposing  the  penalty,  be  in- 
creased by  up  to  33  VS  percent  if  it  remains  unpaid 
up  to  twenty-one  days  after  issuance  of  a  notice  of 
a  violation  of  a  parking  regulation  as  provided  under 
section  4A. 

(c)  Said  chapter  263  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  section  4  and  substituting  therefor  the  following 
sections: 

Section  4.  In  the  City  of  Boston  the  mayor,  with 
the  approval  of  the  city  council,  shall  designate  or 
appoint  a  parking  clerk.  The  parking  clerk  shall  super- 
vise and  coordinate  the  processing  of  parking  notices 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  parking  clerk  shall  have 
the  authority,  subject  to  appropriation,  to  hire  or 
designate  such  personnel  as  may  be  necessary,  or  con- 
tract for  such  services  as  may  be  necessary,  to  im- 
plement the  provisions  of  this  section:  provided, 
however,  that  such  positions  shall  be  filled  in  the  City 


of  Boston  by  granting  preferences  to  persons  who  had 
been  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  fire, 
police  or  traffic  and  crossing  guard  service,  and  all 
such  positions  in  said  City  of  Boston  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  chapter  3 1 ,  and  in  no  case  in  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  the  amount  appropriated  for  personnel  costs  ex- 
ceed 5  percent  of  the  total  amount  of  receipts  col- 
lected by  the  parking  clerk  in  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Section  4A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  of- 
ficer, and  every  person  or  persons  assigned  such 
responsibility,  who  takes  cogizance  of  a  violation  of 
any  provision  of  any  rule,  regulation,  order,  ordinance 
or  bylaw  regulating  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles 
established  for  the  City  of  Boston,  forthwith,  to  give 
the  offender  a  notice,  which  shall  be  in  tag  form  as 
provided  in  this  section,  to  appear  before  the  park- 
ing clerk  at  any  time  during  regular  office  hours,  not 
later  than  twenty -one  days  after  the  date  of  such  viola- 
tion. All  tags  shall  be  prepared  in  triplicate  and  shall 
be  prenumbered. 

Said  tag  shall  be  affixed  to  the  motor  vehicle  and 
shall  contain,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to.  the  follow- 
ing information:  The  registration  number  of  the  motor 
vehicle  involved,  the  date,  time  and  place  and  specific 
offense  charged  and,  if  a  meter  violation,  the  number 
of  said  meter,  the  name  and  badge  number  of  the  of- 
ficer or  employee  issuing  the  ticket  and  his  division, 
a  schedule  of  established  fines,  instructions  for  the 
return  of  the  tag,  and  a  notice  which  reads  as  follows: 
This  notice  may  be  returned  by  mail,  personally,  or 
by  an  authorized  person.  A  hearing  may  be  obtained 
upon  the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner. 
Failure  to  obey  this  notice  may  result  in  the 
nonrenewal  of  the  license  to  drive  and  the  registra- 
tion of  the  registered  owner. 

At  or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of  duty, 
the  officer  or  employee  shall  give  to  his  comman- 
ding officer  those  copies  of  each  notice  of  such  viola- 
tion taken  cognizance  of  during  such  tour.  Said  com- 
manding officer  shall  retain  and  safely  preserve  one 
of  such  copies  and  shall  at  a  time  no  later  than  the 
beginning  of  the  next  business  day  of  the  City  of 
Boston  after  receipt  of  such  notice,  deliver  another 
of  such  copies  to  the  parking  clerk  before  whom  the 
offender  has  been  notified  to  appear.  The  parking 
clerk  shall  maintain  a  docket  of  all  such  notices  to 
appear. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the  parking 
clerk,  as  provided  herein,  may  appear  before  such 
parking  clerk,  or  his  designee,  and  confess  the  of- 
fense charged,  either  personally  or  through  an  agent 
duly  authorized  in  writing  or  by  mailing  to  such  park- 
ing clerk  the  notice  accompanied  by  the  fine  provid- 
ed therein  such  payment  to  be  made  only  by  postal 
note,  money  order  or  check  made  out  to  the  parking 
clerk.  Payment  of  the  fine  established  shall  operate 
as  a  final  disposition  of  the  case.  Notice  affixed  to 
a  motor  vehicle  as  provided  in  this  section,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  notice,  and  a  certificate  of  the 
officer  affixing  such  notice  that  its  has  been  affixed 
thereto  in  accordance  with  this  section,  shall  be  deem- 
ed prima  facie  evidence  thereof  and  shall  be  ad- 
missable  in  any  judicial  or  administrative  proceeding 
as  to  the  facts  contained  therein. 

Section  4B.  Parking  violations  which  remain  un- 
paid after  the  exhaustion  of  the  administrative  pro- 
cedures available  to  the  violator,  shall  constitute  ac- 
counts owed  to  the  city  and  shall  be  collected  by  the 
collector-treasurer  as  such  in  accordance  with  ap- 
plicable laws. 

If  a  person  charged  with  a  violation  of  a  parking 
regulation  appears  and  requests  a  hearing  before  the 
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expiration  of  the  twenty-first  day  from  the  date  of 
issuance  of  said  parking  violation  notice,  the  park- 
ing clerk  shall  forthwith  schedule  the  matter  before 
a  person  referred  to  as  a  hearing  officer,  said  hear- 
ing officer  to  be  the  parking  clerk  or  such  other  per- 
son or  persons  as  the  parking  clerk  may  designate. 
Written  notice  of  the  date,  time  and  place  of  said  hear- 
ing shall  be  sent  by  first-class  mail  to  the  registered 
owner.  Said  hearing  shall  be  informal,  the  rules  of 
evidence  shall  not  apply  and  the  decision  of  the  hear- 
ing officer  shall  be  final  subject  to  judicial  review 
as  provided  by  section  14  of  chapter  30A. 

Section  4C.  Proceedings  under  sections  4B,  4C, 
and  4D  of  this  section,  shall  not  be  deemed  criminal. 
If  any  person  fails  to  pay  any  parking  violation  notice 
within  twenty-one  days  or  fails  to  appear  in  accor- 
dance with  said  hearing  notice  the  parking  clerk  shall 
notify  the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles  who  shall  place 
the  matter  on  record  and  not  renew  the  license  to 
operate  motor  vehicles  of  the  registered  owner  of  the 
vehicle  or  the  registration  of  said  vehicle  until  after 
notice  from  the  parking  clerk  that  the  matter  has  been 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  law.  Upon  such 
notification  to  the  registrar,  an  additional  $5  charge, 
payable  to  the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles,  shall  be 
assessed  against  the  registered  owner  of  said  vehi- 
cle. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  parking  clerk  to  notify 
the  registrar  forthwith  that  such  case  has  been  so 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  law,  provided, 
however,  that  a  certified  receipt  of  full  and  final  pay- 
ment from  the  parking  clerk  shall  also  serve  as  legal 
notice  to  the  registrar  that  said  violation  has  been 
disposed  of. 

The  parking  violation  notice  provided  herein  shall 
be  printed  in  such  form  as  the  registrar  of  motor 
vehicles  may  approve.  The  parking  clerk  shall 
distribute  such  notices  to  the  commissioner  of  the 
police  department  or  his  designee,  or  the  commis- 
sioner of  traffic  and  parking  or  his  designee,  upon 
request,  and  shall  take  a  receipt  therefor.  The  registrar 
shall  approve  such  other  forms  as  he  deems  ap- 
propriate to  implement  this  section,  and  said  forms 
shall  be  printed  and  used  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  4D.  If  any  person  shall  have  failed  to  ap- 
pear in  accordance  with  five  or  more  parking  viola- 
tion notices,  notwithstanding  any  notification  to  the 
registrar,  the  parking  clerk  may  notify  the  registered 
owner  of  said  motor  vehicle  and  the  commissioner 
of  police  or  his  designee  or  commissioner  of  traffic 
and  parking  or  his  designee  that  the  vehicle  involv- 
ed in  said  multiple  violations  should  be  removed  and 
stored,  or  otherwise  immobilized  by  a  mechanical 
device,  at  the  expense  of  the  registered  owner  of  said 
vehicle  until  such  time  as  the  matter  has  been  disposed 
of  in  accordance  with  law. 

As  used  in  this  section,  the  words  "motor  vehi- 
cle" shall  so  far  as  apt  include  trailer,  semi-trailer 
and  semi-trailer  unit. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  viola- 
tions of  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  use  of  park- 
ing areas  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
courthouse  commission. 

Section  4E.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  whenever  there 
are  outstanding  against  the  registered  owner  of  a 
motor  vehicle  more  than  five  (5)  unpaid  parking  viola- 
tions and  the  owner  has  appeared  before  the  parking 
clerk  in  accordance  with  law,  said  owner  may  apply 
to  the  clerk  of  the  division  of  the  district  or  municipal 
court  having  jurisdiction  to  have  the  matter  of  these 
alleged  violations  treated  criminally,  and  the  district 
or  municipal  court  shall  take  jurisdiction  of  the  mat- 
ter. Said  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  matter  may 


conduct  a  hearing  only  upon  written  notification  to 
the  parking  clerk  ten  days  prior  to  said  hearing.  The 
matter  shall  thereafter  be  deemed  criminal  and  the 
procedures  established  for  criminal  cases  be  follow- 
ed, provided,  however  that  the  provisions  of  the  se- 
cond and  third  paragraphs  of  section  35A  of  chapter 
218  shall  not  apply  to  such  cases.  Any  such  fines 
imposed  by  the  court  shall  not  exceed  double  the  max- 
imum fine  provided  for  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Said 
fine  imposed  by  the  court  shall  be  paid  back  to  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  4F.  The  City  of  Boston,  may  by  ordinance, 
amend,  modify  or  revise  the  provisions  of  section  4B, 
4C,  and  4D  herein  regarding  hearing  notifications, 
hearing  adjudication,  and  enforcement  monitoring, 
except  that  requirments  of  compliance  with  general 
or  other  special  law  may  not  be  revised  to  lessen  any 
such  requirements  of  compliance. 

Section  4G.  The  parking  clerk  may  contract  with 
other  municipalities  and  with  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority,  for  the  Collection  and  adjudication  of  park- 
ing violations,  in  which  event  the  parking  clerk  shall 
have  authority  to  do  so,  in  like  manner  as  those  col- 
lected and  adjudicated  hereunder,  notwithstanding 
any  contrary  provision  of  law. 
Section  14.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  sub- 
ject to  confirmation  by  the  city  council,  an  audit  com- 
mittee of  five  members,  all  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
whose  members  shall  serve  for  five  years,  except  that  of 
those  first  appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  five  years,  another  for  four  years,  another  for  three 
years,  another  for  two  years,  and  another  for  one  year. 
Members  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  may  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred,  and  shall 
be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes 
of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  city  shall  retain  the  services  of  an  independent, 
certified  public  accounting  firm  which  shall  annually  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  city.  The  audit  committee  shall  monitor 
the  progress  of  such  audit  and  shall  meet  with  the  ac- 
counting firm  at  least  quarterly.  The  said  committee  shall 
review  the  recommendations  of  the  firm  and  shall  pre- 
sent to  the  mayor  and  city  council  such  recommendations 
as  it  may  have. 

Section  15.  Section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  10  of  chapter  642 
of  the  acts  of  1966  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  said  section  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing section: 

Section  3.  All  appropriations,  excepting  those  for 
school  purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue  or 
any  source  other  than  loans,  shall  originate  with  the 
mayor.  The  mayor,  not  later  than  the  second  Wednes- 
day in  April  of  each  year,  shall  submit  to  the  city 
council  the  annual  budget  of  the  current  expenses  of 
the  city  and  county  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year, 
and  may  submit  thereafter  such  supplementary  ap- 
propriation orders  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The 
city  council  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item  but,  ex- 
cept upon  the  recommendation  of  the  mayor,  shall 
not  increase  any  item  in,  nor  the  total  of,  a  budget, 
nor  add  any  item  thereto,  nor  shall  it  originate  a 
budget.  Not  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in  June, 
the  city  council  shall  take  definite  action  on  the  an- 
nual budget  by  adopting,  reducing  or  rejecting  it,  and 
in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do,  the  items  and 
the  appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as  recom- 
mended by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  formal- 
ly adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by  the 
mayor.  The  city  council  shall  take  definite  action  on 
any  supplementary  appropriation  order  and  any  order 
for  a  transfer  of  appropriations  by  adopting,  reduc- 
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ing  or  rejecting  it  within  thirty  days  after  it  is  filed 
with  the  city  clerk;  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure 
so  to  do,  such  supplementary  appropriation  order  or 
transfer  as  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect 
as  if  formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and  ap- 
proved by  the  mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
and  county  officials  when  requested  by  the  mayor, 
to  submit  to  the  mayor  forthwith  in  such  detail  as 
the  mayor  may  require  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal 
year  of  the  expenditures  of  the  department  or  office 
under  their  charge,  which  estimates  shall  be  transmit- 
ted to  the  city  council.  Notwithstanding  the  provi- 
sions of  the  above  section,  the  budgets  of  the  mayor's 
office,  1-01-11,  and  the  city  council,  1-01-12,  shall 
not  be  subject  to  reduction  below  the  amount  ap- 
propriated in  the  previous  fiscal  year  except  by  a  two- 
third  vote  of  the  city  council,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  mayor. 
Section  16.  Section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of 
1948,  as  inserted  by  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1951,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  second  sentence, 
the  following: 

"Specific  information,  as  used  in  this  section,  shall 
include  any  and  all  records,  other  than  those  exempt 
from  disclosure  under  chapter  4,  section  77,  clause 
26  of  the  General  Laws,  within  the  control  of  any 
executive  department  or  agency  of  the  city,  including 
the  Boston  water  and  sewer  commission  and  the 
Boston  redevelopment  authority,  whether  the  infor- 
mation is  in  printed  or  electronic  form.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  enforcing  this  section,  the  city  council  shall 
have  standing  to  request  a  justice  of  the  superior  court 
department  of  the  trial  court  of  the  Commonwealth 
to  issue  appropriate  orders  to  compel  compliance  with 
this  section." 
Section  17.  Section  16  of  chapter  468  of  the  acts  of 
1909  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

No  official  of  said  city  or  county  in  case  of  epi- 
demic, riot,  natural  disaster,  or  grave  and  immediate 
threat  to  public  health  or  to  public  safety,  shall  ex- 
pend intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  ex- 
cess of  the  appropriations  duly  made  in  accordance 
with  law ,  nor  involve  the  city  in  any  contract  for  the 
future  payment  of  money  in  excess  of  such  appropria- 
tions, except  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act.  Any 
official  who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  the  city  for  any  amounts 
expended  intentionally  in  excess  of  an  appropriation 
to  the  extent  the  city  does  not  recover  such  amounts 
from  the  person  to  whom  paid.  The  trial  court  of  the 
Commonwealth  or  a  single  justice  of  the  supreme 
judicial  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  adjudicate 
claims  brought  by  the  city  hereunder  and  to  order  such 
equitable  relief  as  the  court  may  find  appropriate  to 
prevent  further  violations  of  this  section. 
Section  18.  On  or  before  August  first  of  each  year,  or 
within  ten  days  after  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and 
the  mayor  of  the  annual  appropriation  order  for  such  fiscal 
year,  whichever  shall  occur  later,  the  city  or  county  of- 
ficials in  charge  of  departments  or  agencies,  including 
the  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  department, 
shall  submit  to  the  city  auditor,  with  a  copy  to  the  city 
clerk,  in  such  form  as  the  city  auditor  may  prescribe,  an 
allotment  schedule  of  the  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  included  in  said  budget,  indicating  the  amounts 
to  be  expended  by  the  department  or  agency  for  such  pur- 
poses during  each  of  the  fiscal  quarters  of  said  fiscal  year. 

The  allotment  specified  by  the  school  department  for 
the  first  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not  exceed 
20  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  for  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment  specified 


for  any  one  of  the  remaining  three  quarters  may  not  ex- 
ceed in  such  quarter  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriation. 

The  allotment  specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and 
agencies,  except  for  the  school  department,  for  either  the 
first  or  second  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not 
exceed  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  per- 
sonnel categories  in  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment 
specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and  agencies,  ex- 
cept for  the  school  departmnt,  for  both  the  third  and  fourth 
fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not  be  less  than  2 1 
percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  in  said  fiscal  year. 

Whenever  the  city  auditor  determines  that  any  depart- 
ment or  agency,  including  the  school  department,  will 
exhaust  or  has  exhausted  its  quarterly  allotment  and  any 
amounts  unexpended  in  previous  quarters,  he  shall  give 
notice  in  writing  to  such  effect  to  the  department  head, 
the  mayor  and  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  transmit  the  same 
to  city  council. 

The  mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce  such 
allotment  with  the  concurrence  of  the  city  council.  If  the 
allotment  for  such  quarter  is  waived  or  not  enforced,  as 
provided  above,  the  department  or  agency  head  shall 
reduce  the  subsequent  quarters'  allotments  appropriate- 
ly. If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  enforced  or  not 
waived,  thereafter  the  department  shall  terminate  all  per- 
sonnel expenses  for  the  remainder  of  such  quarter.  All 
actions,  notices,  and  decisions  provided  for  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city  council  and  the  city 
clerk  within  seven  (7)  days. 

No  personnel  expenses  earned  or  accrued,  within  any 
department,  shall  be  charged  to  or  paid  from  such  depart- 
ment's or  agency's  allotment  of  a  subsequent  quarter 
without  approval  by  the  mayor,  except  for  subsequently 
determined  retroactive  compensation  adjustments.  Ap- 
proval of  a  payroll  for  payment  of  wages,  or  salaries  or 
other  personnel  expenses  which  would  result  in  an  ex- 
penditure in  excess  of  the  allotment  shall  be  a  violation 
by  the  department  or  agency  head  including  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  section  16  of  chapter  486 
of  the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended.  If  the  continuation  of 
operations  is  not  approved  in  a  quarter  where  a  depart- 
ment has  exhausted  the  quarterly  allotment  or  allotments 
as  specified  above,  or,  in  any  event,  if  a  department  has 
exceeded  its  entire  appropriation  for  a  fiscal  year,  the 
city  shall  have  no  obligation  to  pay  any  personnel  cost 
or  expense  arising  after  such  allotment  or  appropriation 
has  been  exhausted.  Notwithstanding  any  special  or 
general  law  to  the  contrary,  every  collective-bargaining 
agreement  entered  into  by  the  city,  the  school  department, 
or  the  county  shall  be  subject  to  and  shall  expressly  in- 
corporate the  provisions  of  this  section. 

To  insure  that  the  overall  city  and  county  spending  pro- 
gram remains  in  balance,  the  mayor  may  reallocate  no 
more  than  $3  million  of  nonpersonnel  appropriations  other 
than  school  appropriations  during  a  fiscal  year  to  other 
departmental  purposes  provided  that  in  no  department 
from  which  appropriations  have  been  reallocated  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  section  shall  any  transfers  be  made 
under  s.  38  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  from  per- 
sonal services  to  nonpersonal  services,  except  with  the 
approval  of  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  city  council,  if  such 
transfer  would  require  the  layoff  of  departmental  person- 
nel, who  have  been  permanently  appointed  to  a  position 
in  the  department  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  3 1  of 
the  General  Laws,  no  reallocation  may  be  made  under 
this  section  after  April  15th  in  any  fiscal  year. 

Section  19.  Except  as  provided  by  section  38  of  chapter 
71,  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  school  department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  the  residency 
ordinances  of  said  city  as  the  same  are  now  in  effect  or 
from  time  to  time  mav  be  amended. 
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Section  20.  (a)  Chapter  231  of  the  acts  of  1906  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section 
1,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  333 
of  the  acts  of  1978,  everything  after  the  first  three 
sentences  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
new  paragraph: 

The  school  committee  may  remove  the  superinten- 
dent for  just  cause  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the 
members  after  proper  notice  and  public  hearing.  The 
superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be.  and 
during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  defined 
by  ordinance.  Failure  to  maintain  such  residence  shall 
be  deemed  a  voluntary  termination  of  employment. 
Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  shall 
be  filled  by  the  school  committee  for  the  unexpired 
term  with  a  person  qualified  in  all  respects  for  the 
office. 

(b)  Said  chapter  231  is  hereby  further  amended  by  in- 
serting after  the  first  paragraph  of  section  1  thereof  the 
following  paragraphs: 

No  employee  of  the  Boston  school  department  shall 
be  hired,  fired,  promoted,  or  demoted  by  the  school 
committee  w  ithout  the  expressed  w  ritten  approval  of 
the  superintendent  of  schools.  Provided  also, 
however,  that  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have 
no  power  of  appointment  of  a  president,  vice- 
president,  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the  school  com- 
mittee or  of  a  person  to  serve  on  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  teachers  retirement  fund  or  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  permanent  school  pension  fund,  or  one  ad- 
ministrative assistant  and  one  secretary  for  each  com- 
mittee member. 

No  contract,  except  for  collective  bargaining 
agreements,  made  by  the  school  committee  shall  be 
binding  on  the  city  without  having  been  approved  in 
w  riting  by  the  superintendent  and  otherwise  conforms 
to  the  requirements  of  the  city  charter.  The  school 
committee  may  delegate  to  the  superintendent  the 
authority  to  make  on  behalf  of  the  committee  and 
without  further  approval  of  the  committee,  contracts 
or  amendments  to  contracts,  except  for  collective 
bargaining  agreements,  subject  to  requirements  of 
special  and  general  contract  law  for  the  purchase  or 
rental  of  goods  or  supplies,  leases  of  property  and 
for  professional  or  other  services. 

The  school  committee  may  delegate  to  the 
superintendent  the  authority  to  approve  for  the  school 
department  without  further  authority  proposals  for 
state  and  federal  funding. 

The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the  committee 
for  appropriation  the  annual  budget  of  the  school 
department  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no  later 
than  the  second  Wednesday  in  April  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  each  fiscal  year.  The  school  commit- 
tee may  adopt,  reject  or  reduce  or  increase  any  item 
subject  to  chapter  224  of  the  acts  of  1936,  as 
amended.  After  adoption  of  the  annual  budget  by  the 
school  committee,  the  superintendent  shall  appoint 
no  person  except  to  a  budgeted  position. 

Section  1A  of  chapter  231  of  the  acts  of  1906,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  333 
of  the  acts  of  1978,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  the  first  three  paragraphs  thereof. 
Section  2 1 .  Section  2  of  chapter  224  of  the  acts  of  1936, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  583  of  the  acts  of 
1970  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  said  section 
in  its  entirety  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

Section  2.  (1)  The  school  committee,  by  vote  of 
at  least  four-fifths  of  all  its  members,  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays,  may  make  appropriations  as  follows: 

(A)  For  the  alteration  and  repair  of  school  buildings 


and  for  furniture,  fixtures,  and  means  of  escape  in 
the  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire  protection  of  existing 
buildings  and  for  improving  existing  school  yards: 
for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1, 
1982-56,000,000. 

(i)  For  subsequent  fiscal  years,  the  school  com- 
mittee by  a  like  vote,  may  appropriate 
up  to  the  same  amount  as  was  appropriated 
by  the  school  committee  for  the  im- 
mediately preceding  fiscal  year  for  such  pur- 
poses, plus  an  amount  equal  to  amounts,  if 
any  appropriated  for  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year  by  the  city  council  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  for  such  purposes, 
unless  such  appropriation  is  by  its  terms  ex- 
cluded from  the  calculation  established  herein. 
(B)  For  all  other  school  purposes:  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  1,  1982-5205,500,000. 

(i)  For  subsequent  fiscal  years,  the  school  com- 
mittee, by  a  like  vote,  may  appropriate  up  to  the 
same  amount  as  was  appropriated  by  the  school 
committee  for  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year 
for  such  purposes,  plus  an  amount  equal  to 
amounts,  if  any,  appropriated  for  the  immediate- 
ly preceding  fiscal  year  by  the  city  council  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  for  such  purposes,  unless 
such  appropriation  is  by  its  terms  excluded  from 
the  calculation  established  herein.

By  the  same  vote  required  to  ap- 
propriate, the  school  committee  may  transfer  ap- 
propriations from  the  purposes  of  paragraph  1(B)  to 
the  purposes  of  paragraph  1(A),  and  the  city  coun- 
cil, after  the  request  of  the  school  committee  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts 
of  1909  may  transfer  appropriations  freely  between 
the  purposes  of  paragraphs  1(A)  and  1(B),  but  no  such 
transfer  shall  affect  the  calculations  made  by  the  city 
auditor  hereunder.  Any  appropriations,  which  are 
made  after  the  city  auditor's  certification  required 
herein,  shall  be  deemed  appropriated  in  the  subse- 
quent fiscal  year  for  the  purposes  of  this  section. 
Unexpended  appropriation  balances  may  be  reap- 
propriated  for  their  respective  purposes.  Nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  school 
committee  to  appropriate  sums  distributed  or 
distributable  under  chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws, 
which  sums  constitute  general  revenues  of  the  city.

Every  order  of  the  city  council  approving  a  petition 
to  the  General  Court  pursuant  to  clause  (1)  of  sec- 
tion 8  of  Article  2  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall 
be  presented  to  the  mayor  who  shall  forthwith  con- 
sider the  same,  and,  within  fifteen  days  of  presenta- 
tion, either  approve  it,  or  file  with  the  city  council 
a  statement  in  detail  of  his  reasons  for  not  approv- 
ing the  same,  including  any  objection  based  on  form, 
on  content,  or  both,  provided  that  no  such  order  shall 
be  deemed  approved  or  in  force  unless  the  mayor  af- 
fixes his  signature  thereto.

After  an  appropriation  of  money  has 
been  made  by  the  city  for  any  specific  purpose,  or 
for  the  needs  and  expenditure  of  any 
city  department  or  county  office,  no  transfer  of  any 
part  of  the  money  thus  appropriated,  between  such 
department  or  office  and  another  department  or  of-

After  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  the  city  auditor  may.  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  in  each  instance,  apply  any  income  and 
taxes  not  disposed  of  and  make  transfers  from  any 
appropriation  to  any  other  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
pose only  of  closing  the  accounts  of  such  fiscal  year.

During  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1982  and  June 
30  1983  the  City  of  Boston  shall  maintain  in  the  Boston 
police  department  and  Boston  fire  department,  either  in 
active  service,  training  or  recruitment,  no  fewer  uniformed 
employees  that  the  total  of  the  number  in  service  or  on 
injured  leave  on  March  24,  1982,  plus  the  number  of 
uniformed  employees  eligible  for  reinstatement  pursuant 
to  this  section,  without  regard  to  the  number  of  eligible 
uniformed  employees  who  actually  return  to  service  in 
either  department.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  an 
employee  of  either  department  from  being  placed  in  in- 
jured leave  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  41,  1 1  IF.  The 
mayor  shall  annually  request  and  the  city  council  shall 
annually  appropriate  sufficient  amounts  to  the  respective 
departments  to  cover  the  costs  imposed  by  this  section, 
but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  permit 
the  officers  in  charge  of  said  departments  to  expend  funds 
in  excess  of  available  appropriations  in  violation  of  the 
city  charter. 

Section  26.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
to  provide  an  additional,  alternative,  and  complete  method 
for  the  doing  of  things  authorized  hereby  and  shall  be 
deemed  and  construed  to  be  supplemental  and  additional 
to.  and  not  in  derogation  of,  powers  conferred  on  the  ci- 
ty by  law,  provided,  however,  that  insofar  as  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
any  general  or  special  law,  ordinance,  or  regulation,  the 
provisions  hereof  shall  be  controlling.

has  not  been  modified  by  an  order  of  said  board  for 
a  subsequent  fiscal  year  shall  not  be  increased  by 
more  than  53  percent  of  its  amount  as  so  abated,  pro- 
vided, however  that  any  assessment  which  is  in- 
creased by  the  assessors  of  the  city  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  further  increased 
by  said  assessors  for  a  period  of  three  consecutive 
years  after  the  fiscal  year  for  which  said  increase  was 
made,  unless  the  parcel  so  assessed  has  been  im- 
proved by  construction  or  by  substantial  reconstruc- 
tion or  rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to  the  con- 
dominium form  of  ownership  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  183 A  of  the  General  Law  as 
evidenced  by  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  occupan- 
cy by  the  city  or  the  recording  of  a  master  deed, 
whichever  is  appropriate,  or  there  has  been  a  major 
increase  in  the  fair  economic  rent  of  the  parcel  so 
assessed,  or  unless  the  increase  in  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  parcel  so  assessed  is  the  result  of  and  con- 
sistent with  a  general  revaluation  of  all  of  the  prop- 
erty within  the  city  which  conforms  to  the  provisions 
of  article  4,  section  1 ,  chapter  2  of  part  II  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth. 
Section  26(b).  The  assessed  valuation  of  any  parcel 
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of  real  estate  which  is  or  has  been  reduced  on  ac- 
count of  the  abatements  of  taxes  assessed  by  the 
assessors  of  the  city  for  the  fiscal  years 
ending  on  June  30,  1980.  or  for  the  fiscal  years 
ending  on  June  30,  1981,  and  on  June  30,  1982,  pur- 
suant to  an  order  of  the  appellate  tax  board,  shall  not 
be  increased  by  the  assessors  for  the  city  for  at  least 
three  consecutive  years  after  the  fiscal  year  for  which 
the  abatement  was  granted  unless  the  parcel  so  as- 
sessed has  been  improved  by  construction  or  by 
substantial  reconstruction  or  rehabilitation  or  has  been 
converted  to  the  condominium  form  of  ownership 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  183A  of  the 
General  Laws  as  evidenced  by  the  issuance  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  occupancy  by  the  city  or  the  recording  of 
a  master  deed,  which  ever  is  appropriate,  or  there 
has  been  a  major  increase  in  the  fair  economic  rent 
of  the  parcel  so  assessed,  is  the  result  of  and  consis- 
tent with  a  general  revaluation  of  all  of  the  property 
within  the  city  which  conforms  to  the  provisions  of 
article  4,  section  1 ,  chapter  2  of  part  II  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  26(c).  After  a  general  revaluation  of  all  the 
property  within  the  city  conforming  to  the  judicial 
interpretations  of  article  4,  section  1.  chapter  2  of 
part  2  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  any 
valuation  with  respect  to  a  fiscal  year  beginning  after 
such  revaluation,  which  is  thereafter  adjudicated  in 
favor  of  the  appellant  property  owner  by  the  appellate 
tax  board  or  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall

The  assesed  valuation  of  any  parcel 
of  real  estate  that  was  not  exempt  from  taxation  under 
chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  on  January  1 ,  1980, 
shall  not  be  increased  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  for 
a  period  of  two  consecutive  fiscal  years  following 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1981 ,  unless  the  parcel 
so  assessed  has  been  improved  by  construction  or  by 
substantial  reconstruction  or  rehabilitation  or  has  been 
converted  to  the  condominium  form  of  ownership 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  183A  of  the 
General  Laws  as  evidenced  by  the  issuance  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  occupancy  by  the  city  or  the  re- 
cording of  a  master  deed,  whichever  is  appropriate 
or  there  has  been  a  major  increase  in  the  fair  economic 
rent  of  the  parcel  so  assessed,  or  unless  the  increase 
in  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  parcel  so  assessed 
is  the  result  of  and  consistent  with  a  general  revalua- 
tion of  all  of  the  property  within  the  city  which  con- 
forms to  the  provisions  of  article  4,  section  1 ,  chapter 
2  of  part  U  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Section  26(e) 

Augmented  Fire  Service  Availability 
Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter  222  of  the 
acts  of  1949,  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized  to 
impose  the  following  usage  charge  by  ordinance: 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire 
protection  to  certain  structures  in  the  city  is  greater  than 
the  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire  protection 
to  the  majority  of  structures,  by  reason  of  their  size,  type 
of  construction,  use,  and  other  relevant  factors;  and 

Whereas,  The  provision  of  fire  protection  to  such  struc- 
tures requires  the  city  to  employ  additional  fire  fighters, 
deploy  additional  equipment  and  purchase  equipment  dif- 


ferent in  kind  from  that  required  to  provide  fire  protec- 
tion for  the  majority  of  structures;  and 

Whereas,  The  availability  of  such  additional  fire  ser- 
vices is  being  provided  to  a  small  proportion  of  the 
buildings  in  the  city;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1  .—Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is 
to  assure  the  city's  continued  ability  to  provide  the 
availablity  of  fire  fighting  services  in  excess  of  the  degree 
of  such  services  provided  to  the  general  public  by  im- 
posing the  cost  of  making  available  such  extra  services 
on  those  to  whom  such  extra  services  are  made  available. 

Section  2— City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  after  section  458  the  following  section: 
Section  459. 

Definitions.  In  this  ordinance,  the  following  words 
and  phrases  shall  have  the  meanings  given  in  the 
following  clauses: 

(1)  "Augumented  fire  service  availablity, 
(ASFA),"  the  capacity  to  deliver  a  total  fire  flow  in 
excess  of  3,500  gallons  per  minute. 

(2)  "Total  fire  flow  (TFF),"  the  total  fire  fighting 
capacity,  expressed  in  gallons  per  minute,  necessary 
to  extinguish  a  fully  involved  fire  in  any  given  struc- 
ture, taking  into  account  fire  suppression  and  detec- 
tion equipment  and  life  risk  as  provided  herein.  Total 
fire  flow  shall  be  determined  by  the  fire  commissioner 
according  to  the  following  formula:  TFF  =  (NFF) 
x  (1-S)  x  (LRF). 

(3)  "Needed  fire  flow  (NFF),"  a  factor,  express- 
ed in  gallons  per  minute,  to  be  determined  by  the 
fire  commissioner  taking  into  account  a  construction 
type  factor,  an  effective  area  factor,  a  use  factor,  an 
exposure  factor,  and  connecting  passageways  factor. 

(4)  "Suppression  credit  (S),"  a  credit  to  be  used 
in  determining  total  fire  flow,  taking  into  account  the 
existence  of  fire  suppression  and  detection  equipment 
in  a  structure. 

(5)  "Life  risk  factor  (LRF),"  a  factor,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  account 
density  of  occupancy,  hours  of  occupancy,  number 
of  stories,  and  the  existence  of  smoke  removal 
equipment. 

Prior  to  March  first  of  each  year  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  determine  which  structures  in  the  city  are  being  pro- 
vided augmented  fire  services  availability.  On  or  before 
March  first  of  each  year,  the  owners  of  all  such  struc- 
tures being  provided  augumented  fire  services  availability 
shall  be  assessed  a  fee  by  the  fire  commissioner,  to  be 
determined  by  said  fire  commissioner  as  provided  in  this 
ordinance,  for  the  provision  of  augumented  fire  services 
availability.  Said  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  cost  of  pro- 
viding augumented  fire  services  availability  and  shall  be 
due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments;  the  first  in- 
stallment due  and  payable  no  later  tha  May  first  of  the 
year  in  which  the  assessment  is  made,  and  the  second 
installment  due  and  payable  no  later  than  November  first 
of  the  same  year.  The  fire  commissioner  shall  in  his  order 
of  assessment  designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel  assessed 
the  person  or  entity  who  was  liable  to  assessment  thereof 
on  the  preceding  January  first  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws.  In  the  case  of  a  con- 
dominium, as  defined  by  section  1  of  chapter  183 A  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  fire  commissioner  shall  in  his  order 
of  assessment  designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel  assessed 
the  person,  corporation,  trust,  association  or  other  entity 
designated  on  the  master  deed  or  any  amendments  thereto 
pursuant  to  section  8(i)  of  chapter  183 A  of  the  General 
Laws. 

The  fire  commissioner  may  estimate  the  fee  to  be  paid 
for  a  particular  structure.  In  such  cases,  the  assessment 
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shall  be  labelled  as  an  estimated  fee,  shall  be  assessed 
to  the  owner  of  a  structure  subject  to  such  fee  on  or  before 
March  first,  and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  shall  be  paid 
to  the  collector-treasurer.  Following  payment  of  the  first 
installment  of  an  estimated  fee,  or  in  cases  in  which  the 
fee  assessed  on  or  before  March  first  is  appealed  as  pro- 
vided herein,  the  fire  commissioner  shall  determine  the 
fee  as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance.  In  cases  where  the 
estimated  fee  is  less  than  the  final  fee,  the  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  assess  to  the  owner  of  each  structure  subject 
to  such  fee  the  difference  between  the  estimated  fee  and 
the  final  fee.  Said  fee  shall  be  assessed  no  later  than 
December  thirty-first  of  the  year  in  which  the  estimated 
fee  was  assessed,  shall  be  due  and  payable  no  later  than 
the  following  March  first,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the 
collector-treasurer.  In  cases  in  which  the  first  installment 
of  the  estimated  fee  has  been  paid  by  May  first,  and  said 
estimated  fee  is  greater  than  the  final  or  corrected  fee  as 
determined  by  the  fire  commissioner,  the  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  so  inform  the  collector-treasurer,  who  shall 
refund  the  difference  between  the  final  or  corrected  fee 
and  the  estimated  fee  to  the  person  or  entity  so  assessed, 
plus  interest  of  8  percent  per  annum,  provided  said 
estimated  fee  has  been  paid  in  full.  If  said  determination 
that  the  estimated  fee  is  greater  than  the  final  or  corrected 
fee  is  made  prior  to  payment  of  the  full  estimated  fee, 
a  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  person  or  entity  so  assessed 
abating  the  difference  between  the  estimated  fee  and  said 
final  or  corrected  fee. 

Upon  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  fee  or 
estimated  fee  as  assessed  on  or  before  March  first,  the 
person  or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  the  correct- 
ness of  such  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with  the  fire 
commissioner  on  or  before  June  first.  Upon  receiving  a 
notice  of  appeal  the  fire  commissioner  shall  schedule  a 
hearing  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  entity  appealing 
of  the  date  of  said  hearing.  The  person  or  entity  who  fil- 
ed the  appeal  shall  be  entitled  to  appear  at  the  hearing 
and  present  evidence  challenging  the  correctness  of  the 
fee  or  estimated  fee  assessed.  The  fire  commissioner  or 
his  designee  shall  preside  at  said  hearing,  shall  render 


a  decision  affirming  the  correctness  of  the  fee  assessed 
or  correcting  said  fee,  and  shall  so  notify  the  person  or 
entity  who  filed  the  appeal.  The  filing  of  an  appeal  and 
the  pendency  of  any  proceedings  pursuant  thereto  shall 
not  operate  to  stay  the  payment  of  any  fee  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  ordinance.  The  fire  commissioner  shall 
notify  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  correctness  of  any  fee 
pursuant  to  an  appeal. 

The  fire  commissioner  may  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  administration  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3 —  Revenues  received  hereunder  shall  be- 
used  to  restore  and  maintain  adequate  public  safety  forces 
in  the  City  of  Boston  which  shall  be  defined  as  police 
and  fire  service. 

Section  27.  If  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  in- 
valid in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  af- 
fect any  other  provision  or  circumstances. 

Section  28.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
except  that  the  provisions  of  section  21  as  to  the  enforce- 
ment or  waiver  of  allotments  shall  be  in  effect  only  with 
respect  to  quarters  ending  forty-five  days  or  more  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  an  allotment  schedule  must 
be  submitted  as  provided  within  fifteen  days  of  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  act. 

The  report  was  accepted.

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MAYOR  WHITE  RECOMMENDS  TAX  PROTECTION  FOR  ELDERLY,  WIDOWS,  WIDOWERS 

Asks  Council  to  safeguard  exemptions  against  inflation,  revaluation.  POLICE  EXAM 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  February  2,  asked  the  City  Council  to  adopt  local  TO  BE  HELD  IN  SPRING 

option  legislation  and  a  city-sponsored  bill  so  that  the  elderly,  widows,  widowers,       Commissioner  Joseph  M.  Jordan  has 
and  other  eligible  Boston  residents  will  continue  to  receive  fair  property  tax 
exemptions. 

The  Mayor  said  Council  approval  is  urgent  because  inflation  and  the  new  prop- 
erty values  established  under  citywide  revaluation  would  make  it  impossible  for 
most  elderly,  widows,  and  widowers  to  qualify  for  any  tax  exemptions.  In  addi- 
tion, others  who  qualify,  including  the  blind  and  disabled  veterans,  would  have 
iheir  exemptions  sharply  reduced  if  the  new  measures  were  not  approved. 

"As  you  are  aware,  Boston  has  com-  In  addition,  Mayor  White  is  asking  the 
pleted  a  citywide  revaluation  and  is    City  Council  to  approve  his  adminis- 


awaiting  state  certification  of  the 
results,"  Mayor  White  said.  "This 
revaluation,  besides  reducing  the  tax 
bills  of  80  percent  of  the  property 
owners,  will  ensure  that  all  of  the  city's 
taxpayers  carry  only  their  fair  share  of 
the  tax  load. 

"But,  unless  we  take  the  appropriate 
action  I  am  recommending,  persons 
who  have  been  receiving  tax  exemp- 
tions —  and  who  deserve  them  —  would 
be  unfairly  deprived,"  the  Mayor  said. 
"This  would  be  an  unacceptable  excep- 
tion to  the  equitable  tax  process  the  city 
has  put  in  place." 

The  local  option  legislation  the  Mayor 
is  recommending  to  the  City  Council 
authorizes  cities  and  towns  in  the  Com- 
monwealth to  make  their  tax  exemption 
restrictions  more  reflective  of  today's 
economy  and  the  new  property  values. 

Single,  elderly  persons,  for  example, 
would  have  their  "gross  income  restric- 
tion" raised  from  $6,000  to  $10,000  a 
year,  and  their  "whole  estate  restriction 
(their  real  and  personal  estate,  but  not 
their  domicile)  increased  from  $17,000 
to  $20,000.  The  figures  for  married, 
elderly  persons  would  be  hiked  from 
S7.000  to  $1 2,000  in  the  income  restric- 
tion category,  and  from  $20,000  to 
S23.000  in  the  estate  category. 

Appropriate  modifications  would  be 
made  under  local  option  legislation  for 
the  blind,  widows,  and  widowers. 


tration's  bill  to  increase  the  value  of  all 
property  tax  exemptions  by  up  to  60  per- 
cent. In  other  words,  if  the  value  of  the 
fiscal  1983  exemptions  were  $175  (off 
the  tax  bill),  the  60  percent  factor  would 
increase  this  as  high  as  $280;  if  the 
value  of  the  exemption  were  $500,  it 
would  be  hiked  as  high  as  $800  under 
this  formula. 

"I  am  requesting  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil adopt  this  bill  so  that  all  property 
owners  eligible  for  exemption  are  pro- 
tected to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law," 
the  Mayor  said. 

The  Boston-sponsored  bill,  approved 
by  the  Legislature  late  last  year, 
represents  potential  protection  against 
a  diminution  of  exemption  value  for  the 
elderly,  blind,  widows,  and  widowers, 
and  disabled  veterans  in  thirty  cities  and 
towns  in  addition  to  Boston.  These  com- 
munities, like  Boston,  have  recently  had 
their  properties  revalued. 

The  Mayor  said  the  bill  received  legis- 
lative approval  because  of  "the  diligent 
efforts  of  many  city  officials,  the  House 
and  Senate  leadership,  the  Boston 
delegation,  and  the  City  Council." 

Recommending  speedy  City  Council 
adoption  of  the  legislative  options  and 
the  Boston  bill,  Mayor  White  said,  "I  am 
confident  these  special  acts  will  allevi- 
ate any  potential  inflation  and  revalua- 
tion-related hardship  that  may  have 
been  imposed  upon  taxpayers  eligible 
for  exemptions."

The  program  offers 
numerous  fringe  benefits  and  provides 
a  significant  opportunity  for  a  career  as 
a  Boston  Police  Officer  to  those  cadets 
who  have  successfully  completed  two 
years  with  the  program. 

In  making  the  announcement  Com- 
missioner Jordan  said,  "These  cadet 
positions  offer  the  youth  of  our  city  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  investigate  the 
public  safety  field  and  to  contribute  to 
the  well-being  of  their  community  in  a 
meaningful  way."

HARVARD  TUITION  RISES  AGAIN 

Tuition  and  room  and  board  charges 
at  Harvard  College  will  rise  next  year  by 
8.7  percent  from  $12,000  to  $13,150, 
the  fourth  increase  in  four  years. 
Charges  for  the  1983-84  school  year 
were  approved  today  by  the  Harvard 
Corporation. 

Increases  in  tuition  and  room  and 
board  charges  for  1982-83,  1981-82, 
and  1980-81  were,  respectively,  14.8 
percent,  14.9  percent  and  12.7  percent. 

"Last  year  at  this  time  and  the  year 
before  that,  it  was  my  duty  to  announce 
the  need  for  back-to-back  increases  of 
nearly  15  percent,"  Henry  Rosovsky, 
dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  said.  "After  three  years  of 
double-digit  increases  I  am  pleased  this 
year  to  be  able  to  announce  that  the 
increases  for  1983-84  will  be  less  than 
9  percent." 

Rosovsky  noted  that  the  increase  for 
next  year  at  Harvard  is  smaller  than 
most  of  the  increases  that  have  been 
proposed  at  comparable  institutions 
such  as  Brown,  Columbia,  Cornell,  Dart- 
mouth, MIT,  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
Princeton,  and  Yale  which  range  from 
8.4  percent  to  12.6  percent. 


While  tuition  and  room  and  board  j 
charges  at  Harvard  will  rise  next  year  I 
by  8.7  percent,  the  amount  of  financial  I 
aid  available  to  needy  students  will  I 
increase  by  9.9  percent,  L.  Fred  Jewett,  I 
dean  of  admissions  and  financial  aid,  I 
noted. 

"Harvard  will  continue  to  maintain  an  II 
admissions  policy  under  which  appli-l 
cants  are  admitted  without  reference  to  I 
whether  they  will  need  financial  assist-  I 
ance,"  Jewett  said.  "This  aid-blind  I 
policy  is  intended  to  assure  that  Harvard  I 
can  continue  to  attract  a  diverse  and  I 
talented  student  body  composed  of  indi-| 
viduals  from  all  socio-economic  back- 1 
grounds. 

"No  one  interested  in  a  Harvard  edu- 1 
cation  should  refrain  from  applying  fori 
financial  reasons.  Through  grants, 
loans,  scholarships,  and  work-study  we 
are  committed  to  assuring  that  all  the 
students  we  admit  will  have  the  means  I 
to  pay  for  their  education  here."

ANTIBIOTICS 

Part  II 

Since  most  childhood  illnesses  are 
caused  by  viruses,  antibiotics  are  not 
necessary  or  helpful  for  most  sick 
children.  But  even  if  antibiotics  are  not 
always  necessary,  can  they  do  any 
harm?  Why  not  use  them  all  the  time 
"just  in  case?" 

The  fact  is  that  unnecessary  use  of 
antibiotics  can  cause  problems.  An- 
tibiotics should  be  avoided  unless  the 
doctor  thinks  they  are  needed.  Several 
kinds  of  problems  can  arise  if  these 
drugs  are  used  unwisely:  1.  allergy;  2. 
emergence  of  resistant  bacteria;  and  3. 
partial  treatment  or  masking  of  a  serious 
illness. 

Drug  allergies  are  fairly  common. 
Usually  these  show  up  as  red,  spotty 
rashes  that  sometimes  itch.  More 
serious  allergic  reactions  can  also  oc- 
cur, including  hives  and  severe 
breathing  problems.  No  one  knows  why 
a  particular  person  becomes  allergic  to 
a  drug,  and  no  one  can  tell  how  many 
exposures  to  the  drug  will  cause  the 
allergy  to  appear.  A  person  could  have 
an  allergic  reaction  as  early  as  the  sec- 
ond time  he  or  she  has  taken  the  drug, 
or  it  could  take  200  doses  to  bring  out 
the  allergy.  Therefore,  each  time  an  an- 
tibiotic is  used,  the  possibility  for  such 
a  reaction  exists.  Unnecessary  use  is 
taking  unnecessary  chances. 

Bacteria  are  clever.  When  they 
reproduce  they  can  sometimes  acquire 
the  ability  to  fight  off  a  particular  an- 
tibiotic. They  become  "resistant"  to  that 
drug.  They  then  become  much  more  dif- 
ficult to  treat — new  drugs  must  be  used. 
Sometimes  bacteria  become  resistant  to 
many  different  antibiotics,  making  treat- 
ment even  more  difficult.  The  more  fre- 
quently a  drug  is  used,  the  greater  the 
chances  of  bacteria  developing 
resistance  to  it.  A  drug  used  less  fre- 
quently has  a  greater  chance  of  "tak- 
ing the  bacteria  by  surprise."  This  then, 
is  the  second  argument  for  careful  use 
of  antibiotics,  to  prevent  or  delay  the 
development  of  resistant  bacteria. 


Finally,  partial  treatment  or  masking 
of  a  serious  illness  can  occur  when  an- 
tibiotics are  used  unnecessarily.  This 
can  happen  when  antibiotics  are  started 
by  a  parent  or  doctor  without  thorough 
evaluation  of  the  illness,  including  ap- 
propriate tests  such  as  cultures.  The 
usual  picture  is  this:  the  child  has  been 
taking  antibiotics  for  two  or  three  days, 
but  is  not  getting  better.  The  presence 
of  antibiotics  in  the  child's  system  can 
make  the  proper  tests  difficult  to  inter- 
pret. The  doctor  may  have  a  very  dif- 
ficult time  determining  whether:  1.  the 
illness  is  viral  and  does  not  require  an- 
tibiotics; 2.  the  illness  is  bacterial,  but 
requires  a  different  drug;  or  3.  the  illness 
is  a  serious  bacterial  disease  that  re- 
quires drugs  given  by  vein  in  the 
hospital.  To  make  these  distinctions, 
more  extensive  testing  or  hospital 
observation  sometimes  become 
necessary.  In  other  words,  unnecessary 
antibiotic  use  can  cause  more  problems 
for  the  doctor  and  more  suffering  for  the 
child. 

Antibiotics,  while  essential  in  many  in- 
stances, have  their  dangers  and  should 
not  be  used  unless  the  illness  has  been 
evaluated  properly.  As  a  parent,  it  is 
your  right  and  responsibility  to  under- 
stand why  a  particular  drug  is,  or  is  not, 
being  prescribed  for  your  child.

2.  In  addition  to  the  damage  discovered  when  the 
vans  where  returned  at  the  end  of  the  contract, 
there  had  been  other  damage  sustained  earlier  in 
the  contract  period.  The  School  Committee's  lia- 
bility on  account  of  the  $250  deductible  for  that 
damage  amounted  to  $1 ,779,  or,  the  equivalent  of 
one  month's  lease  for  all  three  vans.  The  School 
Committee  paid  this  amount  out  of  the  $21 ,600  en- 
cumbered for  the  lease.  Thus,  the  School  Commit- 
tee was  $1 ,779  short  at  the  end  of  the  contract  and 
had  no  money  to  pay  for  the  last  month  of  the  con- 
tract, December,  1980.

ORDINANCE  TO  INCREASE  COMPENSATION 
OF  MEMBERS  OF  BOARD  OF  APPEAL 

The  following  was  recieved:

To  the  City  Council: 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  proposal  amendment  of  the 
CBC,  Ord.  5,  sec.  105,  paragraph  9,  to  increase  the  com- 
pensation of  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

The  current  compensation  for  each  member  of  the  Board 
of  Appeal  in  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  is  for 
everyday  or  part  thereof  of  actual  service,  S75;  but  in  no 
event  shall  any  board  member  receive  in  any  one  year 
more  than  $9,000  in  the  aggregate  for  services  rendered 
by  him  under  the  Building  Code  and  the  Zoning  Law. 

The  proposed  compensation  would  increase  the  per 
diem  rate  from  S75  to  $100  and  each  member  shall  receive 
in  one  year  no  more  than  $12,000  in  the  aggregate. 

The  current  compensation  has  been  in  effect  since 
November.

Coun.  McCORMACK  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( 1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  errors  and  editorial  changes 
of  form  only: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston,  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  section  4,  may  borrow,  at  one  time  or  from 
time  to  time  prior  to  June  30,  1983,  a  sum  in  the  aggregate 
not  exceeding  $75  million,  and  may  issue  and  sell  bonds, 
notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  said  city 
therefor  as  provided  herein.  Bonds,  notes  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  may  be  issued  hereunder  by 
the  collector-treasurer  of  said  city  with  the  appoval  of  the 
mayor,  and,  notwithstanding  section  16  and  19  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws,  may  be  issued  as  serial  bonds 
or  term  bonds  or  any  combination  thereof,  shall  mature 
on  such  date  or  dates  and  in  such  amounts,  may  be 
redeemable  prior  to  their  maturity  at  the  option  of  the  city 
with  or  without  premium,  and  may  be  sold  in  such  man- 
ner, either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for  such  price 
as  the  collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  determine  to  be  reasonable  and  proper. 

Section  2.  Subject  to  section  16  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  bonds  and  notes  issued  under  this  act  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  City  of  Boston,  Funding 
Loan  Act  of  1982.  Each  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate 
loan  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
ten  years  from  their  dates.  Debt  incurred  under  authority 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the  limit 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  established  by  law,  but  shall, 
except  as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  provi- 
sions of  section  17  thereof  relative  to  temporary  loans 
in  acticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  authority  provided  by  sec- 
tion 17  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  issue  notes 
in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes,  the  city, 
acting  by  its  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  enter  into  agreements  with  banks  or  trust 
companies,  within  or  without  the  Commonwealth, 
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whether  in  the  form  of  lines  of  credit  or  other  banking 
arrangements,  for  the  making  by  the  city  from  time  to 
time  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the  money  to 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  bonds  and  notes  under  sec- 
tion 1  hereof  in  such  aggregate  principal  amounts  out- 
standing from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amount 
authorized  by  section  1,  as  the  collector-treasurer  may 
determine  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  Any  temporary 
loans  incurred  under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes 
if  any  issued  to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed 
from  time  to  time,  provided  all  such  loans  and  renewals 
thereof  shall  be  payable  not  later  than  June  30,  1983.  Any 
agreement  entered  into  by  the  city  under  this  section,  and 
notes  of  the  city  if  any  issued  thereunder,  whether  in 
coupon  or  registered  form  or  payable  to  order,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the 
city  and  countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans 
incurred  under  this  section  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
collector-treasurer  and  the  mayor,  provide  for  prepayment 
at  any  time  with  or  without  premium  at  the  option  of  the 
city,  and  may  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  the 
collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
deem  proper,  including  rates  variable  from  time  to  time 
as  determined  by  such  index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other 
method  specified  in  such  agreement.  Any  such  agreement 
may  also  include  such  other  covenants  and  provisions  for 
protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights,  security  and  remedies 
of  the  lenders  as  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer  and  mayor,  be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not 
in  violation  of  law. 

Section  4.  All  proceeds  of  any  borrowing  authorized 
by  section  1  and  section  3  of  this  act,  afterpayment,  unless 
otherwise  provided  for,  of  all  expense  of  the  borrowing, 
shall  be  deposited  in  a  separate  fund  which  shall  be  set 
up  on  the  books  of  the  city  or  otherwise  established  pur- 
suant to  the  trust  agreement,  if  any,  securing  such  bor- 
rowing, and  maintained  separate  and  apart  form  all  other 
funds  and  accounts  of  the  city.  Such  fund  shall  be  called 
the  City  of  Boston  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund. 
Amounts  deposited  in  such  fund  shall,  upon  written  direc- 
tion of  the  collector-treasurer,  and  approval  of  the 
Disproportionate  Assessment  Board  as  provided  in  sec-

granted,  the  address  of  the  property,  the  owner  of  record, 
the  amount  to  be  refunded  or  reimbursed,  the  date  of  the 
abatement  was  granted  and  the  date  or  proposed  date  of 
payment  of  such  refund  or  reimbursement.  No  more  than 


twenty  days  after  the  date  of  payment  of  any  refund 
hereunder,  a  record  of  each  such  refund,  including  the 
address  of  the  property,  the  owner  of  record,  the  amount 
refunded,  the  date  the  abatement  was  granted,  the  date 
of  payment  of  such  refund  and  the  date  of  ratification  of 
such  payment  by  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Board 
shall  be  filed  with  the  city  council  and  published  in  the 
City  Record. 

When  assessing  taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1983  and  any  subsequent  year,  the  assessors  of  the 
city  shall  exclude  from  the  calculation  of  the  amount  re- 
quired to  be  assessed  under  section  23  of  chapter  59  of 
the  General  Laws  all  abatements  met  or  reimbursed  from 
amounts  borrowed  under  this  act. 

The  expenses  of  any  borrowing  made  under  authority 
of  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  such  borrowing  or  from  the  general  funds  of  the  city 
to  the  extent  not  otherwise  provided  for.  Income  earned 
on  investment  of  any  proceeds  of  such  borrowing  shall 
be  credited  to  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund  or 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  council  transferred  to  the 
general  fund  of  the  city  to  be  used  solely  to  meet  payments 
of  principal  or  interest  on  debt  issued  under  authority  of 
section  1  and  section  3  of  this  act.  If  on  June  30,  1983 
any  amount  borrowed  under  authority  of  section  1  of  this 
act  remains  unexpended  for  the  purposes  provided  for 
herein,  such  amount  shall  be  applied  without  further  ap- 
propriation to  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  coming 
due  in  the  next  fiscal  year  on  debt  incurred  under  said 
section.  Any  amount  in  excess  of  such  principal  and  in- 
terest shall  be  transferred  to  the  general  fund  of  the  city 
as  of  such  date,  and  shall  be  applied,  without  further  ap- 
propriation, to  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  com- 
ing due  in  the  next  fiscal  year  on  any  debt  of  the  city. 

The  auditor  of  the  city,  in  accordance  with  section  16 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  annually  notify 
the  assessors  of  the  city  of  the  amount  of  debt  and  in- 
terest charges  matured  and  maturing  during  the  next  fiscal 
year  on  all  debt  of  the  city  incurred  under  section  1  of 
this  act  and  what  provision  if  any  has  been  made  for  the 
payment  of  such  debt  and  interest,  and  said  assessors  shall 
include  the  amount  of  such  debt  and  interest  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  the  tax  levy  of  that  year  notwithstan- 
ding any  limit  provided  by  law  on  the  total  taxes  assessable 
by  the  city  for  such  year;  provided  inclusion  of  any  such 
amount  in  the  levy  of  any  year  shall  not  operate  to  in- 
crease the  amount  otherwise  available  within  any  limits 
thereon  to  meet  other  appropriations  of  the  city. 

Section  5.  Upon  the  issuance  of  any  bonds,  notes  or 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  under  authority 
of  section  1  and  section  3  of  this  act,  a  Disproportionate 
Assessment  Board  shall  be  established  consisting  of  the 
treasurer  and  receiver-general,  the  secretary  of  administra- 
tion and  the  commissioner  of  revenue  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  Disproportionate  Assessment  Board  shall 
be  solely  constituted  and  empowered  to  approve 
disbursements  from  the  Disproportionate  Assessment 
Fund  as  provided  in  this  section.  Upon  presentation  by 
the  collector-treasurer  of  a  request  for  ratification  of  a 
proposed  disbursement  from  the  Disproportionate  Assess- 
ment Fund,  the  board  shall  determine  if  all  certificates 
and  information  required  to  be  filed  with  the  Board  by 
section  4  of  this  act  with  respect  to  disbursement  have 
been  so  filed.  Within  twenty-one  days  of  the  presenta- 
tion of  such  request,  the  board  shall  notify  the  collector- 
treasurer  either  that  such  certificates  and  information  have 
been  so  filed  and  that  the  proposed  disbursement  is 
therefore  approved  or  that  the  required  information  and 
certificates  have  not  been  filed,  specifically  identifying 
the  required  information.  The  board  shall  act  on  any  re- 
quest of  the  collector-treasurer  not  so  approved  within 
five  days  after  the  collector-treasurer  shall  file  with  the 
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board  any  information  specified  by  the  board  to  be  lack- 
ing. If  the  board  shall  fail  to  act  on  a  request  of  the 
collector-treasurer  for  disbursements  from  the  Dispropor- 
tionate Assessment  Fund  within  twenty-one  days  of 
presentation  of  such  request,  or  within  five  days  of  fil- 
ing of  any  lacking  information  as  aforesaid,  the  request 
of  the  collector-treasurer  shall  for  all  purposes  of  this  act 
be  deemed  approved. 

Section  6.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in 
section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  in  any 
other  general  or  special  law  heretofore  enacted,  the  City 
of  Boston,  when  authorized  by  vote  of  a  two-thirds  of 
all  the  city  councillors  passed  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes  taken  not  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  apart,  may  incur  debt  in  any  fiscal  year  for  tem- 
porary loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  said  chapter  44.  of  such  fiscal  year  in  an  amount 
not  exceeding  the  total  tax  levy  of  such  fiscal  year  or. 
if  said  levy  has  not  yet  been  established  by  the  assessors 
of  the  city,  not  exceeding  85  percent  of  the  total  tax  levy 
of  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Notes  issued  under  authority  of  this  section  may  be  sold 
in  such  manner,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for 
such  price  as  the  collector-treasurer  may.  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  determine  to  be  reasonable  and 
proper.  Each  note  issued  under  authority  of  this  section 
and  any  renewal  thereof  shall,  notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  717  of  the  acts  of  1957.  be  payable 
no  later  than  June  thirtieth  of  the  year  in  which  such  note 
or  renewal  thereof  is  issued,  provided  that  notes  may  be 
issued  or  renewed  under  authority  of  this  section  after 
May  thirty-first  in  any  year,  payable  not  later  than  one 
year  from  their  dates  if  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  does 
not  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  remaining  unpaid  at  such 
May  thirty-first  on  real  and  personal  property  taxes 
assessed  in  such  year  and  not  included  in  a  tax  title 
account. 

Section  7.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  provided  in  sec- 
tion 6  of  this  act  to  issue  notes  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  a  fiscal  year,  the  city,  acting  by  its  collector- 
treasurer  with  the  appoval  of  the  mayor,  may  enter  into 
agreements  with  banks  or  trust  companies,  within  or 
without  the  Commonwealth,  whether  in  the  form  of  lines 
of  credit  or  other  banking  arrangements,  for  the  making 
by  the  city  from  time  to  time  of  temporary  loans  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such 
loans  are  made  in  such  principal  amounts  outstanding  from 
time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amounts  authorized  by 
the  City  Council  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  6 
hereof,  as  the  collector-treasurer  may  determine  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor.  Any  temporary  loans  incurred 
under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes,  if  any,  issued 
to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed  from  time  to 
time,  provided  all  such  loans  shall  be  payable  not  later 
than  the  dates  provided  in  said  section  6.  Any  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  section,  and  notes 
of  the  city,  if  any,  issued  thereunder,  whether  in  coupon 
or  registered  form  or  payable  to  order,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the  city  and 
countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans  incurred 
under  this  section  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer,  provide  for  prepayment  at  any  time  with  or 
without  premium  at  the  option  of  the  city  and  may  bear 
interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  the  collector-treasurer  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  proper,  including 
rates  variable  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  such 
index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other  method  specified  in  such 
agreement.  Any  such  agreement  may  also  include  such 
other  covenants  and  provisions  for  protecting  and  enfor- 
cing the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  lenders  as 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  and  mayor 
be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of  the  law. 


Section  8.  For  purposes  of  this  section  the  following 
words  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

"Operator,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  Com- 
monwealth and  political  subdivisions,  agencies  and 
authorities  thereof,  who,  whether  as  owner,  proprietor, 
lessee,  sublessee,  mortgagee,  concessionaire,  licensee  or 
otherwise,  receives  a  parking  fee  attributable  to  a  park- 
ing space. 

"Parking  facility."  means  any  off-street,  open  or 
enclosed  area,  lot,  garage,  building  or  structure,  or  com- 
bination or  portion  thereof,  utilized  in  whole  or  in  part 
for  the  provision  of  unmetered,  off-street  parking  of  motor 
vehicles,  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws,  including  without  limitation,  facilities  open 
to  the  public  for  a  fee  and  facilities  provided  by  an 
employer  for  use  by  customers,  employees  or  licensees 
for  a  fee,  but  excluding  facilities  provided  or  leased 
primarily  to  occupants  of  a  residence  and  their  guests  on 
the  same  or  other  premises  for  use  only  in  connection  with 
and  as  an  accessory  to  the  occupancy  of  such  residence. 

"Parking  fee,"  means  the  total  consideration,  excluding 
the  excise  imposed  hereunder,  received  by  an  operator, 
whether  or  not  separately  stated  and  whether  or  not  paid 
by  the  user,  for  the  purpose  of  a  parking  space  by  a  user 
or  another  person. 

"Parking  space."  means  that  portion  of  a  parking  facili- 
ty normally  allocated  to  a  single  motor  vehicle. 

"Transfer  of  the  right  of  use,"  includes,  without  limita- 
tion, any  transfer  of  title  or  possession,  or  both,  and  any 
exchange,  bailment,  license,  lease  or  rental,  conditional 
or  otherwise. 

"User,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  obtains  the  use 
for  such  person  or  another  person  of  a  parking  space  for 
a  parking  fee. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1 
of  this  act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  forty-fifth  day 
following  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby 
imposed  upon  the  transfer  by  an  operator  of  the  right  of 
use  of  a  parking  space  located  on  or  in  any  parking  facility 
in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  uniform  rate  of  15  percent 
of  the  parking  fee  for  such  parking  space. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  excise  provided  in 
this  section  shall  cease  to  be  imposed,  and  the  authority 
therefor  shall  expire,  when  all  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  authorized  and  issued  under 
the  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act,  including  any  in- 
debtedness issued  to  refund  any  such  indebtedness,  shall 
be  paid  or,  if  earlier,  when  such  indebtedness  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  paid  under  any  trust  or  other  security 
agreement  securing  the  same,"or,  if  no  such  indebtedness 
shall  then  be  outstanding,  on  June  30,  1983.  Reimburse- 
ment for  the  excise  imposed  by  this  section  shall  be  paid 
by  the  user  to  the  operator,  and  each  operator  shall  add 
to  the  parking  fee  and  shall  collect  from  the  user  the  full 
amount  of  the  excise  imposed  by  this  section,  or  an 
amount  equal  as  nearly  as  possible  or  practicable  to  the 
average  equivalent  thereof,  provided  the  amount  of  such 
excise  need  not  be  stated  and  charged  separately  from 
the  parking  fee  or  shown  separately  on  any  record  thereof 
delivered  to  the  user  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  law 
or  by  regulation  of  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  as 
hereinafter  provided.  The  amount  of  such  excise  shall  be 
a  debt  from  the  user  to  the  operator,  when  so  added  to 
the  parking  fee,  and  shall  be  recoverable  at  law  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  debts. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  all  forms 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 
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shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions, not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when 
reasonably  designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purposes 
of  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  proper  interpretation  of  such  provisions. 

The  collector-treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  and 
the  commissioner  of  revenue  with  a  copy  of  any  regula- 
tion proposed  to  be  prescribed  under  this  section  and  shall 
publish  such  proposed  regulation  in  the  City  Record.  Such 
regulation  shall  be  effective  twenty  days  after  the  date 
of  publication  unless  prior  thereto  the  city  council,  by 
a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind 
such  regulation.  All  forms  and  regulations  shall  conform, 
as  far  as  practicable,  to  forms  and  regulations  issued  by 
the  commissioner  of  revenue  under  chapter  62C  of  the 
General  Laws  for  the  interpretation  and  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws. 

On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  calendar  month 
every  operator  who  has,  during  the  preceding  calendar 
month,  made  any  transfer  of  the  right  to  use  of  a  parking 
space  on  which  an  excise  is  payable  under  this  section 
shall  file  a  return  with  the  collector-treasurer  in  such  form 
as  the  collector-treasurer  shall  prescribe  and  providing 
such  information  as  he  deems  necessary  for  the  computa- 
tion and  collection  of  the  excise  hereby  imposed,  and  shall 
remit  herewith  the  amount  of  the  excise  payable  for  such 
month.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  deposit  all  amounts 
so  collected  in  the  Excise  Fund  established  in  section  10 
of  this  act.  In  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this 
section,  the  city,  acting  by  the  collector-treasurer,  shall 
have,  and  hereby  is  vested  with,  the  powers,  procedures 
and  remedies  provided  and  granted  to  the  commissioner 
of  revenue  by  chapter  62C  of  the  General  Laws  for  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  the  tax  imposed  by  sec- 
tion 64H  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  9.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  following 
words  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

"Applicant,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  seeks  to 
register  a  master  deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  in  the  registry 
of  deeds  or  who  seeks  a  building  permit  for  the  construc- 
tion or  alteration  of  a  structure  or  other  appurtenances 
thereto  on  one  or  more  lots  included  in  a  consolidation. 

"Condominium,"  "master  deed,"  and  "units,"  shall 
have  the  meanings  given  such  words  by  chapter  183A 
of  the  General  Laws. 

"Consolidation."  means  the  consolidation  of  two  or 
more  lots,  as  shown  on  the  records  of  the  building  depart- 
ment of  the  city,  into  one  parcel  of  land  for  purposes  of 
construction  or  alteration  on  one  or  more  lots  in  such 
parcel  or  structures,  or  appurtenances  thereto,  for  which 
a  building  permit  is  required  to  be  granted  by  the  com- 
missioner of  said  department  in  accordance  with  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code  or 
chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws. 

"Consolidation  Plan."  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  con- 
solidation, in  such  form  as  the  building  commissioner  of 
the  city  shall  prescribe,  showing  the  boundaries  of  each 
lot  in  such  consolidation  and  the  names  of  each  record 
owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other  information  as 
the  building  commissioner  of  the  city  may  reasonably  re- 
quire or  as  is  required  by  law  and  includes  a  site  plan 
as  provided  in  the  state  building  code. 

"Lot."  means  an  area  of  land  in  one  ownership,  with 
definite  boundaries,  used,  or  available  for  use,  as  the  site 
of  one  or  more  structures  as  defined  in  chapter  145  of 
the  General  Laws. 

"Subdivision,"  means  the  division  of  a  tract  of  land 
into  two  or  more  lots  and  includes  resubdivision. 


"Subdivision  plan,"  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  sub- 
division showing  the  boundaries  of  each  lot  to  be  created 
thereby,  the  record  owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  required  by  law  . 

"Registry  of  Deeds,"  means  the  registry  of  deeds  of 
Suffolk  County  and.  when  appropriate,  includes  the  land 
court. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  aothorized  by  section  1  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  follow- 
ing the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby  im- 
posed upon  the  creation  of  any  condominium  or  subdivi- 
sion located  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  City  of  Boston  at 
the  uniform  rate  of  S500  for  each  unit,  in  excess  of  one 
unit,  in  the  condominium,  as  shown  by  the  master  deed, 
and  S500  for  each  lot  in  excess  of  two  lots,  in  the  sub- 
division as  shown  by  the  subdivision  plan.  Such  excise 
shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  excise  or  fee  payable 
under  any  other  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  the  crea- 
tion of  condominiums  or  subdivisions  or  the  recording 
of  a  master  deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  or  instrument  con- 
veying interests  in  units  or  lots.  Payment  of  the  excise 
imposed  hereby  shall  be  made  by  the  applicant  to  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  city  prior  to  recording  any  master 
deed  or  subdivision  plan.  The  collector-treasurer  shall 
deposit  all  amounts  so  collected  in  the  Excise  Fund 
established  in  section  10  of  this  act.  or  if  such  fund  shall 
have  been  dissolved,  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city.  The 
excise  imposed  under  this  section,  unless  paid  as  provided 
herein,  shall,  with  all  incidental  charges  and  fees,  be  a 
lien  on  each  unit  or  lot  from  the  date  of  filing  of  the  master 
deed  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  60. 
section  37  of  the  General  Laws  in  the  same  manner  as 
taxes  assessed  on  land. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  or  after  the  thirtieth  day  following 
the  effective  date  of  this  act.  an  excise  is  hereby  imposed 
upon  each  consolidation  located  in  whole  or  in  part  in 
the  City  of  Boston  at  the  uniform  rate  of  $500  for  each 
lot.  in  excess  of  two  lots,  as  shown  in  the  consolidation 
plan.  Such  excise  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  excise 
or  fee  payable  under  any  other  provision  of  law  applicable 
to  such  consolidation  or  the  issuance  of  a  building  per- 
mit for  the  construction  or  altertation  of  any  structure  on 
any  lot  thereon.  Payment  of  the  excise  shall  be  made  by 
the  applicant  to  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  prior 
to  the  issuance  by  the  building  commissioner  of  any  per- 
mit applicable  to  construction  or  alteration  of  any  struc- 
ture in  any  lot  in  such  consolidation  and  said  commis- 
sioner shall  not  issue  any  such  permit  until  a  consolida- 
tion plan  has  been  filed  with  the  commissioner  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  of  the  collector-treasurer,  on  such 
forms  as  he  shall  prescribe,  attesting  to  the  payment  of 
the  excise  applicable  thereto.  The  collector-treasurer  shall 
deposit  all  amounts  so  collected  in  the  Excise  Fund 
established  in  Section  10  of  this  act.  or  if  such  fund  shall 
have  been  dissolved,  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  forms 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 
shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when 
reasonably  designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  proper  interpretation  of  such  provisions.  The  collector- 
treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  revenue  w  ith  a  copy  of  any  regulation  proposed 
to  be  prescribed  under  this  section  and  shall  publish  such 
proposed  regulation  in  the  City  Record.  Such  regulation 
shall  be  effective  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  publica- 
tion unless  prior  thereto  the  city  council,  by  majority  vote 
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of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind  such  regulation. 
All  remedies  provided  by  sections  35.  36.  and  37  of 
chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  or  otherwise  provided 
by  law  shall  be  available  to  and  are  hereby  vested  in  the 
collector-treasurer  for  the  proper  administration  and  en- 
forcement of  this  section. 

Section  10.  Not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act,  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  shall 
set  up  on  the  books  of  the  city,  or  otherwise  establish 
pursuant  to  the  trust  or  other  security  agreement,  if  any, 
securing  any  indebtedness  incurred  under  authority  of  sec- 
tion 1  and  section  3  of  this  act.  a  separate  fund  entitled 
the  City  of  Boston  Excise  Fund.  Such  fund  shall  be  main- 
tained as  provided  in  this  act  by  the  collector-treasurer 
or,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  by  the  corporate  trustee 
under  such  trust  or  security  agreement.  All  receipts  from 
the  excises  established  under  sections  8  and  9  of  this  act 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  Excise  Fund.  Except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  section,  all  amounts  so  deposited 
shall  be  used  solely  to  pay  the  cost  of  administration  and 
collection  of  said  excises,  under  such  supplementary  ap- 
propriation orders  as  the  mayor  may  submit  and  the  city 
council  approve  in  accordance  with  the  city  charter,  and 
to  pay  or  provide  for.  without  further  appropriation,  the 
principal  of  and  premium  and  interest  on  all  bonds,  notes 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  under  author- 
ity of  section  1  of  this  act  including  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  such  reserves  therefor  as  may  be  provided 
for  in  any  trust  or  other  security  agreement  securing  the 
same  and  the  costs  of  adminstration  of  such  trust  or  other 
security  agreement.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  trust 
or  other  security  agreement  securing  indebtedness  incurred 
under  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act.  if  at  the  close  of 
any  fiscal  year  beginning  on  and  after  July  1.  1983  a 
balance  remains  in  the  Excise  Fund  after  payment  or  pro- 
vision for  all  such  costs  of  administration  and  collection, 
premium  and  interest  and  reserves,  such  balance  shall, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  be  either  deposited  in  the  Dispropor- 
tionate Assessment  Fund  created  under  section  5  of  this 
act  for  application  to  the  purpose  of  such  fund  or  in  the 
general  fund  of  the  city  to  be  applied  solely  to  the  pay- 
ment of  debt  and  interest  maturing  and  becoming  due  in 
the  next  fiscal  year  on  any  debt  of  the  city.  The  Excise 
Fund  shall  be  dissolved  on  June  30,  1983,  if  no  in- 
debtedness issued  under  the  authority  of  section  1  of  this 
act  shall  then  be  outstanding  or  otherwise  when  all  such 
indebtedness,  including  any  indebtedness  issued  to  refund 
any  such  indebtedness,  shall  be  paid  or,  if  earlier,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  meaning  of  any 
trust  or  other  security  agreement  securing  the  same.  Any 
balance  remaining  in  the  Excise  Fund  on  such  date  of 
dissolution  shall  be  deposited  in  the  general  fund  of  the 
city  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  debt  and  interest  on 
any  debt  of  the  city. 

Section  1 1 .  Notwithstanding  anything  in  section  5  of 
chapter  717  of  the  acts  of  1957,  as  amended,  for  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  July  1 ,  1982  and  each  fiscal  year  thereafter, 
whether  or  not  any  loan  issued  under  authority  of  sec- 
tion 1  and  section  3  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  deductions 
made  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  under  clause  (a)  of  sec- 
tion 23  of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  on  account 
of  estimated  receipts  from  the  special  excise  taxes 
authorized  by  sections  8  and  9  hereof  may  be  made  up 
to  such  amounts  as  the  auditor  of  the  city  shall  estimate, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  commissioner  or  revenue. 

Section  12.  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
city  council,  any  debt  or  temporary  loan  incurred  under 
authority  of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  other  general 
or  special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may  be 
secured  by  one  or  more  trust  agreements  or  other  secur- 


ity agreements  between  the  city  and  a  corporate  trustee, 
which  may  be  any  trust  company  or  bank  having  the 
powers  of  a  trust  company  within  or  without  the  Com- 
monwealth, or  directly  between  the  city  and  the  lender 
of  such  debt  or  temporary  loan.  Any  such  trust  or  securi- 
ty agreement  shall  be  in  such  form  as  determined  by  the 
collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  be  executed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor 
and  countersigned  by  the  mayor. 

Any  trust  or  security  agreement  directly  or  indirectly 
securing  debt  or  temporary  loans  incurred  under  author- 
ity of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  other  general  or 
special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may,  in  addi- 
tion to  other  security  provided  by  law,  pledge  or  assign, 
and  may  create  a  security  interest,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
in  the  receipts  and  other  monies  held  or  to  be  received 
by  the  city  in  the  then  current  or  any  future  fiscal  year 
from  the  special  excise  taxes  authorized  by  sections  8  and 
9  of  this  act  in  conformity  with  section  10  of  this  act  and 
from  any  other  tax  or  fee  heretofore  or  hereafter  imposed 
by  any  general  or  special  law  the  receipts  from  which  are 
payable  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  city  and  the  receipts, 
distributions  and  reimbursements  held  or  to  be  received 
by  the  city  in  the  fiscal  years  or  parts  thereof  during  which 
such  debt  or  loans  will  be  outstanding  from  the  Com- 
monwealth under  chapter  58  of  the  General  Laws  and 
under  any  other  local  reimbursement  or  assistance  pro- 
gram authorized  by  law,  including,  without  limitation, 
reimbursement  and  assistance  programs  described  in  sec- 
tion 25A  of  said  chapter  58  except  such  distributions  and 
reimbursements  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  specifically 
used  for  statutorily  defined  purposes.  Any  such  trust  or 
security  agreement  may  also  pledge  or  assign,  pending 
their  use  for  the  purposes  of  which  borrowed,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  proceeds  of  such  debt  or  temporary  loans  and 
may  contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforc- 
ing the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  holders  of  such 
debt  or  temporary  loans  as  the  collector-treasurer  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  reasonable  and  pro- 
per and  not  in  violation  of  law,  including,  without  limita- 
tion, provisions  defining  defaults  and  providing  for 
remedies  in  the  event  thereof  including  the  acceleration 
of  maturities,  provisions  establishing  reserves  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  debt  or  loans  and  convenants  setting  forth 
the  duties  of,  and  limitations  on,  the  city  in  relation  to 
the  custody,  safeguarding,  investment  and  application  of 
the  proceeds,  receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  and 
other  monies  pledged  thereunder. 

In  addition  to  other  security  provided  herein  or  other- 
wise by  law,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
city  council,  debt  and  temporary  loans  incurred  by  the 
city  under  any  provision  of  this  act  or  under  any  other 
general  or  special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  may  be 
secured,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  letters  of  credit,  as  defined 
in  article  5  of  of  chapter  106  of  the  General  Laws,  issued 
to  the  city  by  any  bank,  trust  company  or  other  financial 
institution,  within  or  without  the  Commonwealth, 
authorized  to  issue  the  same,  and  the  city  may  pledge  or 
assign,  and  may  create  security  interests  in,  any  of  the 
proceeds,  receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  or  other 
monies  described  in  this  section  as  security  for  the  reim- 
bursement by  the  city  to  the  issuers  of  such  letters  of  credit 
of  any  payments  made  under  the  letters  of  credit. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  company  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  act  as 
a  depository  or  trustee  of  any  proceeds,  receipts,  distribu- 
tions, reimbursements  or  other  monies  pledged  or  held 
under  any  trust  or  security  agreement  authorized  hereby 
including  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund  and  the 
Excise  Fund  and  to  furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or 
to  pledge  such  securities  and  issue  such  letters  of  credit 
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as  may  be  requested  or  required  by  the  city.  All  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such  trust  or 
security  agreement  or  in  obtaining  any  such  letters  of  credit 
may  be  treated  as  an  expense  of  borrowing  hereunder. 
Any  pledge  made  in  accordance  with  this  act  shall  be  valid 
and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed  continuously  perfected 
from  the  time  when  the  pledge  is  made,  the  proceeds, 
receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  and  other  monies 
so  pledged  and  then  held  or  thereafter  received  by  the 
city  shall  immediately  be  subject  to  the  lien  of  such  pledge 
without  any  physical  delivery  or  segregation  thereof  or 
further  act;  and  the  lien  of  such  pledge  shall  be  valid  and 
binding  against  all  parties  having  claims  of  any  kind  in 
tort,  contract  or  otherwise  against  the  city,  irrespective 
of  whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  No  trust  or 
security  agreement  by  which  a  pledge  is  created  need  be 
filed  or  recorded  except  in  the  records  of  the  city  kept 
by  the  city  clerk,  and  no  filing  need  be  made  under  the 
Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Section  13.  Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  this 
act  is  outstanding,  notwithstanding  any  contrary  general 
or  special  law,  including  but  not  limited  to  St.  1981,  c. 
351.  ss.  115-121: 

(a)  Section  2  of  chapter  263  of  the  acts  of  1929,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  253  of  the  acts  of 
1973,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  se- 
cond paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing paragraphs: 

The  commission  shall  also  have  exclusive  authority, 
except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend, 
alter  and  repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  general  law  as  modified  by  this  act,  relative  to 
vehicular  street  traffic  in  the  city,  and  to  the  movement, 
stopping,  standing  or  parking  of  vehicles  on,  and  their 
exclusion  from,  all  or  any  streets,  ways,  highways, 
roads,  and  parkways,  under  the  control  of  the  city,  in- 
cluding rules  and  regulations  designating  any  way  or 
part  thereof  under  said  control  as  a  through  way  under 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  chapter 
89  of  the  General  Laws.  Such  rules  may  provide  for 
resident  parking  zones. 

The  commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking  in  the  City 
of  Boston  shall,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  fire  com- 
missioner of  the  City  of  Boston,  designate  certain  public 
ways  or  parts  thereof  as  fire  lanes.  Violation  of  said 
regulation  promulgated  by  the  commissioner,  in  accor- 
dance with  law,  shall  contain  a  fine  not  to  exceed  the 
maximum  fine  specified  in  the  second  paragraph  of  sec- 
tion 22A  of  Chapter  40,  added  by  chapter  648  of  the 
acts  of  1977.  as  amended. 

(b)  Said  section  2  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  fourth  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

The  commission  may  adopt,  amend  and  repeal  rules 
and  regulations  prescribing  a  penalty,  set  by  ordinance 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  council,  for 
any  violation  of  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under  this 
section  or  promulgated  under  section  2B;  provided  that 
no  penalty  in  excess  of  $15  shall  be  imposed  except 
by  ordinance,  and  further  provided  that  no  penalty  shall 
be  imposed  upon  any  disabled  veteran  whose  vehicle 
bears  the  distinctive  number  plate  authorized  by  sec- 
tion 2  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  or  upon  any 
handicapped  person  whose  vehicle  displays  the  distinc- 
tive plate  authorized  by  said  section  2  for  parking  such 
vehicle  on  any  way  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than 
permitted  by  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under  this  sec- 
tion or  promulgated  under  section  2B.  A  penalty  im- 
posed under  this  section  may.  if  so  provided  in  the 
regulation  imposing  the  penalty,  be  increased  by  up  to 
33  Vt  percent  if  it  remains  unpaid  up  to  twenty -one  days 
after  issuance  of  a  notice  of  a  violation  of  a  parking 
regulation  as  provided  under  section  4A. 


(c)  Said  chapter  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  section  4  and  substituting  therefor  the  follow- 
ing sections: 

Section  4.  In  the  City  of  Boston  the  mayor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  city  council,  shall  designate  or  appoint 
a  parking  clerk.  The  parking  clerk  shall  supervise  and 
coordinate  the  processing  of  parking  notices  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  parking  clerk  shall  have  the  authority, 
subject  to  appropriation,  to  hire  or  designate  such  per- 
sonnel as  may  be  necessary,  or  contract  for  such  ser- 
vices as  may  be  necessary,  to  implement  the  provisions 
of  this  section;  provided,  however,  that  such  positions 
shall  be  filled  in  the  City  of  Boston  by  granting 
preferences  to  persons  who  had  been  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  the  fire,  police  or  traffic  and  cross- 
ing guard  service,  and  all  such  positions  in  said  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  chapter  3 1 ,  and  in  no  case 
in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  the  amount  appropriated  for 
personnel  exceed  5  percent  of  the  total  amount  of 
receipts  collected  by  the  parking  clerk  in  the  previous 
fiscal  year. 

Section  4A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  of- 
ficer, and  every  person  or  persons  assigned  such  respon- 
sibility, who  takes  cognizance  of  a  violation  of  any  pro- 
vision of  any  rule,  regulation,  ordinance  or  bylaw 
regulating  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  established  for 
the  City  of  Boston,  forthwith,  to  give  the  offender  a 
notice,  which  shall  be  in  tag  form  as  provided  in  this 
section,  to  appear  before  the  parking  clerk  at  any  time 
during  regular  office  hours,  not  later  than  twenty-one 
days  after  the  date  of  such  violation.  All  tags  shall  be 
prepared  in  triplicate  and  shall  be  prenumbered. 

Said  tag  shall  be  affixed  to  the  motor  vehicle  and  shall 
contain,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  in- 
formation: the  registration  number  of  the  motor  vehi- 
cle involved,  the  date,  time  and  place  and  specific  of- 
fense charged  and,  if  a  meter  violation,  the  number  of 
said  meter,  the  name  and  badge  number  of  the  officer 
or  employee  issuing  the  ticket  and  his  division,  a 
schedule  of  established  fines,  instructions  for  the  return 
of  the  tag,  and  a  notice  which  reads  as  follows:  This 
notice  may  be  returned  by  mail,  personally  or  by  an 
authorized  person.  A  hearing  may  be  obtained  upon 
the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner.  Failure  to 
obey  this  notice  within  twenty-one  days  after  the  date 
of  violation  may  result  in  the  nonrenewal  of  the  license 
to  drive  and  the  registration  of  the  registered  owner. 

At  or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of  duty,  the 
officer  or  employee  shall  give  to  his  commanding  of- 
ficer those  copies  of  each  notice  of  such  violation  taken 
cognizance  of  during  such  tour.  Said  commanding  of- 
ficer shall  retain  and  safely  preserve  one  of  such  copies 
and  shall  at  a  time  no  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
next  business  day  of  the  City  of  Boston  after  receipt 
of  such  notice,  deliver  another  of  such  copies  to  the 
parking  clerk  before  whom  the  offender  has  been 
notified  to  appear.  The  parking  clerk  shall  maintain  a 
docket  of  all  such  notices  to  appear. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the  parking 
clerk,  as  provided  herein,  may  appear  before  such  park- 
ing clerk,  or  his  designee,  and  confess  the  offense 
charged,  either  personally  or  through  an  agent  duly 
authorized  in  writing  or  by  mailing  to  such  parking  clerk 
the  notice  accompanied  by  the  fine  provided  therein 
such  payment  to  be  made  only  by  postal  note,  money 
order,  or  check  made  out  to  the  parking  clerk.  Payment 
of  the  fine  established  shall  operate  as  a  final  disposi- 
tion of  the  case.  Notice  affixed  to  a  motor  vehicle  as 
provided  in  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
notice,  and  a  certificate  of  the  officer  affixing  such 
notice  that  it  has  been  affixed  thereto  in  accordance  with 
this  section,  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence 
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thereof  and  shall  be  admissible  in  any  judicial  or  ad- 
ministrative proceeding  as  to  the  facts  contained  therein. 

Section  4B.  Parking  violations  which  remain  unpaid 
after  the  exhaustion  of  the  administrative  procedures 
available  to  the  v  iolator,  shall  constitute  accounts  owed 
to  the  city  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  collector- 
treasurer  as  such  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws 

If  a  person  charged  w  ith  a  violation  of  a  parking 
regulation  appears  and  requests  a  hearing  before  the 
expiration  of  the  twenty-first  day  from  the  dtae  of  is- 
suance of  said  parking  v  iolation  notice,  the  parking  clerk 
shall  forthw  ith  schedule  the  matter  before  a  person  re- 
ferred to  as  a  hearing  officer,  said  hearing  officer  to 
be  the  parking  clerk  or  such  other  person  or  persons 
as  the  parking  clerk  may  designate.  Written  notice  of 
the  date,  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  shall  be  sent 
by  first-class  mail  to  the  registered  owner.  Said  hear- 
ing shall  be  informal,  the  rules  of  evidence  shall  not 
apply  and  the  decision  of  the  hearing  officer  shall  be 
final  subject  to  judicial  review  as  provided  by  section 
14  of  chapter  30A 

Section  4C.  Proceedings  under  section  4B.  4C,  and 
4D.  of  this  section,  shall  not  be  deemed  criminal.  If 
any  person  fails  to  pay  any  parking  violation  notice 
within  twenty -one  days  or  fails  to  appear  in  accordance 
with  said  hearing  notice  the  parking  clerk  shall  notify 
the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles  who  shall  place  the  matter 
on  record  and  not  renew  the  license  to  operate  motor 
vehicle  of  the  registered  owner  of  the  vehicle  or  the 
registration  of  said  vehicle  until  after  notice  from  the 
parking  clerk  that  the  matter  has  been  disposed  of  in 
accordance  with  law.  Upon  such  notification  to  the 
registrar,  an  additional  S5  charge,  payable  to  the 
registrar  of  motor  vehicles,  shall  be  assessed  against 
the  registered  owner  of  said  vehicle.  It  shall  be  the  dutv 
of  the  parking  clerk  to  notify  the  registrar  forthwith  that 
such  case  has  been  so  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
law  ,  provided,  however,  that  a  certified  receipt  of  full 
and  final  payment  from  the  parking  clerk  shall  also  serve 
as  legal  notice  to  the  registrar  that  said  violation  has 
been  disposed  of. 

The  parking  violation  notice  provided  herein  shall 
be  printed  in  such  form  as  the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles 
may  approve  The  parking  clerk  shall  distribute  such 
notices  to  the  commissioner  of  the  police  department 
or  his  designee,  or  the  commissioner  of  traffic  and  park- 
ing or  his  designee,  upon  request,  and  shall  take  a 
receipt  therefor.  The  registrar  shall  approve  such  other 
forms  as  he  deems  appropriate  to  implement  this  sec- 
tion, and  said  forms  shall  be  printed  and  used  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  4D.  If  any  person  shall  have  failed  to  ap- 
pear in  accordance  with  five  or  more  parking  violation 
notices,  notwithstanding  any  notification  to  the  registrar, 
the  parking  clerk  may  notify  the  registered  owner  of 
said  motor  vehicle  and  the  commissioner  of  police  or 
his  designee  or  commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking  or 
his  designee  that  the  vehicle  involved  in  said  multiple 
violations  should  be  removed  and  stored,  or  otherwise 
immobilized  by  a  mechanical  device,  at  the  expense 
of  the  registered  ow  ner  of  said  vehicle  until  such  time 
as  the  matter  has  been  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
law. 

As  used  in  this  section,  the  words  "motor  vehicle" 
shall  so  far  as  apt  include  trailer,  semi-trailer  and  semi- 
trailer unit. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  viola- 
tions of  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  use  of  parking 
areas  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Courthouse 
Commission. 

Section  4E.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  whenever  there 
are  outstanding  against  the  registered  owner  of  a  motor 


vehicle  more  than  five  unpaid  parking  violations  and 
the  owner  has  appeared  before  the  parking  clerk  in  ac- 
cordance with  law,  said  owner  may  apply  to  the  clerk 
of  the  division  of  the  district  or  municipal  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  to  have  the  matter  of  these  alleged  viola- 
tions treated  criminally,  and  the  district  or  municipal 
court  shall  take  jurisdiction  of  the  matter.  Said  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  matter  may  conduct  a  hear- 
ing only  upon  written  notification  to  the  parking  clerk 
ten  days  prior  to  said  hearing.  The  matter  shall  thereafter 
be  deemed  criminal  and  the  procedures  established  for 
criminal  cases  be  followed,  provided;  however  that  the 
provisions  of  the  second  and  third  paragraphs  of  sec- 
tion 35A  of  chapter  218  shall  not  apply  to  such  cases. 
Any  such  fines  imposed  by  the  court  shall  not  exceed 
double  the  maximum  fine  provided  for  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Said  fine  imposed  by  the  court  shall  be  paid 
back  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  4F.  The  City  of  Boston,  may  by  ordinance, 
amend,  modify  or  revise  the  provisions  of  section  4B, 
4C,  and  4D  herein  regarding  heanng  notifications,  hear- 
ing adjudication,  and  enforcement  monitoring,  except 
that  requirements  of  compliance  with  general  or  other 
special  law  may  not  be  revised  to  lessen  any  such  re- 
quirements of  compliance. 

Section  4G.  The  parking  clerk  may  contract  with 
other  municipalities  and  with  the  Massachusetts  port 
authority,  for  the  collection  and  adjudication  of  park- 
ing violations,  in  which  event  the  parking  clerk  shall 
have  authority  to  do  so.  in  like  manner  as  those  col- 
lected and  adjudicated  hereunder,  notwithstanding  any 
contrary  provision  of  law. 

Section  14.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council,  an  audit  com- 
mittee of  five  members,  all  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
whose  members  shall  serve  for  five  years,  except  that  of 
those  first  appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  five  years,  another  for  four  years,  another  for  three 
years,  another  for  two  years,  and  another  for  one  year. 
Members  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  may  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred,  and  shall 
be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes 
of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  city  shall  retain  the  services  of  an  independent, 
certified  public  accounting  firm  which  shall  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  city.  The  audit  committee  shall  monitor  the 
progress  of  such  audit  and  shall  meet  with  the  accoun- 
ting firm  at  least  quarterly.  The  said  committee  shall 
review  the  recommendations  of  the  firm  and  shall  pre- 
sent to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  such  recommenda- 
tions as  it  may  have. 

Section  15.  Section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  10  of  chapter  642 
of  the  acts  of  1966  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  said  section  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing section: 

Section  3.  All  appropriations,  excepting  those  for 
school  purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue  or  any 
source  other  than  loans,  shall  originate  with  the  mayor. 
The  mayor,  not  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  in 
April  of  each  year,  shall  submit  to  the  city  council  the 
annual  budget  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and 
county  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year,  and  may  sub- 
mit thereafter  such  supplementary  appropriation  orders 
as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The  city  council  may  reduce 
or  reject  any  item  but,  except  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor 
the  total  of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto,  nor 
shall  it  originate  a  budget.  Not  later  than  the  second 
Wednesday  in  June,  the  city  council  shall  take  definite 
action  on  the  annual  budget  by  adopting,  reducing  or 
rejecting  it,  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do, 
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the  items  and  the  appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as 
recommended  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  for- 
mally adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by  the 
mayor.  The  city  council  shall  take  definite  action  on 
any  supplementary  appropriation  order  and  any  order 
for  a  transfer  of  appropriations  by  adopting,  reducing 
or  rejecting  it  within  thirty  days  after  it  is  filed  with 
the  city  clerk;  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to 
do,  such  supplementary  appropriation  order  or  transfer 
as  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  for- 
mally adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by  the 
mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  and  county  of- 
ficials when  requested  by  the  mayor,  to  submit  to  the 
mayor  forthwith  in  such  detail  as  the  mayor  may  re- 
quire estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  of  the  expen- 
ditures of  the  department  or  office  under  their  charge, 
which  estimates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city  coun- 
cil. Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  above  sec- 
tion, the  budgets  of  the  mayor's  office  1-01-11  and  the 
city  council  1-01-12  shall  not  be  subject  to  reduction 
below  the  amount  appropriated  in  the  previous  fiscal 
year  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  city  council, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 

Section  16.  Section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of 
1948,  as  inserted  by  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1951,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  second  sentence, 
the  following: 

"Specific  information,  as  used  in  this  section,  shall 
include  any  and  all  records,  other  than  those  exempt 
from  disclosure  under  chapter  4.  section  77.  clause  26 
of  the  General  Laws,  within  the  control  of  any  executive 
department  or  agency  of  the  city,  including  the  Boston 
water  and  sewer  commission  and  the  Boston  redevelop- 
ment authority,  whether  the  information  is  in  printed 
or  electronic  form.  For  the  purposes  of  enforcing  this 
section,  the  city  council  shall  have  standing  to  request 
a  justice  of  the  superior  court  department  of  the  trial 
court  of  the  Commonwealth  to  issue  appropriate  orders 
to  compel  compliance  with  this  section. 

Section  17.  Section  16  of  chapter  468  of  the  acts  of 
1909  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

No  official  of  said  city  except  in  case  of  epidemic, 
riot,  natural  disaster,  or  grave  and  immediate  threat  to 
public  health  or  to  public  safety,  shall  expend  inten- 
tionally in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  ap- 
propriations duly  made  in  accordance  with  law,  nor  in- 
volve the  city  in  any  contract  for  the  future  payment 
of  money  in  excess  of  such  appropriations,  except  as 
provided  in  section  6.  of  this  act.  Any  official  who 
violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  personally 
liable  to  the  city  for  any  amounts  expended  intentionally 
in  excess  of  an  appropriation  to  the  extent  the  city  does 
not  recover  such  amounts  from  the  person  to  whom 
paid.  The  trial  court  of  the  Commonwealth  or  a  single 
justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion to  adjudicate  claims  brought  by  the  city  hereunder 
and  to  order  such  equitable  relief  as  the  court  may  find 
appropriate  to  prevent  further  violations  of  this  section. 
Section  18.  On  or  before  August  first  of  each  year,  or 
within  ten  days  after  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and 
the  mayor  of  the  annual  appropriation  order  for  such  fiscal 
year,  whichever  shall  occur  later,  the  city  or  county  of- 
ficials in  charge  of  departments  or  agencies,  including 
the  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  department, 
shall  submit  to  the  city  auditor,  with  a  copy  to  the  city 
clerk,  in  such  form  as  the  city  auditor  may  prescribe,  an 
allotment  schedule  of  the  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  included  in  said  budget,  indicating  the  amounts 
to  be  expended  by  the  department  or  agency  for  such  pur- 
poses during  each  of  the  fiscal  quarters  of  said  fiscal  year. 


The  allotment  specified  by  the  school  department  tor 
the  first  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not  exceed 
20  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  for  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment  specified 
for  any  one  of  the  remaining  three  quarters  may  not  ex- 
ceed in  such  quarter  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriation. 

The  allotment  specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and 
agencies,  except  for  the  school  department,  for  either  the 
first  or  second  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not 
exceed  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  per- 
sonnel categories  in  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment 
specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and  agencies,  ex- 
cept for  the  school  department,  for  both  the  third  and 
fourth  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not  be  less 
than  21  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  person- 
nel categories  in  said  fiscal  year. 

Whenever  the  city  auditor  determines  that  any  depart- 
ment or  agency,  including  the  school  department,  will 
exhaust  or  has  exhausted  its  quarterly  allotment  and  any 
amounts  unexpended  in  previous  quarters,  he  shall  give 
notice  in  writing  to  such  effect  to  the  department  head, 
the  mayor  and  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  transmit  the  same 
to  city  council. 

The  mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce  such 
allotment  with  the  concurrence  of  the  city  council.  If  the 
allotment  for  such  quarter  is  waived  or  not  enforced,  as 
provided  above,  the  department  or  agency  head  shall 
reduce  the  subsequent  quarters'  allotments  appropriately. 
If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  enforced  or  not  waived, 
thereafter  the  department  shall  terminate  all  personnel  ex- 
penses for  the  remainder  of  such  quarter.  All  actions, 
notices,  and  decisions  provided  for  in  this  section  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  city  council  and  the  city  clerk  within 
seven  (7)  days. 

No  personnel  expenses  earned  or  accured.  within  any 
department,  shall  be  charged  to  or  paid  from  such  depart- 
ment's or  agency's  allotment  of  a  subsequent  quarter 
without  approval  by  the  mayor,  except  for  subsequently 
determined  retroactive  compensation  adjustments.  Ap- 
proval of  a  payroll  for  payment  of  wages,  or  salaries  or 
other  personnel  expenses  which  would  result  in  an  ex- 
penditure in  excess  of  the  allotment  shall  be  a  violation 
by  the  department  or  agency  head  including  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  section  16  of  chapter  486 
of  the  acts  of  1909  as  amended.  If  the  continuation  of 
operations  is  not  approved  in  a  quarter  where  a  depart- 
ment has  exhausted  the  quarterly  allotment  or  allotments 
as  specified  above,  or.  in  any  event,  if  a  department  has 
exceeded  its  entire  appropriation  for  a  fiscal  year,  the  city 
shall  have  no  obligation  to  pay  any  personnel  cost  or  ex- 
pense arising  after  such  allotment  or  appropriation  has 
been  exhausted.  Notwithstanding  any  special  or  general 
law  to  the  contrary  ,  every  collective-bargaining  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  city,  the  school  department,  or 
the  county  shall  be  subject  to  and  shall  expressly  incor- 
porate the  provisions  of  this  section. 

To  insure  that  the  overall  city  and  county  spending  pro- 
gram remains  in  balance,  the  mayor  may  reallocate  no 
more  than  S3  million  of  nonpersonnel  appropriations  other 
than  school  appropriations  during  a  fiscal  year  to  other 
departmental  purposes  provided  that  in  no  department 
from  which  appropriations  have  been  reallocated  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  section  shall  any  transfers  be  made 
under  s.  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  from  per- 
sonal services  to  nonpersonal  services,  except  with  the 
approval  of  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  city  council,  if  such 
transfer  would  require  the  layoff  of  departmental  person- 
nel, who  have  been  permanently  appointed  to  a  position 
in  the  department  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of 
the  General  Laws.  No  reallocation  may  be  made  under 
this  section  after  April  15th  in  any  fiscal  year. 
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Section  19.  Except  as  provided  by  section  38  of  chapter 
71.  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  school  department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  the  residency 
ordinances  of  said  city  as  the  same  are  now  in  effect  or 
from  time  to  time  may  be  amended. 

Section  20.  (a)  Chapter  231  of  the  acts  of  1906  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
section  1 .  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  333  of  the  acts  of  1978.  every  thing  after  the  first 
three  sentences  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  new  paragraph: 

The  school  committee  may  remove  the  superinten- 
dent for  just  cause  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the 
members  after  proper  notice  and  public  hearing.  The 
superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be.  and 
during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident  of  the  City 
of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  defined  by  or- 
dinance. Failure  to  maintain  such  residence  shall  be 
deemed  a  voluntary  termination  of  employment.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  shall  be  filled 
by  the  school  committee  for  the  unexpired  term  w  ith 
a  person  qualified  in  all  respects  for  the  office. 

(b)  Said  chapter  23 1  is  hereby  further  amended  by  in- 
serting after  the  first  paragraph  of  section  1  thereof  the 
following  paragraphs: 

No  employee  of  the  Boston  School  Department  shall 
be  hired,  fired,  promoted,  or  demoted  by  the  school 
committee  w  ithout  the  expressed  w  ritten  approval  of 
the  superintendent  of  schools.  Provided  also,  however, 
that  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have  no  power 
of  appointment  of  a  president,  vise-president,  secretary 
or  treasurer  of  the  school  committee  or  of  a  person  to 
serve  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  teachers  retirement 
fund  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  permanent  school 
pension  fund,  or  one  administrative  assistant  and  one 
secretary  for  each  committee  member. 

No  contract,  except  for  collective  bargaining 
agreements,  made  by  the  School  Committee  shall  be 
binding  on  the  city  without  having  been  approved  in 
writing  by  the  superintendent  and  otherwise  conforms 
to  the  requirements  of  the  city  charter  The  school  com- 
mittee may  delegate  to  the  superintendent  the  author- 
ity to  make  on  behalf  of  the  committee  and  without 
further  aproval  of  the  committee,  contracts  or  amend- 
ments to  contracts,  except  for  collective-bargaining 
agreements,  subject  to  requirements  of  special  and 
general  contract  law  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of  goods 
or  supplies,  leases  of  property  and  for  professional  or 
other  services. 

The  school  committee  may  delegate  to  the  superinten- 
dent the  authority  to  approve  for  the  school  department 
without  further  authority  proposals  for  state  and  federal 
funding. 

The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the  committee  for 
appropriation  the  annual  budget  of  the  school  depart- 
ment for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no  later  than  the 
second  Wednesday  in  April  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year.  The  school  committee  may  adopt,  re- 
ject or  reduce  or  increase  any  item  subject  to  chapter 
224  of  the  acts  of  1936  as  amended.  After  adoption 
of  the  annual  budget  by  the  school  committee,  the 
superintendent  shall  appoint  no  person  except  to  a 
budgeted  position. 

Section  1 A  of  chapter  231  of  the  acts  of  1906  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  333  of  the 
acts  of  1978  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
the  first  three  paragraphs  thereof. 
Section  2 1 .  Section  2  of  chapter  224  of  the  acts  of  1936. 
as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  583  of  the  acts  of 
1970  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  said  section 
in  its  entirety  and  substituting  thereof  the  following: 


Sea  ion  2.  (1)  The  School  Committee,  by  vote  of  at 
least  four-fifths  of  all  of  its  members,  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays,  may  make  appropriations  as  follows: 

(A)  For  the  alteration  and  repair  of  school  buildings 
and  for  furniture,  fixtures,  and  means  of  escape  in  the 
case  of  fire,  and  for  fire  protection  of  existing  buildings 
and  for  improving  existing  school  yards:  for  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  July  1.  1982:  $6,000,000. 

(i)  For  subsequent  fiscal  years,  the  school  com- 
mittee, by  a  like  vote,  may  appropriate  up  to  the  same 
amount  as  was  appropriated  by  the  school  commit- 
tee for  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year  for  such 
purposes,  plus  an  amount  equal  to  amounts,  if  any, 
appropriated  for  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year 
by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
for  such  purposes,  unless  such  appropriation  is  by 
its  terms  excluded  from  the  calculation  established 
herein. 

(B)  For  all  other  school  purposes:  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  1.  1982:  $205,500,000. 

(i)  For  subsequent  fiscal  years,  the  school  com- 
mittee, by  a  like  vote,  may  appropriate  up  to  the  same 
amount  as  was  appropriated  by  the  school  commit- 
tee for  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year  for  such 
purposes,  plus  an  amount  equal  to  amounts,  if  any, 
appropriated  for  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year 
by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
for  such  purposes,  unless  such  appropriation  is  by 
its  terms  excluded  from  the  calculation  established 
herein.

of  the  acts  of  1909  may  transfer  appropriations  freely 
between  the  purposes  of  paragraphs  1(A)  and  1(B),  but 
no  such  transfer  shall  affect  the  calculations  made  by 
the  city  auditor  hereunder.  Any  appropriations,  which 
are  made  after  the  city  auditor's  certification  herein, 
shall  be  deemed  appropriated  in  the  subsequent  fiscal 
year  for  the  purposes  of  this  section.  Unexpended  ap- 
propriation balances  may  be  reappropriated  for  their 
respective  purposes.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  constructed 
as  authorizing  chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws,  which 
sums  constitute  general  revenues  of  the  city.

Section  17D  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of 
1948,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding 
to  the  end  thereof,  the  following: 

Every  order  of  the  city  council  approving  a  petition 
to  the  general  court  pursuant  to  clause  (1)  of  section 
8  of  article  2  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  mayor  who  shall  forthwith  consider  the

After  an  appropriation  of  money  has 
been  made  by  the  city  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for 
the  needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department  or 
county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the  money  thus 
appropriated,  between  such  department  or  office  and 
another  department  or  office,  shall  be  made,  except  in 
accordance  with  and  after  the  written  recommendation 
of  the  mayor  to  the  city  council,  approved  by  a  yea 
and  nay  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
city  council,  provided  that  the  city  auditor,  with  the 
approval  in  each  instance  of  the  mayor,  may  make 
transfers,  other  than  for  personal  service,  from  any  item 
to  any  other  item  within  the  appropriations  for  a  depart- 
ment, division  of  a  department  or  county  office.  After 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  city  auditor  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  in  each  instance,  apply  any 
income  and  taxes  not  disposed  of  and  make  transfers 
from  any  appropriation  to  any  other  appropriation  for 
the  purpose  only  of  closing  the  accounts  of  such  fiscal 
year. 

Section  24.  Chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  as  amended 
by  chapter  642  of  the  acts  of  1966,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  after  section  3  IB  thereof,  the  follow- 
ing section: 

Section  3 1C.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary  the  proceeds  from 
the  disposition  of  any  surplus  property  other  than  that 
acquired  through  tax  title  foreclosure  shall  be  deposited 
in  a  separate  hind  which  shall  be  set  up  on  the  books 
of  the  city  and  shall  be  known  as  the  Surplus  Property 
Disposition  Fund,  and  shall  be  used  only  as  follows: 

1 .  The  amount  equivalent  to  the  debt  incurred,  and 
interest  paid  or  payable  thereon,  as  a  result  of  the 
improvement  from  time  to  time  of  the  property  shall 
be  used  only  for  purposes  for  which  the  city  is 
authorized  to  incur  debt  for  a  period  of  ten  years  or 
more; 

2.  All  proceeds  in  excess  of  such  amount  shall  be 
credited  to  the  general  fund  of  the  city  to  be  used 
only  to  service  the  cost  of  debt  as  it  becomes  due. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter  474  of  the 
acts  of  1946  or  any  other  special  or  general  law  to  the 
contrary,  the  public  facilities  commission  of  the  City  of 
Boston  may  dispose  of  any  or  all  of  the  off-street  park- 
ing structures,  including  the  real  estate  related  thereto, 
owned  by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  municipal 
auditorium  know  as  the  Hynes  auditorium,  as  surplus 
property  in  accordance  with  section  3  IB  of  chapter  486 
of  the  acts  of  1909  as  amended,  only  when  transferred 
to  the  commission  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  city  council. 

Section  25.  Nothwithstanding  any  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law,  the  appointing  authority  of,  respec- 
tively, the  police  department  and  the  fire  department  of 


the  City  of  Boston  shall  reinstate  to  active  service  as  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  act  any  uniformed  officer  of  either 
department  who  was  in  service  or  on  injured  leave  as  of 
July  1,  1981,  or  was  temporarily  suspended  as  of  July 
1,  1981,  which  suspension  has  expired,  except  for 
disciplinary  reasons  consistent  with  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws  or  in  pursuit  of  an  involuntary  retirement 
under  chapter  32.  section  7  and  shall  not  thereafter  ter- 
minate any  such  officer  or  take  any  other  personnel  ac- 
tion the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  separate  such  of- 
ficer from  active  service  in  the  future  for  lack  of  funds. 
During  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1982,  and  June 
30,  1983.  the  City  of  Boston  shall  maintain  in  the  Boston 
police  department  and  Boston  fire  department,  either  in 
active  service,  training  or  recruitment,  no  fewer  uniformed 
employees  than  the  total  of  the  number  in  service  or  on 
injured  leave  on  March  24,  1982,  plus  the  number  of 
uniformed  employees  eligible  for  reinstatement  pursuant 
to  this  section,  without  regard  to  the  number  of  eligible 
uniformed  employees  who  actually  return  to  service  in 
either  department.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  an 
employee  of  either  department  from  being  placed  in  in- 
jured leave  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  41,  1 1 1 F.  The 
mayor  shall  annually  request  and  the  city  council  shall 
annually  appropriate  sufficient  amounts  to  the  respective 
departments  to  cover  the  costs  imposed  by  this  section, 
but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  permit 
the  officers  in  charge  of  said  departments  to  expend  funds 
in  excess  of  available  appropriations  in  violation  of  the 
city  charter. 

Section  26.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deem- 
ed to  provide  an  additional,  alternative  and  complete 
method  for  the  doing  of  things  authorized  hereby  and  shall 
be  deemed  and  construed  to  be  supplemental  and  addi- 
tional to,  and  not  in  derogation  of,  powers  conferred  on 
the  city  by  law,  provided,  however,  that  insofar  as  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  any  general  or  special  law,  ordinance,  or  regulation, 
the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  controlling. 

Section  26(a).  The  assessed  valuation  of  any  parcel  of 
real  estate  which  is  or  has  been  reduced  on  account  of 
abatements  of  taxes  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the  city 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1979,  pursuant  to  an 
order  of  the  appellate  tax  board,  which  has  not  been 
modified  by  an  order  of  said  board  for  a  subsequent  fiscal 
year  shall  not  be  increased  by  more  than  53  percent  of 
its  amount  as  so  abated,  provided,  however,  that  any 
assessment  which  is  increased  by  the  assessors  of  the  city 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
further  increased  by  said  assessors  for  a  period  of  three 
consecutive  years  after  the  fiscal  year  for  which  said  in- 
crease was  made,  unless  the  parcel  so  assessed  had  been 
improved  by  construction  or  by  substantial  reconstruc- 
tion or  rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to  the  con- 
dominium form  of  ownership  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  183  A  of  the  General  Law  as  evidenced  by  the 
issuance  of  a  certificate  of  occupancy  by  the  city  or  the 
recording  of  a  master  deed,  whichever  is  appropriate,  or 
there  has  been  a  major  increase  in  the  fair  economic  rent 
of  the  parcel  so  assessed,  or  unless  the  increase  in  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  parcel  so  assessed  is  the  result 
of  and  consistent  with  a  general  revaluation  of  all  of  the 
property  within  the  city  which  conforms  to  the  provisions 
of  article  4,  section  1,  chapter  2  of  part  II  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  26(b).  The  assessed  valuation  of  any  parcel  of 
real  estate  which  is  or  has  been  reduced  on  account  of 
the  abatements  of  taxes  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the 
city  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1980,  or  for  the 
fiscal  years  ending  on  June  30.  1981  and  on  June  30, 
1982,  pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  appellate  tax  board,  shall 
not  be  increased  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  for  at  least

three  consecutive  years  after  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the 
abatement  was  granted  unless  the  parcel  so  assessed  has 
been  improved  by  construction  or  by  substantial 
reconstruction  or  rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to 
the  condominium  form  of  ownership  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  183  A  of  the  General  Laws  as  evidenced

property  owner  by  the  appellate  tax  board  or  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  continue  without  change 
for  at  least  three  consecutive  years  after  the  fiscal  year 
for  which  the  abatement  was  granted  unless  the  parcel 
so  valued  has  been  improved  by  construction  or  recon- 
struction or  substantial  rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted 
to  the  condominium  form  of  ownership,  or  if  there  has 
been  a  major  increase  in  fair  economic  rent  or  in  the  event 
of  any  other  occurrence  which  significantly  increases  the 
value  of  the  property. 

Section  16(d).  The  assessed  valuation  of  any  parcel  of 
real  estate  that  was  not  exempt  from  taxation  under  chapter 
59  of  the  General  Laws  on  January  1,  1980,  shall  not 
be  increased  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  for  a  period  of 
two  consecutive  fiscal  years  following  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1981  unless  the  parcel  so  assessed  has 
been  improved  by  construction  or  by  substantial  recon- 
struction or  rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to  the 
condominium  form  of  ownership  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  1 83A  of  the  General  Laws  as  evidenced 
by  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  occupancy  by  the  city 
or  the  recording  of  a  master  deed,  whichever  is  appropriate 
or  there  has  been  a  major  increase  in  the  fair  economic 
rent  of  the  parcel  so  assessed,  or  unless  the  increase  in 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  parcel  so  assessed  is  the  result 
of  and  consistent  with  a  general  revaluation  of  all  of  the 
property  with  the  city  which  conforms  to  the  provisions 
of  article  4,  section  1 ,  chapter  2  of  part  II  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  26  (e) 

Augmented  Fire  Service  Availability 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter  222  of  the 
acts  of  1949.  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized  to 
impose  the  following  usage  charge  by  ordinance: 

Whereas.  The  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire 
protection  to  certain  structures  in  the  city  is  greater  than 
the  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire  protection 
to  the  majority  of  structures  by  reason  of  their  size,  type 
of  construction,  use.  and  other  relevant  factors;  and 

Whereas.  The  provision  of  fire  protection  to  such  struc- 
tures requires  the  city  to  employ  additional  fire  fighters, 
deploy  additional  equipment  and  purchase  equipment  dif- 
ferent in  kind  from  that  required  to  provide  fire  protec- 
tion for  the  majority  of  structures:  and 

Where.  The  availability  of  such  additional  fire  services 
is  being  provided  to  a  small  proportion  of  the  buildings 
in  the  city;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is 
to  assure  the  city's  continued  ability  to  provide  the 
availability  of  fire  fighting  services  in  excess  of  the  degree 
of  such  services  provided  to  the  general  public  by  im- 


posing the  cost  of  making  available  such  extra  services 
on  those  to  whom  such  extra  services  are  made  available. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code.  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  after  section  458  the  following  section: 
Section  459. 

Definitions.  In  this  ordinance  the  following  words 
and  phrases  shall  have  the  meaning  given  in  the  follow- 
ing clauses: 

( 1 )  "Augmented  fire  services  availability,  (AFSA)." 
the  capacity  to  deliver  a  total  fire  flow  in  excess  of  3,500 
gallons  per  minute. 

(2)  •Total  Fire  Flow  (TFF),"  the  total  fire  fighting 
capacity,  expressed  in  gallons  per  minute,  necessary 
to  extinguish  a  fully  involved  fire  in  any  given  struc- 
ture, taking  into  account  fire  suppression  and  detec- 
tion equipment  and  life  risk  as  provided  herein  Total 
fire  flow  shall  be  determined  by  the  fire  commissioner 
according  to  the  following  formula:  TFF  =  (NFF),  x 
(1-S)  x  (LRF). 

(3)  "Needed  Fire  Flow  (NFF),"  a  factor,  expressed 
in  gallons  per  minute,  to  be  determined  by  the  fire  com- 
missioner, taking  into  account  a  construction  type  fac- 
tor, an  effective  area  factor,  a  use  factor,  an  exposure 
factor,  and  a  connecting  passageways  factor. 

(4)  "Suppression  Credits  (S)."  a  credit  to  be  used 
in  determining  total  fire  flow,  taking  into  account  the 
existence  of  fire  suppression  and  detection  equipment 
in  a  structure. 

(5)  "Life  risk  factor  (LRF),"  a  factor  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  account 
density  of  occupancy,  hours  of  occupancy,  number  of 
stories,  and  the  existence  of  smoke  removal  equipment. 
The  fire  commissioner  may  estimate  the  fee  to  be  paid 
for  a  particular  structure.  In  such  cases,  the  assessment 
shall  be  labelled  as  an  estimated  fee,  shall  be  assessed 
to  the  owner  of  a  structure  subject  to  such  fee  on  or 
before  March  first,  and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two 
equal  installments  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  shall 
be  paid  to  the  collector-treasurer.  Following  payment 
of  the  first  installment  of  an  estimated  fee,  or  in  cases 
in  which  the  fee  assessed  on  or  before  March  first  is 
appealed  as  provided  herein,  the  fire  commissioner  shall 
determine  the  fee  as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance.  In 
Cases  where  the  estimated  fee  is  less  than  the  final  fee, 
the  fire  commissioner  shall  assess  to  the  owner  of  each 
structure  subject  to  such  fee  the  difference  between  the 
estimated  fee  and  the  final  fee.  Said  fee  shall  be  assessed 
no  later  than  December  thirty-first  of  the  year  in  which 
the  estimated  fee  was  assessed,  shall  be  due  and  payable 
no  later  than  the  following  March  first,  and  shall  be 
paid  to  the  collector-treasurer.  In  cases  in  which  the 
first  installment  of  the  estimated  fee  has  been  paid  by 
May  first,  and  said  estimated-fee  is  greater  than  the  final 
or  corrected  fee  as  determined  by  the  fire  commissioner, 
the  fire  commissioner  shall  so  inform  the  collector- 
treasurer,  who  shall  refund  the  difference  between  the 
final  or  corrected  fee  and  the  estimated  fee  to  the  per- 
son or  entity  so  assessed,  plus  interest  of  8  percent  per 
annum,  provided  siad  estimated  fee  has  been  paid  in 
full.  If  said  determination  that  the  estimated  fee  is 
greater  than  the  final  or  corrected  fee  is  made  prior  to 
payment  of  the  full  estimated  fee,  a  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  person  or  entity  so  assessed  abating  the  difference 
between  the  estimated  fee  and  said  final  or  corrected  fee. 
Upon  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  fee  or 
estimated  fee  as  assessed  on  or  before  March  first,  the 
person  or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  the  cor- 
rectness of  such  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with 
the  fire  commissioner  on  or  before  June  first.  Upon 
receiving  a  notice  of  appeal  the  fire  commissioner  shall 
schedule  a  hearing  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  enti- 
ty appealing  of  the  date  of  said  hearing.  The  person 
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or  entity  who  filed  the  appeal  shall  be  entitled  to  ap- 
pear at  the  hearing  and  present  evidence  challenging 
the  correctness  of  the  fee  or  estimated  fee  assessed.  The 
fire  commissioner  or  his  designee  shall  preside  at  said 
hearing,  shall  render  a  decision  affirming  the  correct- 
ness of  the  fee  assessed  or  correcting  said  fee.  and  shall 
so  notify  the  person  or  entity  who  filed  the  appeal.  The 
filing  of  an  appeal  and  the  pendency  of  any  proceedings 
pursuant  thereto  shall  not  operate  to  stay  the  payment 
of  any  fee  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordinance.  The 
fire  commission  shall  notify  the  collector-treasurer  of 
the  coreection  of  any  fee  pursuant  to  an  appeal 
The  fire  commissioner  may  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  administration  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Revenue  received  hereunder  shall  be  used 
to  restore  and  maintain  adequate  public  safety  forces 
in  the  City  of  Boston  which  shall  be  defined  as  police 
and  fire  service. 

Section  27.  If  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  in- 
valid in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not 
affect  any  other  provision  or  circumstances. 
Section  28.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
except  that  the  provisions  of  section  21  as  to  the  en- 
forcement or  waiver  of  allotments  shall  be  in  effect  only 
with  respect  to  quarters  ending  45  days  or  more  after 
the  passage  of  this  act.  and  an  allotment  schedule  must 
be  submitted  as  provided  with  15  days  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  act.

Therefore,  the  City  of  Boston  is  authorized 
to  impose  a  fee  for  augmented  fire  services  availabili- 
ty pursuant  to  the  following  or  pursuant  to  an  ordinance 
enacted  by  the  City  of  Boston  not  inconsistent  with  the 
following. 

(2)  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  assure  the 
city's  continued  ability  to  provide  the  availability  of 
fire  fighting  services  in  excess  of  the  degree  of  such 
services  provided  to  the  general  public  by  imposing  the 
cost  of  making  available  such  services  on  those  to  whom 
such  extra  services  are  made  available.

herein.  Total  fire  flow  shall  be  determined  by  the  fire 
commissioner  according  to  the  following  formula: 
TFF  =  (NFF)  x  (1-S)  x  (LRF). 

(iii)  "Needed  Fire  Flow  (NFF),"  a  factor,  ex- 
pressed in  gallons  per  minute,  to  be  determined  by 
the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  account  a  construc- 
tion type  factor,  an  effective  area  factor,  a  use  fac- 
tor, an  exposure  factor,  and  a  connecting  passageways 
factor. 

(iv)  "Suppression  Credit  (S),"  a  credit  to  be  used 
in  determining  total  fire  flow,  taking  into  account  the 
existence  of  fire  suppression  and  detection  equipment 
in  a  structure. 

(v)  "Life  Risk  Factor  (LRF),"  a  factor,  to  be 
determined  by  the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  ac- 
count density  of  occupancy,  hours  of  occupancy, 
number  of  stories,  and  the  existence  of  smoke 
removal  equipment. 

Prior  to  March  first  of  each  year  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  determine  which  structures  in  the  city  are  being  pro- 
vided augmented  fire  services  availability  shall  be  assessed 
a  fee  by  the  fire  commissioner,  to  be  determined  by  said 
fire  commissioner  as  provided  in  this  act,  for  the  provi- 
sion of  augmented  fire  services  availability.  Said  fee  shall 
be  based  on  the  cost  of  providing  augmented  fire  services 
availability  and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments;  the  first  installment  due  and  payable  no  later 
than  May  first  of  the  year  in  which  the  assessment  is  made, 
and  the  second  installment  due  and  payable  no  later  than 
November  first  of  the  same  year.  The  fire  commissioner 
shall  in  his  order  of  assessment  designate  as  the  owner 
of  the  parcel  assessed  the  person  or  entity  who  was  liable 
to  assessment  therefor  on  the  preceding  January  first  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws.  In  the 
case  of  a  condominium,  as  defined  by  section  1  of  chapter 
183A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  fire  commissioner  shall 
in  his  order  of  assessment  designate  as  the  owner  of  the 
parcel  assessed  thereto  pursuant  to  section  8(i)  of  chapter 
183A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  fire  commissioner  may  estimate  the  fee  to  be  paid 
for  a  particular  structure.  In  such  cases,  the  assessment 
shall  be  labelled  as  an  estimated  fee,  shall  be  assessed 
to  the  owner  of  a  structure  subject  to  such  fee  on  or  before 
March  first,  and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  shall  be  paid 
to  the  collector-treasurer. 

Following  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  an 
estimated  fee,  or  in  cases  in  which  the  fee  assessed  on 
or  before  March  first  is  appealed  as  provided  herein,  the 
fire  commissioner  shall  determine  the  fee  as  provided  for 
in  this  act.  In  cases  where  the  estimated  fee  is  less  than 
the  final  fee,  the  fire  commissioner  shall  assess  to  the 
owner  of  each  structure  subject  to  such  fee  the  difference 
between  the  estimated  fee  and  the  final  fee.  Said  fee  shall 
be  assessed  no  later  than  December  thirty-first  of  the  year 
in  which  the  estimated  fee  was  assessed,  shall  be  due  and 
payable  no  later  than  the  following  March  first,  and  shall 
be  paid  to  the  collector-treasurer.  In  cases  in  which  the 
first  installment  of  the  estimated  fee  has  been  paid  by  May 
first,  and  said  estimated  fee  is  greater  than  the  final  or 
corrected  fee  as  determined  by  the  fire  commissioner,  the 
fire  commissioner  shall  so  inform  the  collector-treasurer, 
who  shall  refund  the  difference  between  the  final  or  cor- 
rected fee  and  the  estimated  fee  to  the  person  or  entity 
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so  assessed,  plus  interest  of  8  percent  per  annum,  pro- 
vided said  estimated  fee  has  been  paid  in  full.  If  said  deter- 
mination that  the  estimated  fee  is  greater  than  the  final 
or  corrected  fee  is  made  prior  to  payment  of  the  full 
estimated  fee,  a  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  person  or  enti- 
ty so  assessed  abating  the  difference  between  the  estimated 
fee  and  said  final  or  corrected  fee. 

Upon  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  fee  or 
estimated  fee  as  assessed  on  or  before  March  first,  the 
person  or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  the  correct- 
ness of  such  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with  the  fire 
commissioner  on  or  before  June  first.  Upon  receiving  a 
notice  of  appeal  the  fire  commissioner  shall  schedule  a 
hearing  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  entity  appealing 
of  the  date  of  said  hearing.  The  person  or  entity  who  filed 
the  appeal  shall  be  entitled  to  appear  at  the  hearing  and 
present  evidence  challenging  the  correctness  of  the  fee 
or  estimated  fee  assessed.  The  fire  commissioner  or  his 
designee  shall  preside  at  said  hearing,  shall  render  a  deci- 
sion affirming  the  correctness  of  the  fee  assessed  or  cor- 
recting said  fee,  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  entity  who 
filed  the  appeal.  The  filing  of  an  appeal  and  the  penden- 
cy of  any  proceedings  pursuant  thereto  shall  not  operate 
to  stay  the  payment  of  any  fee  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  act.  The  fire  commissioner  shall  notify  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  correction  of  any  fee  pursuant  to  an  appeal . 

The  fire  commissioner  may  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  administration  of  this  act. 

(4)  Revenues.  Revenues  received  hereunder  shall  be 
used  to  restore  and  maintain  adequate  public  safety  forces 
in  the  City  of  Boston  which  shall  be  defined  as  police 
and  fire  services.

SYSTEM  FOR  EXHIBITIONS,  SHOWS,  AND 
AMUSEMENTS

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  your  adoption  of  this  or- 
dinance which  will  amend  the  City  of  Boston  Code.  Ordi- 
nances, Title  14,  sections  426,  428,  and  430. 

Section  1  of  the  proposed  ordinance  makes  the  or- 
dinance effective  seven  days  a  week. 

Section  2  of  the  proposed  ordinance  enlarges  the  stan- 
dard for  denying  license  applications.  The  current  stan- 
dards were  inserted  into  C. B.C.  Ord.  14  s.  428  by  chapter 
9  of  the  Ordinances  of  1978.  The  Mayor's  Office  would 
now  be  able  to  consider  the  general  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity with  respect  to  licenses  for  activities  which  are 
not  constitutionally  protected.  The  federal  courts  recently 
ruled  old  clause  (d)  as  unconstitutional,  which  is  why  the 
new  clause  (d)  may  only  apply  where  constitutionally  pro- 
tected speech  is  not  involved. 

Peep  shows,  for  example,  are  forms  of  "speech" 
whereas  pinball  machines  and  video  games  are  not  forms 
of  speech  and  do  not  enjoy  special  constitutional  protec- 
tion. Therefore,  the  new  clause  (d)  would  enable  the 
Mayor  to  consider  the  general  community  welfare  before 
granting  a  license  for  a  pinball  machine  or  video  game. 

Section  2  of  the  proposed  ordinance  also  specifies  the 
additional  standard  which  the  Mayor's  Office  may  use 
in  licensing  all  Sunday  entertainment. 

Section  3  of  the  proposed  ordinance  increases  the  fine 
for  violation  of  this  ordinance  from  S50  per  day  to  $300 
per  day. 

Passage  of  this  proposed  ordinance  would  better  imple- 
ment the  licensing  rights  and  duties  vested  in  the  Mayor's 
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Office  by  St.  1908  c.  494.  as  amended;  G.L.  c.  140  s. 
181;  and  G.L.  c.  136  s.  4.

2.  transferring  title  of  a  cooperative  corporation;  3.  sale 
of  one  or  more  shares  of  stock  to  a  cooperative  corpora-

AUTOMATIC  AMUSEMENT  DEVICES 
Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-two 
An  Ordinance  Relating  to  the  Licensing  of  Automatic 

Amusement  Devices 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 


Whereas,  In  recent  months,  Boston  residents  have 
grown  increasingly  concerned  about  the  proliferation  of 
automatic  amusement  devices,  including  pinball  machines 
and  video  games,  in  local  variety  stores,  clubs  and  ar- 
cades; and 

Whereas,  Parents  and  concerned  residents  have  seen 
a  marked  increase  in  school  absenteeism,  theft,  vandalism 
and  drug  selling  directly  related  to  the  operation  of  these 
machines;  and 

Whereas,  A  jurisdictional  dispute  over  the  licensing 
authority  for  automatic  amusement  devices  has  led  to  a 
situation  where  community  opposition  may  not  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  processing  a  license  application  if 
that  application  is  heard  before  the  Mayor's  Licensing 
Division  rather  than  the  Licensing  Board;  and 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  chapter  140, 
section  177A,  as  interpreted  by  the  Massachusetts 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  specifically  allows  the  Licens- 
ing Board  to  regulate  the  licensing  of  automatic  amuse- 
ment devices  based  on  their  effect  upon  the  "general 
good,  order  and  welfare  of  the  community"  (Turnpike 
Amusement  Park  vs.  Licensing  Commission  of  Cam- 
bridge); and 

Whereas,  Unlike  petitions  involving  licenses  under  the 
general  state  entertainment  statute  (M.G.L.,  chapter  140, 
section  181)  under  which  the  Licensing  Division  is  em- 
powered, the  operation  of  automatic  amusement  devices 
for  profit  (as  provided  under  the  authority  granting  the 
Licensing  Division  in  M.G.L.,  chapter  140,  section 
177 A)  is  not  protected  by  prior  restraint  against  free 
expression  (Commonwealth  v.  Blackgammon's,  Inc., 
1981);  and 

Whereas,  The  seriousness  of  the  problems  caused  by 
the  recent  proliferation  of  automatic  amusement  devices 
demands  that  the  concerns  of  neighborhood  parents,  edu- 
cators and  community  leaders  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion when  determining  license  applications;  therefore,  be

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  14,  Section  426  is 

hereby  amended  by  adding  after  the  end  of  the  first

"provided,  however,  no  license  shall  be  granted 
under  the  authority  of  this  section  to  operate  an  auto- 
matic device  as  defined  in  chapter  140,  section  177 A 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws."

Whereas,  There  have  recently  been  efforts  by  members 
of  the  fishing  industry  to  locate  their  facilities  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods of  Boston  rather  than  on  the  waterfront;  and 

Whereas,  Anticipated  problems,  particularly  with  fish 
odors,  make  our  neighborhoods  inappropriate  locations 
for  fish  processing  and  storage  plants:  and 

Whereas,  On  February  20,  1980,  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil conditioned  the  approval  of  the  application  of  O'Con- 
nell  Seafood,  Inc.  for  an  Urban  Development  Action 
Grant  on  O'Connell's  agreement  with  the  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Corporation  that  it  would  not 
engage  in  fish  processing  on  the  leased  premises;  and 

Whereas,  That  agreement,  which  binds  O'Connell 
Seafood  and  its  successors,  unnecessarily  limits  the  use 
of  this  waterfront  property  by  the  fishing  industry; 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Planning,  Develop- 
ment and  Housing  conduct  a  hearing  to  consider  the  dele- 
tion of  the  clause  in  the  agreement  between  EDIC  and 
VII  Corporation  (formerly  O'Connell  Seafood,  Inc.)

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  SIGNS  AND 
BILLBOARDS 
Coun.  McCORMACK  Offered  the  following: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Purpose.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred 
by  General  Laws  chapter  93,  section  29,  and  every  other 
power  and  authority  thereto  pertaining,  the  City  of  Boston 
adopts  this  ordinance  for  the  regulation  and  restriction 
of  billboards,  signs  and  other  advertising  devices  within 
the  city  on  public  ways  or  on  private  property  within 
public  view  of  a  public  way,  public  park  or  reservation. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  In  this  ordinance,  the  follow- 
ing words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 
(a)  "Sign,"  any  structure,  devise,  light,  letter,  word, 
model,  banner,  pennant,  insignia,  trade  flag,  or  repre- 
sentation which  is  designed  to  be  seen  from  outside  a 


building  which  advertises  or  announces  a  use  conducted 
or  goods,  products,  services  or  facilities  available,  in- 
cluding electric  signs  in  windows  or  doors,  but  excluding 
window  displays  of  merchandise  and  signs  incidental  to 
the  display  of  merchandise,  which  is  on  a  public  way  or 
on  private  property  within  public  view  of  a  public  way, 
public  park  or  reservation. 

(b)  "Off  Premise  Sign,"  a  sign  which  advertises  a  use 
conducted  or  goods  available  elsewhere  than  on  the  lot 
on  which  the  sign  is  located. 

(c)  "On  Premise  Sign,"  a  sign  which  advertises  or  an- 
nounces a  use  conducted  or  goods  available  on  the  lot 
on  which  the  sign  is  located. 

(d)  "Sign  Area  of," 

(1)  For  a  sign,  either  free-standing  or  attached,  the  area 
shall  be  considered  to  include  all  lettering,  wording,  and 
accompanying  designs  and  symbols,  together  with  the 
background,  whether  open  or  enclosed,  on  which  they 
are  displayed,  but  not  including  any  supporting  framework 
and  bracing  which  are  incidental  to  the  display  itself. 

(2)  For  a  sign  painted  upon  or  applied  to  a  building 
the  area  shall  be  considered  to  include  all  lettering,  word- 
ing and  accompanying  designs  or  symbols  together  with 
any  background  of  a  different  color  than  the  natural  col- 
or of  the  building. 

(3)  Where  the  sign  consists  of  individual  letters  or  sym- 
bols attached  to  or  painted  on  a  surface,  building,  canopy, 
awning  wall  or  window,  the  area  shall  be  considered  to 
be  that  of  the  smallest  rectangle  or  geometric  shape  which 
encompasses  all  of  the  letters  or  symbols. 

(4)  Only  one  face  of  a  two-faced  sign  shall  be  counted 
in  computing  the  area  of  a  sign,  or  the  total  area  of  signs 
on  a  sign  frontage  or  on  a  lot. 

(e)  "Zoning  Code,"  The  zoning  regulations  of  the  City 
of  Boston  which  from  time  to  time  are  in  force  and  effect. 

(f)  "Person"  and  "Whoever,"  shall  include  a  corpora- 
tion, society,  association  and  partnership. 

(g)  "Public  Way."  shall  include  a  private  way  that  is 
open  to  public  use. 

Section  3.  On-Premise  Signs.  On-premise  signs  shall 
be  permitted  as  regulated  and  allowed  by  the  Zoning 
Code.  No  person  shall  erect,  display  or  maintain  an  on- 
premise  sign  except  as  permitted  by  the  Zoning  Code. 

Section  4.  Off-Premise  Signs.  No  person  shall  erect, 
display  or  maintain  an  off-premise  sign 

(a)  on  any  premises  located  in  a  residential  district  ex- 
cept as  permitted  by  the  Zoning  Code; 

(b)  within  50  feet  of  any  public  way; 

(c)  within  any  public  way  upon  any  property  owned 
by  the  City  of  Boston  or  any  other  governmental  body 
or  agency; 

(d)  within  300  feet  of  any  public  park,  playground,  or 
other  public  ground,  if  within  the  view  of  any  portion 
of  the  same; 

(e)  within  a  radius  of  150  feet  from  the  point  where 
the  center  lines  of  two  or  more  public  ways  intersect; 

(f)  upon  the  roof  of  any  building; 

(g)  exceeding  an  area  of  300  square  feet  or  a  height 
of  12  feet; 

(h)  containing  visible  moving  or  moveable  parts  or  to 
be  lighted  with  flashing,  animated  or  intermittent 
illumination. 

Section  5.  Pertinence  to  Other  Laws.  All  signs  shall 
be  subject  to  the  Building  Code  of  the  City  of  Boston  and, 
when  applicable,  the  Zoning  Code.  This  ordinance  shall 
not  be  construed  as  inconsistent  with  or  in  contravention 
of  sections  20  through  33  inclusive  of  chapter  93  or  sec- 
tion 8  of  chapter  85  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

Section  6.  Nonconforming  Signs. 

(a)  An  off-premise  sign  legally  erected  prior  to  the  adop- 
tion of  this  ordinance  may  continue  to  be  maintained  for 
a  period  of  not  longer  than  five  years  after  the  effective 
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date  ot  this  ordinance,  provided  however,  that  during  said 
five-year  period  no  such  sign  shall  be  enlarged,  redesigned 
or  altered  except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  further  provided  that  any  such  sign  which 
has  been  destroyed  or  damaged  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
cost  of  restoration  would  exceed  35  percent  of  the  replace- 
ment value  of  the  sign  at  the  time  of  destruction  or 
damage,  shall  not  be  repaired  or  rebuilt  or  altered  except 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  The  exemption  herein  granted  shall  terminate  with 
respect  to  any  sign  which  ( 1 )  shall  have  been  abandon- 
ed: (2)  advertises  or  calls  attention  to  any  products, 
businesses  or  activities  which  are  no  longer  carried  on 
or  sold  for  at  least  sixty  days;  or  (3)  shall  not  have  been 
repaired  or  properly  maintained  within  sixty  days  after 
notice  to  that  effect  has  been  given  by  the  Inspectional 
Services  Commissioner. 

(c)  Temporary  signs  in  connection  with  political  cam- 
paigns, noncommercial  civic,  health,  safety  and  welfare 
campaigns  or  of  a  patriotic,  religious,  charitable  or  civic 
nature  may  be  erected,  displayed  and  maintained. 

Section  7.  Enforcement.  This  ordinance  shall  be  en- 
forced by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department.  The 
Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services  shall  not  issue  a 
permit  for  the  erection,  maintenance,  enlargement  or 
alteration  of  any  sign  which  is  not  in  conformance  with 
this  ordinance. 

Section  8.  Penalty  for  Violation.  Whoever  violates  any 
provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  $200,  and  whoever  after  conviction  of  such  violation 
unlawfully  maintains  such  a  billboard,  sign  or  other  devise 
for  twenty  days  thereafter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  $200  for  each  day. 

Section  9.  Severability.  The  invalidity  of  any  section 
or  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  invalidate  any  other 
section  or  provision  thereof.

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MAYOR  WHITE  NAMES  LOWELL  RICHARDS  DEPUTY  MAYOR 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  February  9,  appointed  Lowell  L.  Richards,  III,  as   

Deputy  Mayor  for  Fiscal  Affairs. 

Richards,  thirty-five,  has  served  as  Collector-Treasurer  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
a  post  he  has  held  since  December,  1978. 

In  making  the  announcement,  the  Mayor  said,  "Lowell  Richards  has  been 
a  driving  force  behind  Boston's  financial  recovery.  His  management  skills  and 
extensive  knowledge  of  fiscal  and  urban  policy  have  been  indispensible  in  resolv- 
ing school  overspending  and  Tregor-related  problems." 
The  Mayor  added,  "We  must  capital-    city's  issuance  of  $45  million  of  general 


ize  on  our  improving  financial  position 
with  aggressive  and  meticulous  finan- 
cial management.  I  can  not  think  of 
anyone  more  qualified  to  accept  this 
challenge  than  Lowell  Richards." 

In  his  new  position,  Richards  will  be 
responsible  for  the  city's  fiscal  policies 
and  will  have  management  oversight  of 
all  the  city's  financial  departments. 
Additionally,  he  will  be  the  city's  chief 
financial  representative  to  government, 
business  and  the  financial  community. 

Richards  has  held  a  variety  of  posi- 
tions in  over  thirteen  years  of  service  to 
the  City  of  Boston. 

For  six  years  he  worked  in  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  both  as  a 
senior  planning  officer  and  legal 
counsel.  In  1975,  he  joined  the  Office 
of  Program  Development,  where  he 
prepared  and  reviewed  capital  improve- 
ment programs  and  interpreted  federal 
and  state  statutes  and  regulations  as 
they  applied  to  community  develop- 
ment. 

Richards  was  named  Deputy  Director 
of  the  Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs  in  July, 
1977.  In  this  capacity,  he  was  responsi- 
ble for  developing  and  implementing 
legislation  designed  to  improve  the 
city's  financial  condition. 

As  Collector-Treasurer,  Richards  is 
responsible  for  all  current  and  delin- 
quent tax  collections,  disbursal  of  pay- 
rolls and  other  payments,  and  all  debt 
management. 

In  January,  Moody's  Investor  Ser- 
vices increased  the  city's  general 
obligation  bond  rating  to  Ba  1.  One 
week  later,  Richards  announced  the 


obligation  bonds.  This  bond  announce- 
ment followed  the  city's  successful 
borrowing  of  $65  million  in  short-term 
notes  in  October,  1982,  in  the  public 
credit  market. 

Richards,  a  1969  cum  laude  graduate 
of  Dartmouth  College,  holds  a  master 
of  city  planning  degree  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology  and  a 
law  degree  from  the  Harvard  Law 
School. 

Richards  lives  in  Jamaica  Plain  with 
his  wife,  Karen.  He  will  earn  $40,000  as 
Deputy  Mayor. 


TRAVEL  TIPS 
DRIVING  TO  FLORIDA? 

The  American  Automobile  Associa- 
tion, says  if  you  drive  to  Florida  and  you 
travel  from  Route  128  and  keep  on  Inter- 
state 95,  the  tolls  will  add  up  to  $1 1 .60. 
If,  instead,  you  take  the  Ocean  Highway 
route  (U.S.  13  and  U.S.  17),  the  tolls 
total  $17.20,  says  Citizen  Information 
Service. 

Bay  State  motorists  who  select  the  in- 
terstate system  route  (I-95)  will  travel 
1,531  miles.  On  the  return  trip  one 
should  add  $1 .50  for  the  Tappan  Zee 
bridge  toll  in  New  York.  Of  the  two 
routes,  AAA  recommends  the  interstate. 
It  is  a  divided  highway  and  allows  for 
less  travel  time.  (The  Ocean  Highway 
route,  by  the  way,  covers  1 ,585  miles. 
Triple  A  also  points  out  that  there  are 
intermittent  lane  restrictions  and  delays 


on  the  U.S.  13  in  Delaware  and  on  U.S. 
17  near  Georgetown,  South  Carolina.) 

Herewith  are  some  tips  from  AAA 
for  those  Massachusetts  residents  who 
plan  to  motor  to  sunny  Florida: 

—Watch  out  for  construction  projects 
east  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  also  be- 
tween Washington,  D.C.  and  Peters- 
burg, Virginia;  near  Rocky  Mount  and 
Fayetteville,  North  Carolina,  and  on 
Florida's  Turnpike  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort 
Lauderdale. 

—Be  alert  for  strict  police  enforce- 
ment in  Massachusetts,  along  Interstate 
95  in  Maryland,  especially  the  Beltway 
around  the  District  of  Columbia,  in 
Virginia  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Waldo, 
Florida,  the  auto  route  to  Tampa-St. 
Petersburg. 

—Obey  the  posted  speed  limits.  If  you 
exceed  the  limits  you  face  possible 
police  action,  waste  gas  and  endanger 
your  life  and  the  lives  of  others! 

— Be  sure  you  have  reservations. 
Florida  becomes  a  very  crowded  place 
in  February  and  early  March.  The 
busiest  week  is  that  containing  Wash- 
ington's Birthday  anniversary  when 
most  schools  are  closed. 

Many  New  Englanders  will  be  in 
Florida  to  get  an  advance  peek  at  the 
new  Boston  Red  Sox  in  training  at  Chain 
O' Lakes  Park,  Sarasota,  where  field 
Manager  Ralph  Houk  will  be  putting  his 
charges  through  their  paces. 

The  Sox  open  their  spring  "Grapefruit 
League"  season  on  Tuesday,  March  8, 
against  the  Detroit  Tigers  at  nearby 
Lakeland.  The  following  day  the 
American  Leaguers  play  their  their  first 
home  exhibition  game  against  the  same 
Tigers  in  an  afternoon  contest  in 
Sarasota. 

CIS  joins  other  baseball  fans  in 
wishing  good  luck  to  the  pros  who  rep- 
resent Massachusetts  in  the  national 
pastime. 


FEBRUARY:  AN  INTERESTING 
MONTH 

George  Washington  was  born  on 
February  22,  1732,  but  his  holiday 
observance  has  been  a  Monday  holiday 
for  some  years.  Massachusetts  will 
observe  Washington's  Birthday  on  Mon- 
day, February  21 .  Although  schools  and 
government  offices  will  be  closed,  most 
stores  and  retail  establishments  will  re- 
main open. 

February  also  marks  the  birthday  of 
another  great  U.  S.  president,  Abraham 
Lincoln,  who  was  born  on  February  12, 
and  the  country's  best-known  inventor, 
Thomas  Alva  Edison  who  was  born  on 
February  1 1 ,  in  1 847.  Lincoln's  birthday 
is  observed  as  a  state  holiday  in  some 
states  such  as  Illinois  but  not  in 
Massachusetts. 

Two  of  America's  greatest 
ballplayers,  the  immortal  Babe  Ruth  and 
Henry  "Hank"  Aaron,  were  also  born  in 
February.  The  colorful  Bambino  was 
born  February  6,  1895,  and  was  raised 
in  an  orphanage  in  Baltimore.  He  end- 
ed his  playing  career  in  1935  here  in 
Boston  with  the  Braves.  The  slug- 
ging Aaron,  whose  career  was  also 
chiefly  with  the  Braves  (although  in 
Milwaukee  and  Atlanta),  was  born  on 
February  5,  in  1934. 

Although  it  is  the  shortest  month 
(twenty-eight  days)  and  holds  the  cold 
weather  mark  (eighteen  degrees  below 
zero  in  February  of  1934,  a 
Massachusetts  record),  February  is  cer- 
tainly one  of  the  most  interesting 
months  of  the  year. 

It  is,  for  example,  National  Heart 
Month  and  American  History  Month.  On 
February  16,  Christians  in  the  Bay  State 
will  join  millions  throughout  the  world  in 
the  observance  of  Ash  Wednesday,  the 
start  of  the  holy  season  of  Lent. 

On  the  romantic  side,  lovers  and 
others  will  note  February  14  as  Valen- 
tine's Day. 

In  addition  to  Washington,  Lincoln, 
Edison,  Babe  Ruth  and  Aaron,  the 
month  also  notes  the  birthday  anniver- 
sary of  beloved  poet  Henry  Wadsworth 
Longfellow  (born  in  1807  on  February 
27)  and  th  first  woman  doctor,  Elizabeth 
Blackwell  (born  in  1821  on  February  3). 

The  Massachusetts  Legislature, 
through  the  years,  has  made  provision 
for  the  official  recognition  of  the  follow- 
ing in  the  month  of  February:  Tadeusz 
Kosciuszko  Day  on  February  6;  Boy 
Scout  Week  from  February  5  to 


February  11;  Spanish  War  Memorial 
and  USS  Maine  Memorial  Day  on 
February  15;  Iwo  Jima  Day  on  February 
19;  and  Kalevala  Day  on  February  28. 

In  1911,  Governor  Eugene  Noble 
Foss  started  what  proved  to  be  a 
popular  tradition  on  Washington's 
Birthday.  He  invited  the  citizens  of  the 
old  Bay  State  to  come  into  the  State 
House  and  shake  his  hand  in  the  ornate 
Hall  of  Flags.  The  practice  continued. 
About  150  patriotic,  civic,  veterans  and 
hereditary  organizations  are  invited  to 
attend  each  year  and  the  State  House 
rings  with  band  music  and  the  color  and 
excitement  usually  associated  with 
parades. 

Th  tradition  will  continue  in  1 983  with 
Governor  Dukakis  playing  host  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth.  All  are 
welcomei  The  date  this  year  is  Monday, 
February  21.

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THE  UNITED  WAY  — 
WHERE  THE  MONEY  GOES 

The  United  Way  of  Massachusetts 
Bay  has  allocated  $23,549,980  to  176 
agencies  for  the  delivery  of  health  and 
human  services  in  1983.  This  year's 
allotments  represent  a  record  increase 
in  agency  allocations,  amounting  to  $2.2 
million  in  additional  funding  over  the 
total  for  1982.  Also,  of  every  dollar  con- 
tributed to  the  United  Way,  88  cents 
now  goes  to  support  affiliated  agencies; 
that  is  up  from  last  year's  87  cents. 

According  to  United  Way  President 
Edward  E.  Phillips,  chairman,  New  Eng- 
land Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company, 
allocation  increases  will  enable  the 
United  Way  to  fund  expansion  programs 
for  current  affiliates  this  year.  Expanded 
services  include  counseling  for  preg- 
nant teenagers,  counseling  for  alcohol 
and  drug  abuse,  day  care,  youth  em- 
ployment training,  and  minority  out- 
reach programs. 

This  year,  the  United  Way  will  also 
continue  to  support  the  American 
Cancer  Society,  Massachusetts  Divi- 
sion, a  partner  in  education  and  fund- 
raising  in  business  and  industry. 

The  United  Way  will  also  provide 
additional  services  in  1983  through  four 
new  affiliates.  They  are: 

•  The  Crispus  Attucks  Children's 
Center,  Dorchester,  providing  a  day 
care  program  to  children  in  Rox- 
bury,  North  Dorchester,  and  Matta- 
pan; 

•  Project  RAP,  Beverly,  offering 
emergency  services,  counseling, 
and  a  youth  shelter  for  North  Shore 
residents; 

•  Cambridge  Organization  for  Portu- 
guese Americans  (COPA),  Cam- 
bridge, serving  the  Cambridge  Por- 
tuguese community  with  counsel- 
ing, information  and  referral,  and 
family  life  education;  and 

•  Elizabeth  Stone  House,  Jamaica 
Plain,  providing  emergency  resi- 
dential services  to  women  in  acute 
emotional  stress,  as  well  as  shelter 
to  their  children. 

The  funding  of  these  organizations 
brings  to  twenty-nine  the  number  of  new 
affiliates  accepted  by  the  United  Way  in 
the  last  five  years.  Decisions  on  alloca- 
tions and  the  admission  of  new  affiliates 
are  made  by  United  Way  volunteers, 
who  evaluate  agency  performance  and 
community  needs.  Michael  Zoob,  vice- 


president  of  Elderhostel,  is  the  volunteer 
vice-president  of  allocations. 

As  part  of  its  overall  allocations,  the 
United  Way  has  also  established  a  one- 
time $300,000  Economic  Conditions  Re- 
sponse Fund  for  1983.  Responding  to 
emergency  needs  for  food,  fuel,  and 
shelter,  the  United  Way  will  award 
grants  to  human  service  agencies  this 
January  and  February.  Needy  individ- 
uals —  that  is,  the  unemployed  and  the 
working  poor  who  are  losing  public 
benefits  —  will  receive  grants  from 
these  agencies,  and  not  directly  from 
the  United  Way. 

United  Way  agencies  annually  serve 
about  900,000  people  in  eighty-six  cities 
and  towns  in  eastern  Massachusetts. 


STUDENT  PROGRAM  ON  ARSON 

The  Arson  Watch  Reward  Program 
kicked  off  its  statewide  student 
awareness  program  on  Tuesday, 
February  8,  at  Hyde  Park  High  School. 

The  Arson  Watch  Reward  Program, 
representatives  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department,  and  the  Boston  School 
Department  will  participate  in  the 
presentation  designed  to  make  students 
more  aware  of  the  tragic  effects  of  ar- 
son fires  and  how  to  combat  them. 

"In  offering  this  program,  we  are  hop- 
ing to  encourage  students  to  take  an  ac- 
tive role  in  curbing  the  mounting  in- 
cidence of  arson  fires  in  Boston  and  the 
Commonwealth,"  said  John  K. 
Golembeski,  president  of  Massa- 
achusetts  FAIR  Plan,  which  launched 
the  Arson  Watch  Reward  Program  last 
year. 

"Youths  today  are  most  acutely 
aware  of  their  environment  and  can  play 
a  significant  role  in  helping  us  place  ar- 
son under  closer  control,"  he  said. 

According  to  Golembeski,  informers 
are  eligible  to  receive  the  rewards  of  up 
to  $5,000  which  the  Arson  Watch  Pro- 
gram offers  to  individuals  who  provide 
information  which  leads  to  the  arrest  or 
indictment  of  an  arsonist.  The  program 
ensures  complete  confidentiality  to  the 
informer. 

Participating  in  the  program  locally 
will  be  Ed  Silk  of  the  Mass.  FAIR  Plan, 
for  the  Arson  Watch  Reward  Program; 
Lt.  John  Kenney,  public  fire  prevention 
and  education  officer,  and  Lt.  Robert 
Winston,  Arson  Watch  coordinator  of 


the  Boston  Fire  Department;  and 
William  Murray,  coordinator  of  Pupil 
Personnel  Safety  and  Education, 
Boston  School  Department. 

The  seminar  will  be  held  in  all  Boston 
High  Schools,  and  later  travel  to  school 
systems  across  Massachusetts  with  the 
assistance  of  local  fire  and  school 
department  personnel. 

Since  its  inception  in  November, 
1981,  the  Arson  Watch  Reward  Pro- 
gram has  paid  six  rewards  to 
Massachusetts  residents.  In  a  recent 
case,  the  recipient  provided  information 
which  led  to  the  arrest  of  an  aronist  who 
later  admitted  setting  some  100  fires  in 
Boston.  This  recipient  received  a  $1 ,000 
reward. 


IS  ASPIRIN  SAFE? 

Aspirin  has  been  used  for  many  years 
to  relieve  pain  and  control  fever. 
Recently  that  has  been  much  publicity 
about  the  possible  connection  between 
aspirin  use  and  a  disease  called  Reye 
Syndrome. 

Reye  Syndrome  is  a  rare  disease  of 
the  brain  and  liver  which  is  often  fatal. 
It  can  strike  children  of  all  ages.  It  has 
been  noticed  that  the  disease  may  oc- 
cur after  infections  with  chicken  pox  and 
influenza  viruses.  Let  me  emphasize 
that  Reye  Syndrome  is  uncommon; 
chicken  pox  and  influenza  are  quite 
common;  no  one  really  understands 
why  a  few  children  with  these  common 
illnesses  go  on  to  get  Reye  Syndrome. 

Studies  done  in  the  past  couple  of 
years  have  pointed  to  aspirin  as  a  fac- 
tor in  causing  Reye  Syndrome  in 
children  who  also  had  chicken  pox  or  in- 
fluenza. Acetaminophen  (Tylenol,  Li- 
quiprin,  Tempra)  has  not  been  im- 
plicated. Much  discussion  and  con- 
troversy has  arisen  about  these  studies. 
Most  doctors  and  researchers  would 
agree  that  the  studies  do  not  absolute- 
ly prove  that  aspirin  is  dangerous. 
However,  most  feel  that  the  studies 
must  be  heeded  until  more  evidence  is 
available.  In  other  words,  the  informa- 
tion we  have  should  make  us  very 
cautious  about  using  aspirin. 

The  American  Academy  of  Pediatrics 
has  made  the  following  recommeda- 
tions:  aspirin  should  be  avoided  in 
children  with  chicken  pox  and  influen- 
za. Chicken  pox  is  easily  identified  by 
the  rash.  The  influenza  season  usually 
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runs  from  January  through  early  March, 
but  influenza  viruses  can  appear  at 
other  times  of  the  year.  The  usual  com- 
plaints are  cold  symptoms  along  with 
fever. 

The  pediatricians  of  Bunker  Hill 
Pediatrics  support  the  academy's 
recommendation.  We  feel  that 
Acetaminophen  (Tylenol,  Liquiprin, 
Tempra)  is  preferable  in  chicken  pox 
and  influenza.  If  you  have  any  questions 
about  whether  your  child  might  have 
either  of  these  illnesses,  or  about  aspirin 
use,  please  visit  us  or  call  242-5730.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ORDERS 

Special  Order  No.  83-4 

January  14. 
Subject:  Towing  by  Private  Companies. 

Effective  immediately,  Special  Orders  No.  81-51 
(Towing  by  Private  Companies)  and  No.  82-40 
(Towing  by  Private  Companies— Amending  S  O. 
81-51)  are  hereby  rescinded  in  their  entirety  and 
replaced  with  the  following: 

The  department  has  entered  into  contracts  with 
several  towing  companies  throughout  the  city  to 
provide  at  its  request  a  year-round,  twenty-four-hour 
a  day,  seven  days  a  week  program  for  the  towing 
and  storage  of  certain  vehicles.  Vehicles  to  be 
towed  under  this  program  are  only  those  vehicles 
that  fall  into  one  of  the  following  categories: 

1 .  Recovered  stolen  motor  vehicles; 

2.  Vehicles  that  have  been  involved  in  an 
accident  where  the  owner  is  unable  to  have 
the  vehicle  towed  within  a  reasonable 
time; 

3    Vehicles  that  are  impeding  plowing 

and  snow-removal  operations; 
4.    Vehicles  that  are  interfering  with  the 

operations  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department 

in  violation  of  Article  XI  of  the  Boston 

Fire  Prevention  Code; 
5    Vehicles  stopped,  standing,  or  parked 

that  are  subject  to  removal  pursuant  to  the 

Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  City 

of  Boston. 

Only  those  private  tow  companies  licensed  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  and  approved  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  shall  be  used 

Effective  immediately,  whenever  the  need  arises 
to  remove  a  vehicle  that  falls  into  the  preceding 
classifications,  districts  will  use  only  tow  companies 
approved  by  the  Police  Commissioner.  Also,  any 
other  unit  such  as  M  O. P.,  etc.  involved  in  the  tow- 
ing of  vehicles,  shall  restrict  its  requests  for  towing 
only  to  the  companies  under  contract  for  that  par- 
ticular district  as  specified  in  this  order.  It  shall  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  District  Commander  to  en- 
sure that  all  requests  for  towing  are  equally 
distributed,  on  a  monthly  basis,  between  the  tow 
companies  authorized  to  tow  in  their  respective 
districts. 

Procedure  for  Vehicle  Removal 

Whenever  a  vehicle  is  to  be  towed  by  a  private 
tow  company,  the  district  will  be  contacted  on 
Channel  7  by  the  officer  requiring  the  tow.  The  of- 
ficer requiring  the  tow  will  notify  the  district  and  give 
the  reason  for  the  tow,  specifically  noting  if  it  is  for 
a  vehicle(s)  involved  in  an  accident. 

Each  district  shall  maintain  two  Private  Tow  Logs 
(Form  No.  1816—  Revised,  see  attached  samples). 
One  log,  appropriately  marked,  will  be  used  strictly 
to  record  vehicles  that  have  been  involved  in  ac- 
cidents where  the  owner  is  unable  to  have  the  vehi- 
cle towed  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time.  The 
second  log  will  be  used  to  record  vehicles  that  fall 
into  the  remaining  four  categories  named  in  Sec- 
tions 1,  3,  4,  and  5  of  paragraph  2,  Page  1. 

Each  Private  Tow  Log  shall  be  preprinted  with 
the  names  of  the  authorized  towing  companies  in 
rotation  on  each  sheet.  Each  towing  company 
name  shall  appear  the  same  number  of  times  on 
each  sheet. 

The  District  Duty  Supervisor,  upon  receiving  a 
call  from  an  officer  requiring  a  tow  truck,  will  con- 
sult the  appropriate  tow  log  sheet  and  notify  the  ap- 
propriate tow  company,  making  the  required  entry 
in  the  log.  Under  no  circumstances  will  any  tow 
company  be  passed  on  the  sheet,  unless  the  Duty 
Supervisor  initials  the  sheet  and  gives  a  proper 
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reason  for  so  doing.  The  Duty  Supervisor  will  then 
notify  the  officer  on  Channel  7  as  to  which  tow  com- 
pany has  been  authorized  to  remove  the  vehicle. 

In  the  event  that  a  tow  company  refuses  to  res- 
pond, a  notation  of  the  refusal  will  be  made  in  the 
log.  Also  contained  within  the  log  will  be  the  infor- 
mation as  to  whether  it  was  a  hard  or  soft  tow. 
These  logs,  signed  by  the  Commanding  Officer,  will 
be  forwarded  weekly  to  Staff  Inspection,  and  copies 
sent  to  the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Field  Services,  no  later 
than  the  morning  mail  on  Monday  of  the  following 
week. 

Under  no  circumstances  is  any  officer  to  recom- 
mend a  towing  company  to  any  person  needing  a 
tow  Any  person  making  such  an  inquiry  is  to  be 
referred  to  the  New  England  Telephone  Co. 
"Yellow  Pages"  under  "Towing." 

No  police  officer  is  to  use  a  department  radio  to 
call  for  a  tow  truck  at  the  owner's  request. 

Patrol  Supervisors  shall  respond  to  the  scene  of 
motor  vehicle  accidents  where  a  tow  has  been  re- 
quested to  ensure  compliance  with  this  Special 
Order. 

In  the  event  of  a  motor  vehicle  accident  where 
two  or  more  vehicles  are  involved,  the  Duty  Super- 
visor will  notify  the  appropriate  number  of  tow  com- 
panies in  rotation  so  that  one  company  does  not 
tow  all  the  vehicles. 

At  the  end  of  the  week  (Saturday-midnight)  when 
a  new  Tow  Log  is  started,  the  Duty  Supervisor  will 
begin  with  the  next  tow  company  to  be  notified.  For 
example,  if  a  district  is  assigned  three  tow  com- 
panies and  No.  1  was  the  last  company  to  tow  a 
vehicle  in  the  Tow  Log  being  signed  off,  then  such 
notation  shall  be  made  beside  No.  1  in  the  new  Tow 
Log,  and  the  No.  2  tow  company  shall  be  the  first 
company  called  for  a  tow  on  the  new  log. 

Staff  Inspection  shall  make  checks  of  accident 
reports  and  contact  owners  of  vehicles  towed  to  en- 
sure compliance  with  this  Special  Order. 

Prior  to  the  actual  removal  of  a  vehicle,  a  Form 
1.1  containing  a  brief  description  of  the  physical 
condition  of  the  vehicle,  its  contents  and  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  tow  (including  receipt 
check  number  which  will  be  inserted  in  Box  76)  will 
be  filled  out  by  the  officer  at  the  scene  and  submit- 
ted in  the  usual  manner.  The  officer(s)  requesting 
the  tow,  immediately  upon  removal  of  the  vehicle, 
shall  notify  the  district  of  occurrence  via  Channel 
7  with  sufficient  facts  to  properly  identify  the  vehi- 
cle and  the  towing  company. 

In  the  event  of  "group  tows"  (more  than  one  vehi- 
cle being  towed  from  the  same  location  for  a 
specific  event)  a  single  Form  1.1  may  be  used  to 
record  the  appropriate  information  for  all  vehicles 
towed  For  each  vehicle  towed,  the  following  infor- 
mation must  be  included:  make  of  vehicle,  regis- 
tration number,  physical  condition  of  vehicle,  vehi- 
cle's contents,  circumstances  of  the  tow  (i.e.,  park- 
ing violation),  location  of  tow,  towing  company,  and 
receipt  check  number. 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  District  Duty 
Supervisor  to  immediately  notify  the  Operations 
Division,  Towed  Vehicles  Section  (Telephone 
247-4288)  of  the  registration  number,  state  of  issue, 
make,  model,  and  year  of  the  vehicle,  point  of  origin 
of  the  tow,  and  the  name  of  the  firm  making  the  tow. 

The  Towed  Vehicle  Section  shall  enter  the  infor- 
mation into  the  computer  for  information  retrieval, 
and  also  to  avoid  groundless  stolen  vehicle  reports. 

In  the  case  of  a  recovered  stolen  vehicle,  it  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  District  Duty  Supervisor 
to  notify  the  Auto  Theft  Unit  ((247-4535)  of  the 
recovery  with  all  pertinent  information.  If  the  vehi- 
cle was  stolen  in  Boston,  the  Auto  Theft  Unit  will 

(Continued  on  next  page) 
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notify  both  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  and  the  garage 
facility  as  required  by  law. 

If  the  vehicle  was  stolen  outside  the  city  it  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  District  Duty  Supervisor 
to  notify  the  owner  and  the  appropriate  police  de- 
partment. 

In  the  case  of  an  accident  in  which  a  vehicle  is 
towed  at  departmental  request,  the  officer  request- 
ing the  tow  truck  will  have  the  responsibility  of  noti- 
fying the  tow  truck  operator  or  garage  facility  of  the 
registered  owner's  name  and  address,  as  required 
by  law. 

When  a  claim  check  for  such  towed  vehicle  is 
delivered  to  the  owner  or  his  agent  at  a  district,  it 
will  be  the  responsibility  of  that  district  to  notify  the 
Operations  Division,  Towed  Vehicle  Section  that 
such  vehicle  has  been  removed  from  police  custody 
so  that  the  entry  may  be  removed  from  the  com- 
puter file.

All  towing  and  storage  charges  will  be  collected 
by  the  towing  company.  Provisions  have  been 


made  so  that  owners  may  pay  towing  and  storage 
charges  and  claim  their  motor  vehicles  twenty-four 
hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week. 

Authorized  towing  companies  shall  impose  the 
maximum  liability  for  removal  allowed  by  c.  263  of 
the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended,  for  vehicles  im- 
peding snow  plowing  and  snow-removal  operations 
and  traffic  violation  tows.  Such  liability  for  removal 
is  presently  $12  per  vehicle. 

Vehicles  which  have  been  stolen  or  which  have 
been  involved  in  accidents  or  which  are  impeding 
Fire  Department  operations  will  be  removed  and 
the  maximum  charge  for  such  removal  shall  be  $1 8 
per  vehicle  except  for  the  towing  of  vehicles  with 
four  wheels  off  the  ground  (a  so-called  dolly  tow) 
the  maximum  charge  shall  be  $22. 

The  liability  for  storage  of  vehicles  towed  will  be 
the  same  liability  as  charged  by  the  City  of  Boston 
Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  for  storage  of  vehi- 
cles towed  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  storage  lots 
owned  or  leased  by  the  City  of  Boston.  This  liabil- 
ity is  the  same  as  the  schedule  of  maximum  rates 
contained  in  the  then  latest  lease  of  an  off-street 
parking  facility  leased  by  the  City  of  Boston  Real 
Property  Board.  At  the  present  time  this  liability  is 
$  75  for  the  first  hour  or  fraction  thereof,  $.25  for 
each  succeeding  hour  or  fraction  thereof  with  a 
maximum  storage  charge  of  $6.50  for  any  twenty- 
four-hour  period. 

In  addition  to  the  towing  charges  enumerated 
above,  contractors  may  impose  a  fuel  surcharge  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Utilities. 

If  a  towed  vehicle  remains  unclaimed  for  five 
days  on  a  tow  company's  property,  it  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  tow  company  to  notify,  in 
writing,  the  Police  Department  Unit  that  ordered  the 
vehicle  towed.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  tow  com- 
panies complying  with  the  provisions  of  chap  266. 
sec  29,  of  the  Mass.  General  Laws,  as  amended 
on  July  10,  1980 

The  Police  Department  Unit  so  notified,  will  then 
notify  the  registered  owner  immediately,  and  sub- 
mit a  written  report  by  the  next  department  mail  to 
the  Staff  Inspection  Unit  detailing  all  information  on 
the  unclaimed  vehicle,  e.g.,  make,  registration,  date 
and  time  towed,  reason  for  towing,  registered 
owner's  name,  when  notice  was  received  from  the 
tow  company  of  the  unclaimed  vehicle,  and  actions 
taken  to  notify  registered  owner. 

All  tow  companies  under  contract  with  the  Boston 
Police  Department  shall  maintain  records  (BPD 
Form  No.  1962)  of  all  vehicles  towed  on  orders  of 
the  Police  Department.  These  records  shall  be 
available,  at  all  times,  for  inspection  by  the  Boston 
Police  Department.  Supplies  of  BPD  Form  No. 
1962  are  available  at  the  Staff  Inspection  Unit, 
Boston  Police  Headquarters,  telephone  247-4323. 

Any  further  violations  of  this  order  will  not  be 
tolerated. 

Commanding  Officers  of  all  districts  shall  report 
any  and  all  complaints  received  concerning  any  of 
the  above  tow  companies  to  the  Staff  Inspection 
Division,  by  department  mail.

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VIDEO  INDUSTRY— LICENSING  DIVISION  IN  ACCORD 


Aggreement  sets  national  precedent  for  municipal  video  game  controls. 

City  officials  announced  that  major  representatives  of  the  video  game  industry 
have  agreed  with  Boston's  long-held  position  that  there  is  a  public  need  for 
municipal  regulation  of  video  games.  The  agreement  was  seen  by  both  sides  as 
establishing  a  national  precedent  for  the  effective  control  and  supervision  of  the 
games. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Licensing  Commissioner  Joanne  Prevost  An- 
zalone  and  Inspectional  Services  Commissioner  Anthony  Pepicelli  said  they  have 
submitted  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  control  of  these  games  to  the  Boston  Zon- 
ing Commission.  This  proposed  zoning  plan  serves  as  the  foundation  of  the 
agreement. 


The  plan,  which  would  have  prospec- 
tive effect  only,  calls  in  part  for  greater 
restrictions  in  corner  grocery  stores, 
laundromats,  drug  stores,  and  other 
small  businesses  in  residential  and  local 
business  zones.  These  are  the  locations 
that  residents  of  Boston's  neighbor- 
hoods have  objected  to  as  sites  for  the 
proliferation  of  video  games. 

"In  the  past,  some  members  of  the 
video  games  industry  had  questioned 
the  need  for  municipal  regulation  over 
video  games,  and  I  am  truly  pleased  that 
all  sectors  of  the  industry  have  now 
come  to  an  agreement  with  the  City  of 
Boston,"  Commissioner  Anzalone  said. 
"I  want  to  thank  the  industry  for  keep- 
ing an  open  mind,  and  for  working  with 
Boston  in  the  best  interests  of  the  peo- 
ple of  our  neighborhoods." 

As  evidence  of  its  new  attitude,  the 
video  game  industry  —  which  had 
several  of  its  representatives  at  the  an- 
nouncement —  has  submitted  its  own 
regulation  proposal,  which  would  sup- 
plement the  one  proposed  by  the  city. 

Under  the  industry's  proposal,  any 
convenience  store,  laundromat,  drug 
store,  or  other  small  business  providing 
video  games  would  be  required  to  par- 


tition off  the  games  in  a  glass  enclosure 
and  to  install  a  "shut  off"  button  that  the 
cashier  could  use  when  he  sees  too 
many  persons  surrounding  the  game 
machines. 

Anzalone  pointed  out  that  an  in- 
vestigative report  she  submitted  to 
Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  clearly  defined 
the  locations  that  required  more  restric- 
tions and  those  requiring  less  regula- 
tion. The  plan  strongly  reflects  these 
distinctions,  she  said. 

Both  the  industry  and  the  city  have 
had  their  attorneys  review  the  zoning 
proposal,  and  both  sides  have  agreed 
it  is  sufficient  to  terminate  a  pending 
court  case  involving  the  regulation  of  the 
games  in  Boston.  The  case,  which  was 
brought  by  the  industry  against  the  city, 
focuses  on  the  interpretation  of  the 
words  "entertainment"  and  "recreation 
center"  as  used  in  the  Boston  Zoning 
Code.  The  code  was  established  long 
before  the  advent  of  video  games,  and, 
therefore,  it  is  unclear  whether  and  to 
what  extent  the  code  extends  to  video 
games. 

The  Licensing  Board's  and  the  video 
games  industry's  agreement  makes  this 
a  moot  point. 


MAYOR  PROPOSES  DEVELOPERS 
CONTRIBUTION  TO  BOSTON 
HOUSING  PARTNERSHIP 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  outlined  a  pro- 
posal that  will  require  the  designated 
developer  of  a  major  downtown  urban 
renewal  parcel  to  contribute  funds  for 
rehabilitating  abandoned  housing  for 
low-  and  moderate-income  families. 

Mayor  White's  announcement  was 
made  when  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  released  the  names  of 
finalists  in  the  competition  to  develop  a 
combination  condominium-office-retail 
complex  on  Boylston  Street,  opposite 
the  Public  Garden. 

Mayor  White  said,  "This  is  an  in- 
novative approach  for  insuring  that  our 
neighborhoods  share  directly  in  the 
benefits  of  downtown  development. 
New  development  in  Boston  means 
greater  employment  opportunities  for 
our  residents.  New  development  also 
means  an  increase  in  tax  revenues 
which  pay  for  city  services.  Now, 
downtown  development  will  contribute 
funding  to  address  one  of  Boston's  most 
serious  problems— the  need  for  more 
affordable  housing. 

The  BRA's  development  guidelines 
for  the  Boylston  Street  parcel  stipulate 
that  the  designated  developer  must  con- 
tribute at  least  $600,000  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Partnership,  Inc.,  a  joint, 
public-private  corporation  announced 
by  Mayor  White  in  his  State  of  the  City 
address. 

The  finalist  selected  by  the  BRA  for 
the  Boylston  Street  site  consist  of  the 
following  development  teams:  the

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Druker  Company  with  the  Architects 
Collaborative  Inc.  as  architects  and  a 
joint  venture  of  Macomber  Development 
Associates,  Four  Seasons  Hotels, 
Limited,  and  Galbreath-Ruffin  Corpora- 
tion with  Goody,  Clancy  &  Associates  as 
architects. 

The  50,000  square-foot  parcel,  which 
runs  from  Arlington  Street  to  Hadassah 
Way,  is  part  of  the  BRA's  Park  Plaza  Ur- 
ban Renewal  Project. 

The  BRA  guidelines  for  the  Arlington- 
Hadassah  Way  parcel  call  for  approx- 
imately 150  condominium  units  and 
100,000  square  feet  of  office  space,  as 
well  as  40,000  square  feet  of  retail 
space  on  the  ground  floor.  The  project, 
expected  to  cost  roughly  $85  million,  will 
also  contain  tenant  parking  spaces  and 
a  new  public  open  space  between  the 
new  development  and  the  Park  Plaza 
Hotel.

MAYOR  APPOINTS  EMERGENCY 
SHELTER  COMMISSIONERS 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  the 
appointment  of  the  five  members  of  the 
new  Emergency  Shelter  Commission  to 
address  the  needs  of  homeless  per- 
sons. The  Mayor  signed  the  ordinance 
establishing  the  commission  and  the  ap- 
propriation of  $50,100  to  the  commis- 
sion on  February  14. 

The  commissioners  include:  Donald 
Manson,  director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Facilities;  Lewis  W.  Pollack,  com- 
missioner of  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals;  Richard  Ring,  acting  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  Pine  Street  Inn; 
Sister  Barbara  Whelan,  director  of I 
Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters  and! 
Judge  J.  John  Fox. 

"I  totally  endorse  the  concerted  effort 
to  address  the  issue  of  the  homeless," 
the  Mayor  said.  "I'm  pleased  that  Gov- 
ernor Dukakis  has  taken  such  swift  ac- 
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tion  to  approach  the  issue.  In  addition, 
I  want  to  thank  those  who  have  sup- 
ported the  establishment  of  this  com- 
mission —  specifically  the  City  Council, 
the  Massachusetts  Coalition  for  the 
Homeless,  and  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  who  promptly  responded 
to  the  need  of  sheltering  the  homeless 
and  established  a  temporary  shelter  at 
Long  Island  Hospital." 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  commis- 
sion include  the  following  functions: 

•  Work  with  and  coordinate  the  efforts 
of  public  and  private  agencies  that 
shelter  the  homeless; 

•  Work  with  city  departments  and 
agencies  to  put  vacant  and  tax-fore- 
closed public  buildings  to  use  as  tem- 
porary shelters  for  the  homeless; 

•  Compile  and  publish  statistics  on 
the  number  of  homeless  in  Boston.  This 
would  be  done  in  conjunction  with  ap- 
propriate agencies  and  organizations. 

•  Develop  increased  shelter  re- 
sources for  the  homeless  during  winter 
weather  and  other  emergency 
situations. 

The  three  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  for  staggered  terms 
include: 

•  Richard  Ring,  who,  since  1970,  has 
been  affiliated  with  the  Pine  Street  Inn, 
a  shelter  for  350  homeless  men  and 
women  in  the  South  End.  From  1973  to 
1975,  Ring  directed  the  High  Street  Inn 
in  Dorchester,  a  halfway  house  for 
alcoholic  women  (now  Fellsway  Inn  in 
Medford).  When  he  returned  to  Pine 
Street  in  1975,  he  was  involved  in  the 
design  and  relocation  of  the  inn.  A  1968 
graduate  of  Holy  Cross  College,  he  has 
played  a  vital  role  in  the  development 
of  Pine  Street's  services.  In  January, 
Ring  assisted  the  staff  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  when  they  transformed  the 
hospital  gymnasium  into  a  temporary 
shelter. 

•  Sister  Barbara  Whelan  has  been  in- 
volved with  Bridge  Over  Troubled 
Waters  (BOTW)  since  its  inception  in 
1970.  She  was  named  executive  direc- 
tor in  1974.  BOTW  is  a  multiservice 
center  focusing  on  the  adolescent, 
runaway  population  in  Boston.  She 
received  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from 
Regis  College  and  a  master's  degree  in 
counseling  from  Boston  University.  A 
sister  of  St.  Joseph,  she  was  formerly 
a  school  teacher  in  the  Boston  area. 
Sister  Whelan  brings  her  experience 


with  the  adolescent  population  to  the 
commission. 

•  Judge  J.  John  Fox,  who  served  as 
justice  of  the  Massachusetts  Probate 
Court  from  1956  to  1977,  is  active  in 
numerous  community  and  governmen- 
tal activities.  He  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  for  the  Homeless  under 
Charles  Mahoney,  former  secretary  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  Human  Services 
and  was  the  author  of  the  Fox-Bartley 
gun  control  law.  Fox  is  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission, 
the  Board  of  Regents  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion, and  the  Massachusetts  Occupa- 
tional Education  Commission.  He  is  the 
director  of  Cardinal  Medeiros'  Inner  City 
Fund. 

The  commission  is  authorized  to  hire 
a  director  and  staff  as  it  deems 
necessary  with  the  appropriation  of 
$50,100. 

In  his  brief  address  to  the  commis- 
sioners and  other  representatives  of  the 
human  services  community,  Mayor 
White  said,  "I  have  requested  several 
departments  to  ready  themselves  to 
assist  the  commission.  The  Real  Prop- 
erty and  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment both  can  assist  with  the  provision 
of  physical  facilities  to  shelter  the 
homeless.  The  Neighborhood  Develop- 
ment and  Employment  Agency  and  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  are 
resources  for  helping  out  in  the  areas 
of  employment,  social  services,  and 
medical  needs." 


BOSTON  IS  "FORGIVING"  ALL 
PARKING  TICKETS  ISSUED 
BEFORE  1978 

Traffic  and  Parking  Commissioner 
John  A.  Vitagliano  recently  announced 
a  parking  crackdown  aimed  at  scofflaws 
and  meter  hogs. 

At  the  same  time,  he  disclosed  that 
Boston  will  not  pursue  fines  for  parking 
tickets  issued  in  the  city  before  January 
1,  1978. 

"The  goal  of  this  crackdown  is 
fairness,"  Vitagliano  said  "We  don't 
think  it's  fair  that  some  motorists  are 
paying  their  parking  fines  and  others 
aren't.  Also,  we  don't  think  it's  fair  that 
some  drivers  are  'claiming'  parking 
meters  in  the  morning  and  feeding  them 
quarters  all  day.  We  are  going  to  put  a 
stop  to  these  practices." 

Under  the  crackdown,  which  starts 
immediately,  the  city  will  work  in  con- 


junction with  the  Massachusetts 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles.  Motorists 
who  do  not  pay  their  parking  fines  within 
the  time  limit  set  by  law  will  be  pro- 
hibited by  the  Registry  from  renewing 
their  driving  licenses  and  vehicle 
registrations. 

Vitagliano  explained  that  the  parking 
program  will  benefit  the  city  —  and  the 
motorists  —  by  freeing  up  meters  for  the 
use  they  were  intended. 

"Boston  has  approximately  300,000 
cars  coming  in  every  day,  and  motorists 
are  competing  for  6,000  metered 
spaces,"  he  said.  "Our  enforcement, 
therefore,  will  be  strict  on  those  people 
who  monopolize  meters.  We  want  these 
people  to  start  using  all-day  parking 
lots." 

He  said  that  currently  approximately 
50,000  persons  owe  money  for  unpaid 
tickets,  with  56  percent  of  them  with 
cars  not  registered  in  Boston,  including 
1 8  percnet  of  the  violators  from  out  of 
state. 

All  of  these  persons  have  been 
notified  by  the  city  at  least  three  times, 
with  certified  letters  going  to  top 
violators. 

The  commissioner  pointed  out  that  6 
percent  of  the  people  account  for  30 
percent  of  the  unpaid  tickets.  The  city 
is  now  issuing  criminal  complaints 
against  the  top  twenty-five  offenders. 
"We're  starting  off  with  the  top  offenders 
and  working  our  way  right  down  the  list." 

One  person  owes  $6,500  in  parking 
fines. 

"Eventually  the  city  will  hand  over  all 
eligible  violator's  names  to  the 
Registry,"  Vitagliano  said,  explaining  the 
process  is  all  done  with  computers.  Cur- 
rently the  city  has  50,000  eligible  names 
that  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Registry 
for  nonrenewal  procedures  of  license 
and  registrations. 

In  annour  g  that  Boston  is  "forgiv- 
ing" drivers  r  tickets  they  received 
before  Janu.,  ,  '  1978,  Vitagliano  ex- 
plained that  prior  to  last  year  the  courts 
were  responsible  for  collecting  fines, 
and  when  the  district  court  system  was 
reorganized  in  1 978,  the  ability  to  col- 
lect the  fines  was  almost  paralyzed. 

"But  now  the  city  has  this  responsi- 
bility," Vitagliano  said,  "and  we  are  in 
the  process  of  eliminating  the 
unfairness." 

He  said  the  crackdown  was  a  compo- 
nent of  a  continuing  parking  program  in 
Boston. 
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MHFA  LAUNCHES  NEW  PROGRAM 

An  intensive  one-year  effort  to 
enhance  the  impact  of  its  affirmative  ac- 
tion and  equal  opportunity  programs 
begins  this  month  when  the  Massachu- 
setts Housing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA) 
launches  a  program  to  increase  the  par- 
ticipation of  minorities  and  minority- 
owned  firms  in  the  property  manage- 
ment field.  The  program  is  part  of  a  four- 
pronged  effort  by  the  MHFA  to  expand 
both  business  and  housing  opportuni- 
ties for  minorities  in  Massachusetts. 

The  kick-off  for  the  program  was  a 
February  17th  conference,  "Opportu- 
nities for  Minorities  in  the  Property 
Management  Industry,"  which  intro- 
duced approximately  fifty  minority  prop- 
erty managers  to  the  MHFA's  housing 
finance  programs  as  well  as  to  the  cri- 
teria used  to  evaluate  management 
companies  seeking  to  do  business  with 
the  Agency. 

MHFA  Equal  Opportunity  Director 
Glendora  Putnam  said  the  program 
grew  out  of  a  study  conducted  by  the 
agency  last  year  which  found  that  many 
minority-owned  firms  were  having  diffi- 
culty in  gaining  access  as  managers  of 
MHFA-financed  properties.  "The  confer- 
ence and  the  follow-up  to  the  confer- 
ence will  focus  on  business  opportuni- 
ties available  in  MHFA-financed  devel- 
opments," Putnam  said,  "but  are  also 
expected  to  assist  minority-owned  firms 
in  competing  for  contracts  to  manage 
other  residential  and  commercial  prop- 
erties." 

In  the  months  following  the  confer- 
ence, MHFA  staff  and  a  consulting  firm, 
Real  Estate  Enterprises,  Inc.,  will  work 
with  companies  that  attended  the  con- 
ference to  assist  them  in  evaluating  their 
operations  and  in  modifying  those 
operations  where  necessary  to  meet 
MHFA  selection  criteria. 

The  conference  also  included  an  in- 
troduction to  the  resources  and  property 
management  course  of  instruction 
which  are  available  through  the  Institute 
of  Real  Estate  Management  (IREM)  and 
through  minority  professional  organiza- 
tions. 

In  discussing  the  agency's  expanded 
affirmative  action  program,  MHFA  Ex- 
ecutive Director  John  Blake,  Jr.  said, 
"The  agency  has  always  been  com- 
mitted to  the  goals  of  affirmative  action 
and  equal  opportunity,  but  has  fallen 
short  of  meeting  those  goals  in  certain 


areas.  The  February  conference  and 
other  activities  during  the  year  should 
help  not  only  the  MHFA  but  also  the 
state's  property  management  industry 
to  address  these  shortfalls  and  ensure 
that  minority-owned  firms  have  the 
same  opportunities  to  compete  for  new 
business  as  majority-owned  firms." 

As  part  of  this  effort,  the  MHFA  will 
also  be  sponsoring  a  three-part  Affirma- 
tive Fair  Marketing  Seminar  for  existing 
property  managers  at  MHFA-financed 
developments.  The  first  part  of  the 
seminar,  a  full-day  program  to  be  held 
once  on  March  8,  and  again  on  March 
9,  will  feature  a  host  of  speakers  includ- 
ing leading  fair  housing  advocates  and 
experts  in  the  field  of  property  manage- 
ment. The  speakers  will  focus  on  the 
problems  which  are  commonly  associ- 
ated with  affirmative  fair  marketing 
activities  and  on  solutions  to  these  prob- 
lems. Building  upon  this  overview,  two 
additional  sessions  will  be  held  later  in 
the  year  to  instruct  seminar  participants 
in  specific  affirmative  fiar  marketing 
techniques  and  evaluation  procedures. 

In  the  months  ahead,  the  MHFA  will 
also  sponsor  a  recruitment  and  training 
program  to  bring  minorities  into  the 
property  management  field.  This  effort, 
undertaken  in  cooperation  with  the 
property  management  community,  is 
expected  to  result  in  the  recruitment  and 
training  of  up  to  twenty  individuals  who 
will  later  be  placed  in  paid  internships 
in  the  private  sector  and  be  eligible  for 
full-time  jobs  upon  satisfactory  comple- 
tion of  the  program.  The  techniques 
used  in  this  pilot  program  by  the  MHFA 
will  also  provide  private  firms  with  a 
model  for  the  recruitment  and  training 
of  management  personnel  in  the  future. 

The  fourth  part  of  the  affirmative 
action  effort,  the  Surety  Bonding  Pro- 
gram, is,  according  to  Executive  Direc- 
tor Blake,  "one  of  the  most  important 
things  the  agency  can  do  to  help  minor- 
ity construction  firms  get  MHFA- 
financed  (and  other)  work." 

The  program  is  designed  to  identify, 
recruit,  and  assist  minority  construction 
contractors  to  qualify  for  initial  bonding 
or  greater  bonding  in  order  to  be  able 
to  bid  on  MHFA-financed  construction. 
The  program  is  expected  to  increase  the 
number  of  minority  firms  and  employees 
who  qualify  for  MHFA-generated  con- 
tracting jobs. 

The  MHFA  is  a  self-supporting  state 
agency  which  sells  tax-exempt  notes 


and  bonds  to  fund  a  variety  of  low- 
interest  housing  loan  programs. 
Through  its  largest  program,  the  MHFA 
has  funded  loans  totaling  over  $1.6 
billion,  generating  the  construction  of 
over  52,000  units  of  rental  housing  in 
1010  Massachusetts  communities.

The  food  will  be  distributed  at 
sixteen  school  locations  all  over  Boston 
between  Monday,  February  28,  and 
Thursday,  March  3.

Eligible  households  with  up  to  four 
members  will  receive  five  pounds  of 
cheese  and  two  pouds  of  butter.

To  be  eligible,  recipients  must  certify 
that  they  participate  in  an  assistance 
program  such  as  Welfare;  Aid  to 
Families  with  Dependent  Children 
(AFDC);  Food  Stamps;  Supplemental 
Security  Income  (SSI);  Fuel  Assistance 
Program;  Women,  Infants  and  Children 
(WIC);  Medicaid;  Veteran's  Aid;  or  Head 
Start.  Families  are  also  eligible  if  their 
income  falls  within  the  guidelines  used 
for  the  Fuel  Assitance  Program;  such 
applicants  should  bring  proof  of  their 
household's  gross  income  to  the  distri- 
bution site. 

The  dairy  products  will  be  distributed 
at  specific  times  and  days  at  the  sixteen 
different  community  school  sites.

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VIDEO  INDUSTRY-LICENSING  DIVISION  IN  ACCORD 


Aggreement  sets  national  precedent  for  municipal  video  game  controls. 

City  officials  announced  that  major  representatives  of  the  video  game  industry 
have  agreed  with  Boston's  long-held  position  that  there  is  a  public  need  for 
municipal  regulation  of  video  games.  The  agreement  was  seen  by  both  sides  as 
establishing  a  national  precedent  for  the  effective  control  and  supervision  of  the 
games. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Licensing  Commissioner  Joanne  Prevost  An- 
zalone  and  Inspectional  Services  Commissioner  Anthony  Pepicelli  said  they  have 
submitted  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  control  of  these  games  to  the  Boston  Zon- 
ing Commission.  This  proposed  zoning  plan  serves  as  the  foundation  of  the 
agreement. 


The  plan,  which  would  have  prospec- 
tive effect  only,  calls  in  part  for  greater 
restrictions  in  corner  grocery  stores, 
laundromats,  drug  stores,  and  other 
small  businesses  in  residential  and  local 
business  zones.  These  are  the  locations 
that  residents  of  Boston's  neighbor- 
hoods have  objected  to  as  sites  for  the 
proliferation  of  video  games. 

"In  the  past,  some  members  of  the 
video  games  industry  had  questioned 
the  need  for  municipal  regulation  over 
video  games,  and  I  am  truly  pleased  that 
all  sectors  of  the  industry  have  now 
come  to  an  agreement  with  the  City  of 
Boston,"  Commissioner  Anzalone  said 
"I  want  to  thank  the  industry  for  keep- 
ing an  open  mind,  and  for  working  with 
Boston  in  the  best  interests  of  the  peo- 
ple of  our  neighborhoods." 

As  evidence  of  its  new  attitude,  the 
video  game  industry  —  which  had 
several  of  its  representatives  at  the  an- 
nouncement —  has  submitted  its  own 
regulation  proposal,  which  would  sup- 
plement the  one  proposed  by  the  city. 

Under  the  industry's  proposal,  any 
convenience  store,  laundromat,  drug 
store,  or  other  small  business  providing 
video  games  would  be  required  to  par- 


tition off  the  games  in  a  glass  enclosure 
and  to  install  a  "shut  off"  button  that  the 
cashier  could  use  when  he  sees  too 
many  persons  surrounding  the  game 
machines. 

Anzalone  pointed  out  that  an  in- 
vestigative report  she  submitted  to 
Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  clearly  defined 
the  locations  that  required  more  restric- 
tions and  those  requiring  less  regula- 
tion. The  plan  strongly  reflects  these 
distinctions,  she  said. 

Both  the  industry  and  the  city  have 
had  their  attorneys  review  the  zoning 
proposal,  and  both  sides  have  agreed 
it  is  sufficient  to  terminate  a  pending 
court  case  involving  the  regulation  of  the 
games  in  Boston.  The  case,  which  was 
brought  by  the  industry  against  the  city, 
focuses  on  the  interpretation  of  the 
words  "entertainment"  and  "recreation 
center"  as  used  in  the  Boston  Zoning 
Code.  The  code  was  established  long 
before  the  advent  of  video  games,  and, 
therefore,  it  is  unclear  whether  and  to 
what  extent  the  code  extends  to  video 
games. 

The  Licensing  Board's  and  the  video 
games  industry's  agreement  makes  this 
a  moot  point. 


MAYOR  PROPOSES  DEVELOPERS 
CONTRIBUTION  TO  BOSTON 
HOUSING  PARTNERSHIP 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  outlined  a  pro- 
posal that  will  require  the  designated 
developer  of  a  major  downtown  urban 
renewal  parcel  to  contribute  funds  for 
rehabilitating  abandoned  housing  for 
low-  and  moderate-income  families. 

Mayor  White's  announcement  was 
made  when  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  released  the  names  of 
finalists  in  the  competition  to  develop  a 
combination  condominium-office-retail 
complex  on  Boylston  Street,  opposite 
the  Public  Garden. 

Mayor  White  said,  "This  is  an  in- 
novative approach  for  insuring  that  our 
neighborhoods  share  directly  in  the 
benefits  of  downtown  development. 
New  development  in  Boston  means 
greater  employment  opportunities  for 
our  residents.  New  development  also 
means  an  increase  in  tax  revenues 
which  pay  for  city  services.  Now, 
downtown  development  will  contribute 
funding  to  address  one  of  Boston's  most 
serious  problems— the  need  for  more 
affordable  housing. 

The  BRA's  development  guidelines 
for  the  Boylston  Street  parcel  stipulate 
that  the  designated  developer  must  con- 
tribute at  least  $600,000  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Partnership,  Inc.,  a  joint, 
public-private  corporation  announced 
by  Mayor  White  in  his  State  of  the  City 
address. 

The  finalist  selected  by  the  BRA  for 
the  Boylston  Street  site  consist  of  the 
following  development  teams:  the 
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Druker  Company  with  the  Architects 
Collaborative  Inc.  as  architects  and  a 
joint  venture  of  Macomber  Development 
Associates,  Four  Seasons  Hotels, 
Limited,  and  Galbreath-Ruffin  Corpora- 
tion with  Goody,  Clancy  &  Associates  as 
architects. 

The  50,000  square-foot  parcel,  which 
runs  from  Arlington  Street  to  Hadassah 
Way,  is  part  of  the  BRA's  Park  Plaza  Ur- 
ban Renewal  Project. 

The  BRA  guidelines  for  the  Arlington- 
Hadassah  Way  parcel  call  for  approx- 
imately 150  condominium  units  and 
100,000  square  feet  of  office  space,  as 
well  as  40,000  square  feet  of  retail 
space  on  the  ground  floor.  The  project, 
expected  to  cost  roughly  $85  million,  will 
also  contain  tenant  parking  spaces  and 
a  new  public  open  space  between  the 
new  development  and  the  Park  Plaza 
Hotel. 

Final  submissions  for  this  parcel  are 
due  April  4th.

MAYOR  APPOINTS  EMERGENCY 
SHELTER  COMMISSIONERS 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  the 
appointment  of  the  five  members  of  the 
new  Emergency  Shelter  Commission  tc 
address  the  needs  of  homeless  per  J 
sons.  The  Mayor  signed  the  ordinance 
establishing  the  commission  and  the  ap 
propriation  of  $50,100  to  the  commisi 
sion  on  February  14. 

The  commissioners  include:  Donalc 
Manson,  director  of  the  Department  o 
Public  Facilities;  Lewis  W.  Pollack,  com! 
missioner  of  the  Department  of  Healtl 
and  Hospitals;  Richard  Ring,  acting  ex 
ecutive  director  of  the  Pine  Street  Inn 
Sister  Barbara  Whelan,  director  o 
Bridge  Over  Troubled  Waters  ant 
Judge  J.  John  Fox. 

"I  totally  endorse  the  concerted  effoi 
to  address  the  issue  of  the  homeless,' 
the  Mayor  said.  "I'm  pleased  that  Gov 
ernor  Dukakis  has  taken  such  swift  ac 
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tion  to  approach  the  issue.  In  addition, 
I  want  to  thank  those  who  have  sup- 
ported the  establishment  of  this  com- 
mission —  specifically  the  City  Council, 
the  Massachusetts  Coalition  for  the 
Homeless,  and  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  who  promptly  responded 
to  the  need  of  sheltering  the  homeless 
and  established  a  temporary  shelter  at 
Long  Island  Hospital." 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  commis- 
sion include  the  following  functions: 

•  Work  with  and  coordinate  the  efforts 
of  public  and  private  agencies  that 
shelter  the  homeless; 

•  Work  with  city  departments  and 
agencies  to  put  vacant  and  tax-fore- 
closed public  buildings  to  use  as  tem- 
porary shelters  for  the  homeless; 

•  Compile  and  publish  statistics  on 
the  number  of  homeless  in  Boston.  This 
would  be  done  in  conjunction  with  ap- 
propriate agencies  and  organizations. 

•  Develop  increased  shelter  re- 
sources for  the  homeless  during  winter 
weather  and  other  emergency 
situations. 

The  three  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  for  staggered  terms 
include: 

•  Richard  Ring,  who,  since  1970,  has 
been  affiliated  with  the  Pine  Street  Inn, 
a  shelter  for  350  homeless  men  and 
women  in  the  South  End.  From  1973  to 
1975,  Ring  directed  the  High  Street  Inn 
in  Dorchester,  a  halfway  house  for 
alcoholic  women  (now  Fellsway  Inn  in 
Medford).  When  he  returned  to  Pine 
Street  in  1975,  he  was  involved  in  the 
design  and  relocation  of  the  inn.  A  1968 
graduate  of  Holy  Cross  College,  he  has 
played  a  vital  role  in  the  development 
of  Pine  Street's  services.  In  January, 
Ring  assisted  the  staff  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  when  they  transformed  the 
hospital  gymnasium  into  a  temporary 
shelter. 

•  Sister  Barbara  Whelan  has  been  in- 
volved with  Bridge  Over  Troubled 
Waters  (BOTW)  since  its  inception  in 
1970.  She  was  named  executive  direc- 
tor in  1974.  BOTW  is  a  multiservice 
center  focusing  on  the  adolescent, 
runaway  population  in  Boston.  She 
received  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from 
Regis  College  and  a  master's  degree  in 
counseling  from  Boston  University.  A 
sister  of  St.  Joseph,  she  was  formerly 
a  school  teacher  in  the  Boston  area. 
Sister  Whelan  brings  her  experience 


with  the  adolescent  population  to  the 
commission. 

•  Judge  J.  John  Fox,  who  served  as 
justice  of  the  Massachusetts  Probate 
Court  from  1956  to  1977,  is  active  in 
numerous  community  and  governmen- 
tal activities.  He  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  for  the  Homeless  under 
Charles  Mahoney,  former  secretary  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  Human  Services 
and  was  the  author  of  the  Fox-Bartley 
gun  control  law.  Fox  is  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission, 
the  Board  of  Regents  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion, and  the  Massachusetts  Occupa- 
tional Education  Commission.  He  is  the 
director  of  Cardinal  Medeiros'  Inner  City 
Fund. 

The  commission  is  authorized  to  hire 
a  director  and  staff  as  it  deems 
necessary  with  the  appropriation  of 
$50,100. 

In  his  brief  address  to  the  commis- 
sioners and  other  representatives  of  the 
human  services  community,  Mayor 
White  said,  "I  have  requested  several 
departments  to  ready  themselves  to 
assist  the  commission.  The  Real  Prop- 
erty and  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment both  can  assist  with  the  provision 
of  physical  facilities  to  shelter  the 
homeless.  The  Neighborhood  Develop- 
ment and  Employment  Agency  and  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  are 
resources  for  helping  out  in  the  areas 
of  employment,  social  services,  and 
medical  needs." 


BOSTON  IS  "FORGIVING'*  ALL 
PARKING  TICKETS  ISSUED 
BEFORE  1978 

Traffic  and  Parking  Commissioner 
John  A.  Vitagliano  recently  announced 
a  parking  crackdown  aimed  at  scofflaws 
and  meter  hogs. 

At  the  same  time,  he  disclosed  that 
Boston  will  not  pursue  fines  for  parking 
tickets  issued  in  the  city  before  January 
1,  1978. 

"The  goal  of  this  crackdown  is 
fairness,"  Vitagliano  said  "We  don't 
think  it's  fair  that  some  motorists  are 
paying  their  parking  fines  and  others 
aren't.  Also,  we  don't  think  it's  fair  that 
some  drivers  are  'claiming'  parking 
meters  in  the  morning  and  feeding  them 
quarters  all  day.  We  are  going  to  put  a 
stop  to  these  practices." 

Under  the  crackdown,  which  starts 
immediately,  the  city  will  work  in  con- 


junction with  the  Massachusetts 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles.  Motorists 
who  do  not  pay  their  parking  fines  within 
the  time  limit  set  by  law  will  be  pro- 
hibited by  the  Registry  from  renewing 
their  driving  licenses  and  vehicle 
registrations. 

Vitagliano  explained  that  the  parking 
program  will  benefit  the  city  —  and  the 
motorists  —  by  freeing  up  meters  for  the 
use  they  were  intended. 

"Boston  has  approximately  300,000 
cars  coming  in  every  day,  and  motorists 
are  competing  for  6,000  metered 
spaces,"  he  said.  "Our  enforcement, 
therefore,  will  be  strict  on  those  people 
who  monopolize  meters.  We  want  these 
people  to  start  using  all-day  parking 
lots." 

He  said  that  currently  approximately 
50,000  persons  owe  money  for  unpaid 
tickets,  with  56  percent  of  them  with 
cars  not  registered  in  Boston,  including 
18  percnet  of  the  violators  from  out  of 
state. 

All  of  these  persons  have  been 
notified  by  the  city  at  least  three  times, 
with  certified  letters  going  to  top 
violators. 

The  commissioner  pointed  out  that  6 
percent  of  the  people  account  for  30 
percent  of  the  unpaid  tickets.  The  city 
is  now  issuing  criminal  complaints 
against  the  top  twenty-five  offenders. 
"We're  starting  off  with  the  top  offenders 
and  working  our  way  right  down  the  list." 

One  person  owes  $6,500  in  parking 
fines. 

"Eventually  the  city  will  hand  over  all 
eligible  violator's  names  to  the 
Registry,"  Vitagliano  said,  explaining  the 
process  is  all  done  with  computers.  Cur- 
rently the  city  has  50,000  eligible  names 
that  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Registry 
for  nonrenewal  procedures  of  license 
and  registrations. 

In  annov  g  that  Boston  is  "forgiv- 
ing" drivers  >r  tickets  they  received 
before  Januo.,  1,  1978,  Vitagliano  ex- 
plained that  prior  to  last  year  the  courts 
were  responsible  for  collecting  fines, 
and  when  the  district  court  system  was 
reorganized  in  1978,  the  ability  to  col- 
lect the  fines  was  almost  paralyzed. 

"But  now  the  city  has  this  responsi- 
bility," Vitagliano  said,  "and  we  are  in 
the  process  of  eliminating  the 
unfairness." 

He  said  the  crackdown  was  a  compo- 
nent of  a  continuing  parking  program  in 
Boston. 
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MHFA  LAUNCHES  NEW  PROGRAM 

An  intensive  one-year  effort  to 
enhance  the  impact  of  its  affirmative  ac- 
tion and  equal  opportunity  programs 
begins  this  month  when  the  Massachu- 
setts Housing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA) 
launches  a  program  to  increase  the  par- 
ticipation of  minorities  and  minority- 
owned  firms  in  the  property  manage- 
ment field.  The  program  is  part  of  a  four- 
pronged  effort  by  the  MHFA  to  expand 
both  business  and  housing  opportuni- 
ties for  minorities  in  Massachusetts. 

The  kick-off  for  the  program  was  a 
February  17th  conference,  "Opportu- 
nities for  Minorities  in  the  Property 
Management  Industry,"  which  intro- 
duced approximately  fifty  minority  prop- 
erty managers  to  the  MHFA's  housing 
finance  programs  as  well  as  to  the  cri- 
teria used  to  evaluate  management 
companies  seeking  to  do  business  with 
the  Agency. 

MHFA  Equal  Opportunity  Director 
Glendora  Putnam  said  the  program 
grew  out  of  a  study  conducted  by  the 
agency  last  year  which  found  that  many 
minority-owned  firms  were  having  diffi- 
culty in  gaining  access  as  managers  of 
MHFA-financed  properties.  "The  confer- 
ence and  the  follow-up  to  the  confer- 
ence will  focus  on  business  opportuni- 
ties available  in  MHFA-financed  devel- 
opments," Putnam  said,  "but  are  also 
expected  to  assist  minority-owned  firms 
in  competing  for  contracts  to  manage 
other  residential  and  commercial  prop- 
erties." 

In  the  months  following  the  confer- 
ence, MHFA  staff  and  a  consulting  firm, 
Real  Estate  Enterprises,  Inc.,  will  work 
with  companies  that  attended  the  con- 
ference to  assist  them  in  evaluating  their 
operations  and  in  modifying  those 
operations  where  necessary  to  meet 
MHFA  selection  criteria. 

The  conference  also  included  an  in- 
troduction to  the  resources  and  property 
management  course  of  instruction 
which  are  available  through  the  Institute 
of  Real  Estate  Management  (IREM)  and 
through  minority  professional  organiza- 
tions. 

In  discussing  the  agency's  expanded 
affirmative  action  program,  MHFA  Ex- 
ecutive Director  John  Blake,  Jr.  said, 
"The  agency  has  always  been  com- 
mitted to  the  goals  of  affirmative  action 
and  equal  opportunity,  but  has  fallen 
short  of  meeting  those  goals  in  certain 


areas.  The  February  conference  and 
other  activities  during  the  year  should 
help  not  only  the  MHFA  but  also  the 
state's  property  management  industry 
to  address  these  shortfalls  and  ensure 
that  minority-owned  firms  have  the 
same  opportunities  to  compete  for  new 
business  as  majority-owned  firms." 

As  part  of  this  effort,  the  MHFA  wiil 
also  be  sponsoring  a  three-part  Affirma- 
tive Fair  Marketing  Seminar  for  existing 
property  managers  at  MHFA-financed 
developments.  The  first  part  of  the 
seminar,  a  full-day  program  to  be  held 
once  on  March  8,  and  again  on  March 
9,  will  feature  a  host  of  speakers  includ- 
ing leading  fair  housing  advocates  and 
experts  in  the  field  of  property  manage- 
ment. The  speakers  will  focus  on  the 
problems  which  are  commonly  associ- 
ated with  affirmative  fair  marketing 
activities  and  on  solutions  to  these  prob- 
lems. Building  upon  this  overview,  two 
additional  sessions  will  be  held  later  in 
the  year  to  instruct  seminar  participants 
in  specific  affirmative  fiar  marketing 
techniques  and  evaluation  procedures. 

In  the  months  ahead,  the  MHFA  will 
also  sponsor  a  recruitment  and  training 
program  to  bring  minorities  into  the 
property  management  field.  This  effort, 
undertaken  in  cooperation  with  the 
property  management  community,  is 
expected  to  result  in  the  recruitment  and 
training  of  up  to  twenty  individuals  who 
will  later  be  placed  in  paid  internships 
in  the  private  sector  and  be  eligible  for 
full-time  jobs  upon  satisfactory  comple- 
tion of  the  program.  The  techniques 
used  in  this  pilot  program  by  the  MHFA 
will  also  provide  private  firms  with  a 
model  for  the  recruitment  and  training 
of  management  personnel  in  the  future. 

The  fourth  part  of  the  affirmative 
action  effort,  the  Surety  Bonding  Pro- 
gram, is,  according  to  Executive  Direc- 
tor Blake,  "one  of  the  most  important 
things  the  agency  can  do  to  help  minor- 
ity construction  firms  get  MHFA- 
financed  (and  other)  work." 

The  program  is  designed  to  identify, 
recruit,  and  assist  minority  construction 
contractors  to  qualify  for  initial  bonding 
or  greater  bonding  in  order  to  be  able 
to  bid  on  MHFA-financed  construction. 
The  program  is  expected  to  increase  the 
number  of  minority  firms  and  employees 
who  qualify  for  MHFA-generated  con- 
tracting jobs. 

The  MHFA  is  a  self-supporting  state 
agency  which  sells  tax-exempt  notes 


and  bonds  to  fund  a  variety  of  low- 
interest  housing  loan  programs. 
Through  its  largest  program,  the  MHFA 
has  funded  loans  totaling  over  $1.6 
billion,  generating  the  construction  of 
over  52,000  units  of  rental  housing  in 
1010  Massachusetts  communities.

Needy  households  will  receive  blocks 
of  butter  and  cheese  in  a  statewide  dis- 
tribution of  dairy  products  sponsored  by 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Edu- 
cation. The  food  will  be  distributed  at 
sixteen  school  locations  all  over  Boston 
between  Monday,  February  28,  and 
Thursday,  March  3.  Action  for  Boston 
Community  Development  (ABCD)  and 
the  Boston  Community  Schools  are 
coordinating  the  distribution. 


Eligible  households  with  up  to  four 
members  will  receive  five  pounds  of 
cheese  and  two  pouds  of  butter.  House- 
holds with  five  or  more  members  will  be 
given  ten  pounds  of  cheese  and  four 
pounds  of  butter. 

To  be  eligible,  recipients  must  certify 
that  they  participate  in  an  assistance 
program  such  as  Welfare;  Aid  to 
Families  with  Dependent  Children 
(AFDC);  Food  Stamps;  Supplemental 
Security  Income  (SSI);  Fuel  Assistance 
Program;  Women,  Infants  and  Children 
(WIC);  Medicaid;  Veteran's  Aid;  or  Head 
Start.  Families  are  also  eligible  if  their 
income  falls  within  the  guidelines  used 
for  the  Fuel  Assitance  Program;  such 
applicants  should  bring  proof  of  their 
household's  gross  income  to  the  distri- 
bution site. 

The  dairy  products  will  be  distributed 
at  specific  times  and  days  at  the  sixteen 
different  community  school  sites.
